The Assessors’ report for 1904 give 
cost of water maintenance and interest 
to be $74,225.00; Metropolitan water 
assessment, $34, 084.2 25; making a total 
expense of $108,369.25; leaving a deficit 
of $14,558.25 for taxpayers to meet. It 
is estimated by competent judges that 
our assessment by the Metropolitan 
water board this year will exceed $40, - 
000.00. 

The city of Malden is using 95 per 
cent. meters and report that their con- 
sumption per day per capita is 40 
gallons; Milton 35; while Quincy is 
using or wasting 120 gallons per capita 
per day. 

If we may judge by the experience of 
otber cities a general meter system 
would save to our city on water supply 
at least $25,000.00 per year. 

The town of Braintree is installing a 
meter system, and will charge con- 
sumers $2.00 per year rental for meters, 
and 30 cents per thousand gallons of 
water. If it is found this price will 
not be sufficient to meet cost of main- 
tenance the price will be raised soufli- 
cient to meet all expense. 

Is not this the one fair way to sell 
water? Let every consumer, large or 
small pay for what be uses. If a land- 
lord has leaky fixtures, he won't get 
roasted, but once. Our mayors have 
advised it. It is now up to our com- 
mittee on water supply to recommend 
to the Council some means to stop the 
above waste, and give to our citizens 
water rates that will compare favorably 
with towns and cities that are com- 
peting with our city in matter of 
growth, A. L. Baker.

Efficient Work by Department and 
Loss Only $1,200. 


The Quincy fire department again 
showed its efficiency at Thursday after- 
noon’s fire on Brooks avenue, in check- 


ing and putting out the fire that at first |- 


seemed likely to destroy the whole 
building. 

The fire was ina large double bouse 
at 15 Brooks avenue, owned by Fedel 
Piovano, and is occupied by Renato 
Abbonetti and Rizieri Piccini. It start- 
ed in the attic on Piccini’s side, and 
was ignited by children. 

It appears that a number of young 
children were in the attic playing, and 
to make the play more realistic they set 
fire to a broom; one of the children 
marching about the room with it. Be- 
fore they realized what had happened a 
fire had been started anda fierce blaze 
was in progress. 

The children scampsred out and some 
one rang in the alarm which was from 
Box 39 and sounded at 3.15. Mean- 
while neighbors rushed in and quickly 
removed the household goods of both 
tenants to places of safety. 

When the fire department arrived the 
whole upper part of the building was a 
roaring mass of flames. 

Flames were coming from the windows 
and through the roof, but several 
hydrant streams were quickly carried 
to the attic windows by ladders and a 
deluge of water was poured onto the 
flames. It was a hot fire while it lasted 
but the firemen soon had it under con- 
trol and no fire went below the attic 
floor. 

The water rushed down the stairways 
te the lower floors, and if the  furni- 
ture had not been removed the damage 
would have been much greater. 

Chief Engineer Williams estimates 
the loss on the building and contents at 
$1,200. 

Mr. Abbonetti estimates his loss at 
$100. The damage of the Piccini 
family will not be over $50.

RULES FOR CYCLISTS. 


Quaint Regulations That Are En- 
forced In Foreign Lands. 


In some foreign countries and cities 


1—Dr. George A-| there are rules and regulations for wo- 


men cyclists which are decidedly 
quaint, according to the American way 
of thinking. 

Russian women are not allowed to 
own cycles except by royal permission, 
and it is spariigly given. In fact, un- 
til comparatively lately, there have 
been but few Russian wheelwomen, 
and the majority of these belonged to 
the royal family. 

In France women cyclists are plenti- 
ful, but a curious law exists which 
prevents a married woman joining a 
touring club unless she can present a 
signed declaration from her husband 
that he is willing that she should do so, 

In Germany women cyclists are 
obliged to pass an examination before 
the city police showing that they have 
perfect control of their bicycles before 
they can obtain permission to ride in 
the streets, and they must carry with 
them their license on their cycles. 

In Vienna no wheelwoman is allow- 
ed to take her hands from the handle 
bars while riding !n the streets, and in 
Florence the fair cyclist is compelled 
to carry two bells on her machine to 
warn pedestrians of her vicinity, 

These rules are all for the special 
benefit of women and do not apply to 
men, who doubtless are considered 
more capable of controlling the va- 
garies of the giddy wheel.New York 
American. 


AN OLD WELSH HOME. 


Description of an Interior, With Its 
Sanded Slate Flags, 

Robert Fowler in his book, ‘“‘Beauti- 
ful Wales,” makes this pretty descrip- 
tion of an old Welsh home: “The floor 
was of sanded slate flags and on them 
a@ long, many legged table, an oak set- 
tle, a table piano and some Chippen- 
dale chairs. There were also two tall 
clocks, and they were the most human 
clocks I ever met, for they ticked with 
effort and uneasiness. They found the 
hours troublesome and did not twitter 
mechanically over them, and at mid- 
night the twelve strokes always nearly 
ruined them, so great was the effort. 

“On the wall were a large portrait 
of Spurgeon, several sets of verses, 
printed and framed, in memory of 
dead members of the family, an alle 
gorical tree watered by the devil and 
photographs of a bard. There were 
about fifty well used books near the 
fire and two or three men smoking 
and one man reading some serious 
book aloud by the only lamp, and a girl 
was carrying out the week’s baking of 
large loaves, flat fruit tarts of black- 
berry, apple and whinberry, plain gold- 
en cakes, large, soft currant biscuits 
and curled oat cakes. 

“And, outside, the nolses of a west 
wind and a flooded stream, the whim- 
per of an otter and the fong, slow 
laugh of an owl, and always silent, but 
never forgotten, the restless, tower- 
ing outline of a mountain.” 


PARCHMENT. 


It Was Invented by the Greeks When 
Papyrus Was Scarce. 

There is no evidence that papyrus 
was grown for commercial purposes 
outside of Egypt during the whole 
Roman period, and the industry of its 
growth and manufacture must have 
been a large and profitable one. In 
the time of Tiberius a sedition was 
nearly caused by a scarcity of paper, 
and a rebellious paper maker, in the 
days of Aurelian, boasted that he could 
equip an army from the profits of his 
business—and did It too. 

Parchment was invented by the 
Greeks when papyrus was scarce, and 
the middle ages reinvented it. There 
is evidence that linen rags were used 
in paper making as early as the eighth 
and ninth centuries. In paper of that 
period the fiber was chiefly linen, with 
traces of cotton, hemp and other fibers. 
The known specimens are of oriental 
origin and appear to have been clayed, 
like modern papers, the material used 
being a starch paste manufactured 
from wheat. 

The oldest manuscript written on 
cotton paper in England is In the Brit- 
ish museum and dates from 1049 A. D., 
and the oldest on the same material in 
the Paris National library {s dated 
1050. In 1085 the Christian successors 
of the Spanish Saracens made paper 
of rags instead of raw cotton, which 
had been formerly employed. 


A Little Mixed.

FAST WORK ON TREATY 


All but Two Articles Practi- 
eally 
May Be Ready For Signature 
by Wednesday of Next Week 


Completed--Document 


Portsmouth, N. H., Sept. 1.—Rus- 
sia’s consent to a suspension of hostill- 
ties reached Witte last night in a cable- 
gram from Count Lamsdorff, whom 
Emperor Nicholas has empowered to 
deal with the important phase of the 
negotiations. 

Japan, through Baron Komura, has 
niso agreed to the immediate conclu- 
sion of an armistice. At 11 o'clock last 
night Mr. Takahira went to Baron De 
Rosen’s room and explained that he 
and Komura had received instructions 
to conduct negotiations for an armis- 
tice. Baron De Rosen immediately 
communicated with Witte and it is 
probable that a meeting will be held to- 
day for the proclamation of a complete 
suspension of hostilities preliminary 
to the arrangement of the details by 
the two generals upon the battlefield. 
So rapidly and well have Messrs, De 
Martens and Dennison performed the 
delicate and important task of drafting 
the treaty of peace that 10 articles 
bave been practically completed. It is 
expected the treaty will in its entirety 
consist of 15 articles, exclusive of the 
preamble. Japan's original demands 
are said to have been numbered 13. 
Only 12, however, were presented to 
the Ru as President Roosevelt 
is credited with persuading the Japan- 
ese plenipotentiaries before the conven- 
ing of the conference to withdraw one 
of the conditions which he regarded as 
unjust Whether this 13th demand 
dealt with the fortifications at Vladi- 
yostok cannot be learned. 

Having waived three of the demands 
nted—the indemnity, the interned 
and the limitation of Russia’s 
naval strength in the Far East—the 
Japanese final conditions were nine. 
Several of these, however, will be di- 
vided treaty, and grouped into 
two or more articles.

A CITY'S FARM COLONY 


Municipal Project of Cleveland 
to Help the Needy. 


VAST TRACT OF LAND PURCHASED 


On Thirteen Hundred Acres a Num- 
ber of Suitable Buildings Will Be 
Erected For the Poor of the City— 
When Desirable, Each Individual 
Will Be Given a Small Plot For 
Cultivation. 


The city of Cleveland, O., has under- 
taken a municipal experiment which if 
successful will have much to do with 
revolutionizing its general attitude to- 
ward the treatment of the criminal, de- 
pendent and defective classes, says a 
Ceveland dispatch. Eight hundred and 
fifty acres of land have been purchas- 
ed, which, with an adjoining 450 acres 
recently bought for cemetery purposes, 
makes a total area of 1,300 acres, or 
two square miles. This vast tract of 
land, ten miles from the public square, 
will furnish advantageous locations for 
the varlous institutions which the mu- 
nicipality finds necessary and useful 
in its department of charitles and cor- 
rection, It will be known as the Cleve- 
land farm colony. 

The administration building will be 
located on the summit of a ridge which 
traverses the center of the tract, from 
which is an extended view over the 
farm and many miles beyond. Located 
distant from one another will be the 
house of correction, the detention hos- 
pital, a tuberculosis sanitarium, a gen- 
eral hospital for convalescent and 
chronic cases, a hospital for the treat- 
ment of the drink and drug habits, a 
home for aged poor, a home for crip- 
ples and a home for wayward girls. 

A municipal hospital car with beds 
and attendant nurses will be run over 
the suburban line from the city to the 
different hospitals on the farm. Spe- 
cial cars will also be employed for the 
other departments of the colony. 

The infirmary or home for aged and 
defective poor will be one of the first 
institutions to be removed to the new 
site. While there will be larger wards 
for the more helpless as far as possible, 
the residents will be grouped in cot- 
tages. Here separate groups will be 
made according to nationality and con- 
genial tastes. 

Husbands and wives will occupy a 
part of a cottage by themselves. Each 
cottage or when desirable each individ- 
ual will be given a small plot of ground 
for cultivation. Here will be located

How to Make Beeswax. 

The following recipe for beeswax

A “SUPERMARINE” BOAT. 


Novel High Speed Craft Devised by 
French Engineer, 

A novel form of high speed boat has 
recently been devised by a French en- 
gineer, M. de Lambert, which involves 
a radical departure from all previous 
designs of hull, says Harper’s Weekly. | 
It is termed a “skating,” or “superma- 
marine,” boat, for it is constructed to , 
glide along the surface of the water} 
rather than experience resistance by 
being immersed and passing through. 
This is accomplished by means of five 
inclined planes, which are fixed on the 
bottom of the hull and which when the ; 
boat is at rest are a few inches in the 
water. When the engine is started the | 
hull is raised, so that the boat runs! 
with less resistance on the inclined | 
planes, which then rest on a mixture! 
of air and water. 

With a twelve horsepower petroleum 
motor it is reported that a speed of 
from twenty-six to twenty-elght knots 
an hour can be made, a rate not al- 
ways attained by motor boats with 
eighty horsepower engines. The new | 
boat is also capable of being handled 
with considerable facility and stopped | 
Teadily. ,

How to Cut Glass.

The 
heat of the burning string will weaken 
the glass in this particular place, While 
it is hot plunge the glass under water, 
letting the arm go under well to the 
elbow, so there will be no vibration 
when the glass is struck. With the 
free hand strike the glass outside the 
line of cutting, giving a quick, sharp 
stroke with any long flat instrument, 
such as a stick of wood or a long 
bladed knife, and the cut will as clean 
and straight as if made by a regular 
glass cutter.

VICE PRESIDENT KING. 


He Took the Oath of Office Abroad, 
but Did Not Live to Serve. 
William Rufus King, born April 6, 
1786, died April 18, 1853, was a vice 
president of the United States who 
never served in that capacity and one 
who took the oath of office on foreign 
soil, something which can be said of 
no other executive officer who bas ever 
been elected by the people of this coun- 
try. King was an invalid, but his 
friends urged him to take second place 
on the ticket with Pierce in 1852. 
Both were elected, but Mr. King’s 
health failed so rapidly that he was 
forced to go to Cuba some two months 
before inauguration day. Not having 
returned to the United States by 
March 4, congress passed a special act 
authorizing the United States consul

Certain Inmates Had Full Run 
of the Institution 


OWNED SAWS AND FILES 


Nothing but “Personal Honor” 
to Keep a “Trusty” From Cell 
of Murderess Rogers--Alleged 
Laxity of Superintendent 


Boston, Sept. 2.—Details of a sur- 
prising character came out in the hear- 
ing at Young’s hotel before a special 
commission appointed by Governor 
Bell of Vermont to investigate the 
charges of immorality and improper 
management at the state prison at 
Windsor, where Mary Rogers, the 
murderess, is confined, and where she 
has already confessed to gross miscon- 
duct. 

The hearing was held in thistity for 
convenience sake only, the governor of 
the state, the attorney general and sev- 
eral witnesses being here in Boston on 
other matters. 

It came out that certain inmates had 
full run of the place, that there was 
access to Mary Rogers’ cell, that pris- 


oners were allowed to have saws and 
files in their cells, and that prisoners | 


had on past occasions been strung up 
by their wrists in punishment for pro- 
fanity. 

Governor Bell and Prison Commis- 
sioners Safford and Williams conducted 
the inquiry, Attorney Genera] Fitts 
acting as counsel for the commissiou- 
ers. Judge Palmer represented for- 
mer Superintendent of the Prison Oakes 
and J. W. Enwright acted as attorney 
for ex-Warden Harpin. The witnesses 
were Harold W. Harpin, a former 
guard, and John BR. Proctor, who up to 
last spring was deputy warden at the 
prison, 

Harpin declared that neither he nor 
his father had ever taken anything 
away from the prison. Asked about 


the opportunities Vernon Rogers, a| 


trusted prisoner, had tg gain access to 
Mrs. Rogers’ cell, he said: 

“Vernon Rogers had the run of the 
prison excepting the workshop. He 
was employed in the west corridor, but 
he went to the engine room and to 
other parts of the prison when he 
wished. During the day he had the 
west corridor to himself. There was 
no guard in the corridor nor was there 
any supervision during the day. 
to lock Vernon Rogers up at 9 p. m. 

“The locks on the doors to Mrs. Rog- 


ers’ cell were old-fashioned, and Ver- , 


non Rogers could have gone to the 
tool house and obtained wire or any- 
thing else from which he could have 
made a key.” 

Mr. Fitts asked: “With the old- 
fashioned locks in that part of the pris- 
on, and with no supervision, was there 
anything to keep Vernon Rogers and 
Mrs. Rogers apart, except their per- 
sonal honor?’ 

“That was all there was,” said Har- 
pin. 

When he was on duty during the day- 
time in the guardroom, Harpin said 
he had no instructions to look down the 
west corridor to see what was going 
on there. From where Warden Har- 
pin’s desk stood the witness said it was 
impossible to see the west corridor. 

John E. Proctor, now living in Bos- 
ton, said he was a guard at the Windsor 
prison from May, 1900, until Septem- 
ber, 1901, and after that was in charge 
of the prisoners in the shop until a few 
months before he left, when he was ap- 
pointed deputy warden. 

He testified that during his more 
than three years of duty in the shop, 
Superintendent Oakes only went there 
four times on business, His other visits 
being when he was showing personal 
friends over the institution. 

The hearing was postponed until a 
later date, when it will be continued in 
Vermont.

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A WAGE INCREASE 


Fall River Mill Men May Grant 
It to Forestall Agitation 

Fall River, Mass., Sept. 2—There is 
no longer any doubt concerning the 
eause of the rumors concerning a prob- 
able advance in wagesin the mills. 
Some treasurers are convinced that it 
is good business policy for them to an- 
ticipate a better margin for profitin the 
trade and grant a partial restoration of 
the last reduction, to go into effect 
about Oct. 1 and remain unchanged for 
a definite period. They are now en- 
gaged in talking the matter over and 
are trying to induce other treasurers to 
join with them to secure a voluntary 
advance. 

The officials do not want to take ac- 
tion on wages until the margin actualiy 
reaches better than 70 cents, by three 
or four points, as they are fearful of 
the results of the precedent which may 
be set. The margin today is about 69 
cents. The only object which will in- 
duce them to consent to an advance not 
warranted by the figures will be to en- 
courage the operatives to work steadier 
and see if the normal production of the 
mills cannot be reached. The promise 
that business will be good for the bal- 
ance of the year is now generally recoz- 
nized, and if an advance is agreed to 
{t will simply be to forestall! agitation. 
The matter is being pushed and wiil 
receive the attention of the officials of 
the Manufacturers’ association within 
a short time.

It is not to be supposed that Miss 
Underwood's amiability is alone ac- 
countable for her success. One could 
never have done the work she has and 
depended solely upon one’s own good 
nature and its effect upon others. She 
is competent, capable and conscienti- 
ous, and in consequence all the more 
appreciated. 

Miss Underwood was born in Quincy, 
Jan. 9, 1887, and was the daughter of 
the late Beverly and Louisa Underwood. 
Her schooling was begun in a building 
which stood on precisely the same spot 
where the Coddington school now 
stauds. 

When at eighteen years she assumed 
the duties of instructor, the present 
Coddington school was in process of 
erection, and Miss Underwood’s class 
was assembled in a room in the old 
town hall which was better known at 
the time as the Lyceum. The school 
building was completed in time for the 
opening of the fall term, 1855, and from 
that date she bas taught in that build- 
ing. 

Miss Underwood is to take up her 
duties again this fall. I know that 
Quincy people are glad of this, for they 
have told me so, and for my part I con- 
gratulate them.

Squantum heights, erected in 1895 by the 
Daughters of the Revolution, of Massachusetts, 
in memory of Captain Myles Standish and his 
men of Plymouth Colony, who landed here 
Sept. 80, 1621, guided by the indian Tisquan- 
tum. 

ABIGAIL ADAMS CAIRN. 

Penns hiil, erected June 17, 1896, by Adams 
Chapter, Daughters of jthe Revolution, to the 
memory of Abigail Adums, who with her son, 
John Quincy, irom the spot watched the smoke 
of battle at Bunker Hill. Cairn composed of 
many historic stones, the corner stone being 
part of old sleeper of first railroad in United 
States which ran from Quincy quarries to tide 
water, Neponset river.

First Congregational Church (Unitarian)

Also the plant of the Fore 
River Shipbuilding Company where 
warships are being built for the 
government. 


It is expected on both sides, how- 
ever, that the hitch, if it really exists 
as reported, will shortly be straight- 
ened out. 

The effect of the armistice concluded 
yesterday is that it becomes operative 
only upon the signature of the treaty 
by the plenipotentiaries and con- 
tinues until the final exchange of ratiti- 
cation of the emperors of the two 
countries. It is for this reason that 
the plenipotentiaries, who will them- 
selves convey to their respective capi- 
tals the momentous document, which 
to become binding must receive the sig- 
natures of their respective emperors, 
are anxious to leave at the earliest pos- 
sible date. 

Japan displayed her usual caution in 
insisting that the armistice should not 
take effect until the treaty of peace 
had received the signatures of the Rus- 
sian envoys. It is not unlikely that 
this attitude grows out of some dis- 
trust of the steadiness of the czar’s 
purpose, though Mr. Sato gives quite 
another reason. The report that there 
is danger of the czar’s repudiating the 
terms accepted by his envoys is flatly 
denied in St. Petersburg, and is prob- 
ably not true. The Japanese, how- 
ever, evidently feel justified in guard- 
ing against any sudden outbreak by 
the Russian war party. 

As comment on the terms of peace 
accumulates, it is apparent that the 
treaty will meet with a cold welcome in 
Russia, and possibly too warm a one 
in Japan. St. Petersburg court circles 
are reported to be disgusted with 
Witte’s concessions, which are said to 
have been made in deference to foreign 
opinion, and in full belief that Japan’s 
insistence on indemnity would block 
the negotiations and make these con- 
cessious harmless. 

The Japanese, on the other hand, feel 
that the results are not adequate to the 
military efforts the country has made. 
The _precise terms are not yet known 
in Japan, but the press is assuming 
that too much has been yielded, and is 
bitterly attacking the Katsura goy- 
ernment. Meantime the drafting of 
the treaty is making rapid progress. 


Fraud In Insurance Writing 

New York, Sept. 2.—Evidence of ex- 
tensive fraud in the writing of life in- 
surance on risks known to be bad has 
been brought to the attention of the 
Armstrong legislative committee. It 
is asserted that in this class of fraud 
there has been collusion between the 
officers and agents of companies of 
high standing. Subpoenas summoning 
the medical examiners of some of the 
big companies to appear before the 
committee have already been prepared. 


No Case Against Clarke 

Kingston, Ja., Sept. 2—Dr. Franklin 
Clarke of Boston, who was arrested 
here and tried before the chief justice 
for breach of the official secrets act 
by taking photographs of the fortifica- 
tions at Port Royal, has been liberated. 
The chief justice summed up in favor 
of the prisoner, but the jury failed to 
agree. The case was hopelessly weak 
and a nolle prosequi was entered. 


Nunez Suspends Opponents 

Havana, Sept. 2—Governor Nunez 
has suspended the seven remaining 
Liberal members of the Havana mu- 
nicipal council. The reason giten for 
this act is that the Liberals unlawfully 
continued the session in which they 
claimed to have elected Nodarse, the 
anti-Nunez candidate, for mayor, despite 
the fact that Acting Mayor Bonachea 
had suspended the session.

And, of cowpse, those who get on at the 
way station, who are admitted on sufferance and are therefore only 
great by reflection, are bound in copying to EXAGGERATE the 
aspects and features of the company they find already abroad.

COME SO PERENNIAL AND STEREOTYPED THAT, GIVEN THE OP- 
PORTUNITY, THEY MIGHT PASS FOR GENUINE REPRODUCTIONS. 

It is the aspiring parvenu who, by hook or crook, by good fortune 
or by fawning, gets into the charmed circle without having had the 
chance to study its methods who needs to look to his manners. Of 
this category I see and have been seeing for forty years more of 
MY COUNTRYMEN and country women than I care to see. 
Occasionally I have seen an American in London (I have been going 
abroad ever since I was a child) who cut a swath on nothing, and 
have rejoiced accordingly. Once or twice I have known an American 
who was rich enough to go with the best, and to go the best one 
better, and still have money left to lend a sovereign or two, and that 
has positively rejoiced me. I do not like to see a silly American girl 
squander her dowry on an ignoble though titled marriage, but when 
I see a fly American girl carry off an English duke I exclaim, “Bully 
for you, Mary Jane!” 

This is not to say the British peerage is not the best blooded and 
best mannered body of men and women, despite the too frequent bar 
sinister, in the world. It is not to say that the English people, take 
them as they stand im their bare feet, are not the best people in 
the world. I wish to the Lord our people equaled them in genuine 
love of liberty, IN GENUINE RESPECT FOR LAW, in sturdy 
self sustaining manhood. PERSONALLY I do not like, and have 
never liked, their class system, either political or personal.

Crew of Hutoka Have an 
Experience. 


Lose Their Launch, 
Then the Mast, 


Life Crew from Brant Rock to 
the Rescue. 


Ex-Commander Sheppard had an ex- 
citing time on his trip home from Dux- 
bury in the Hutoka. The yawl had 
participated in the cruise of the Quin- 
ey yacht club along the South Shore 
and was at Duxbury on Saturday. 

Mr. Sheppard did not go down on the 
cruise with her but went down Satur- 
day to sail home. They started Sunday 
morning in an easterly breeze that blew 
almosta gale. They reached a point 
off Brant Rock life saving station about 
9.30 Sunday morning. 

Here they were unfortunate enough to 
carry away their mast. They still 
managed to carry a small sail however, 
and were working along toward 
Scituate. They were well inshore and 
in no immediate danger. 

But it was decided to come to anchor 
until the storm abated. 

That the yacht had met with some 
mishap was evident to the cottagers, 
and although storming bard many 
people were on the piazzas watching 
the yacht through glasses or with the 
naked eye. Among these was the 
representative of the Daily Ledger. 

The men on the yacht could be seen 
busily at work cleaning the wreckage, 
but no distress signal had been hoisted 
so that the cottagers felt sure the party 
was not in danger. 

During the middle of the afternoon 
the life boat was launched and the life 
saving crew put out to the yacht. 

At this time there were many specu- 
lations among the cottzgers as to what 
boat it was, and the work of the life 
boat became the one object of interest. 

The life boat remained alongside of 
the yacht fifteen minutes and then 
started for the shore. 

This was a signal to the cottagers to 
flock to the life saving station and 
when the boat arrived there were several 
hundred people waiting for ber. 

The representative of the Daily Ledger 
soon learned that the yawl was the 
handsome boat of Joel F, Sheppard of 
Braintree, and that the party aboard 
included Capt, Sheppard; his son, Eben 
W. Sheppard; his grandson, Joel Shep- 
pard; Frank Baxter of Harpswell, 
Maine, and Joe Shaw. Others on the 
a while on the cruise were : Arthur 

ratt and William Hall of Weymouth 
and Willard Sheppard, who left at Dux- 
bury. 

None of those on the Hutoka came 
ashore. Tbe captain’s story was soon 
told. The cottagers gave a sigh of re- 
lief and trudged back through the rain 
and mud to their cottages. Previous to 
carrying away the mast their naphtha 
launch was lost, and in manoeuvreing 
to recover it, the mast went by the 
board and went ashore at Brant Rock. 

Monday morning the life crew again 
went out to the yacht with a message 
that had been received and a tug boat 
that had been telephoned for also came 
in sight. At 9.30 the tug with the Hu- 
toka in tow started for Quincy, where 
they arriyed safe and sound during the 
afternoon. 

The first news that the people at 
home received was by the daily papers, 
and as the story was exaggerated it was 
quite a shock to Mrs. Sheppard. She 
soon learned that all were safe, and had 
been in no great danger. 

The other yachts of the Quincy Yacht 
club volunteered assistance, but there 
was nothing that they could do except 
get a tug, and one was ordered.

Leaves State Department In 
Middle of October 


HIS SUCCESSOR IS NAMED 


Robert Bacon, Former Partner 
In Morgan Banking Firm, 
Who Has Largely Figused In 
New York Business Equation 


Oyster Bay, N. ¥., Sept. 5.—President 
Roosevelt has announced officially the 
appointment of Robert Bacon of New 
York to be first assistant secretary of 
state to succeed Pranucis B. Loomis. 

The announcement was accompanied 
by e@ statement that Bacon would not 
assume the duties of his office for some 
time, perhaps about the middle of Octo- 
ber, after Secretary Hoot had become 
settied in whe office of secretary of 
Biule 

Mr. Loomis’ resignation has been 
practically in the bands of President 
Roosevelt for several months. His de- 
sire to retire from the office of assistant 
secretary wae known to the president 
et the conclusion of the Bowen-Loomis 
tnguiry which resulted in the forced 
retirement of Minister Bowen from the 
diplomatic service. The death of John 


pointment of Bacon as assistant secre- 


“ts: 

- Bacon ts held in high regard by 
both the president and Secretary Root, 
who have known him intimately for 
many years. For years Bacon has 
beep au important factor in the busi- 
ness equation of New York. Until 
wetthin comparatively recent months he 
wes a junior partner in the banking 
house of J. P. Morgan & Co. At the 
time of the settlement by President 
Roosevelt of the anthracite coal strike 
Bacon represented Morgan in two con- 
ferences in Washington which made 
for an amicable adjustment of the 
trouble. The president was then im- 
pressed with Bacon’s ability. Subse 
quently, when he retired from the firm 
of J. P. Morgan & Oo., the president 
determined to utilize his services if a 
Bultable place for him could be found. 

Mr. Bacon was here as the guest of 
the President and Mrs. Roosevelt at 
luncheon yesterday. He is understood 
to have arrived in Oyster Bay on a 
yacht and to have left the same way. 
It is axpected that Loomis will relin- 
quish his office in a short time and 
that his resignation will take effect at 
the conclusion of a leave of absence 
which he proposes to take. No state- 
ment is made concerning his possible 
future in official life, but as heretofore 
noted in these dispatches, his appoint- 
ment to an important diplomatic post 
is problematical. 

The appointment of Bacon was de- 
cided upon almost immediately after 
Root had accepted the office of secre- 
tary of state. 

At the time of the memorable panic 
in the stock market on May 9, 1901, 
when he was a partner of Morgan and 
was temporarily in charge of his af- 
fairs while Morgan was in Europe, 
Bacon was prominently before the 
financial world. 

It has been understood in Wall and 
State streets that Morgan held Bacon 
more or less responsible for the con- 
dition of affairs which culminated in 
the corner of Northern Pacific stock 
and precipitated the panic. 

Shortly after Morgan’s returp from 
his tour there was a break between 
the two and Bacon resigned. George 
Perkins of the New York Life Insur- 
ance company succeeded him. 

After Bacon’s graduation from Har- 
vard with Roosevelt’s class, he en- 
tered the employ of Lee, Higginson & 
Co., Boston bankers. In 1883 he joined 
the firm of EH Small, bankers, and in 
1894 he went to New York. From 
then unttl 1902 he was in the firm of 
J. P. Morgan & Co. 

In 1889 he was elected an overseer 
of Harvard and was re-elected in 1895. 
In 1902 he was appointed chief mar- 
shal of the class exercises. He has 
made his home in New York since he 
went there in 1894.

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BABY “ IN THE WAY” 


Inhuman Action In Disposing 
of Little One 


BEATEN AND STABBED 


Father of Three Children Killed 
His Housekeeper’s Attractive 
Child and Was Assisted by Her 
In the Fiendish Work 


New York, Sept. 5.—A confessed ac- 
complice in the murder of her 2-year-old 
daughter, whose mutilated body was 
subsequently bathed and neatly clad in 
Its best clothes and then tossed into 
the open doorway of a West Side tene- 
ment house, Agnes Hyland, aged 23 
years, was locked up last night. 


Gustave Denser, a plumber with 
whom the woman lived as a house- 
keeper, is also under arrest. The 
mother tokd the police that Denser 
killed her baby girl, Gertrude, because 
she “was in the way” and that she 
helped to dispose of the body. 

The janitor of the tenement stum- 
bled over the body in the corner of the 
dark stairway. Physicians found a 
fatal wound on the temple, while the 
face showed many stab wounds, ap- 
parently made by a penknife. Later 
in the day the body was identified by 
the janitor of a tenement on West 
Forty-Fifth street, the home of the Hy- 
land woman, The arrest of the mother 
and Denser and the confession of the 
former followed. 

According to the mother, the child, 
who was an attractive, robust youngs- 
ter with a profusion of light, curly 
hair and blue eyea, was beaten to 
death during Sunday night because 
Denser, who has three children of his 
own, objected to her presence in the 
home. Later she washed the body to 
remove blood stains and, dressing it in 
& petticoat, white dress, white cloak, 
held at the walst with a leather belt, 
and patent leather shoes, carried it to 
the doorway where it waa found. 

Denser denied the murder of the 
child, to the support of which, he said, 
be had, however, objected. He said 
that at the request of the mother he 
had puntshed Gertrude Sunday night 
and afterwards left the house. When 
he returned at midnight the mother 
told him the child was dead and he 
went with her to dispose of the body. 


Brave Newspaper Man Gone 

New York, Sept. 5.—Colonel Finlay 
Anderson, journalist, died here after a 
long illness. Anderson was born in 
Ireland 67 years ago and came to this 
country when 9 years old. For gal- 
lantry displayed while acting as a cor- 
respondent in the fleld during the Civil 
war he was given the rank of colonel 
by President Lincoln. Anderson 
leaves a widow, who was Miss Emma 
Abercrombie, a Yirginia authoress. 
At the dedication of the Grant tomb 
Anderson was thrown from his horse, 
receiving injuries from which he never 
recovered. 


Mililonalre Seeks Divorce 

New York, Sept. 5.—James B. Duke, 
millionaire, president of the great to- 
bacco trust and one of the richest men 
in the country, is pressing action for 
absolute divorce against his beautiful 
bride of 10 months. Frank T. Hun- 
toon, a well known man about town, 
is named. Huntoon is the president 
and manager of a mineral water con- 
cern. He is known on the race track 
and asa “first nighter” at the theatres. 
He is a bachelor and is 50 years of age. 


Mistook Wife For Animal 

Livingstone, Mont., Sept. 5.—Dr. 

D., while hunt- 
ing bobcats near Clyde Park, acci- 
dentally shot and killed his wife. Mrs. 
Coventry had followed her husband 
unknown to him and was approaching 
in the brush when he mistook her for 
ap animal and fired.

Vaudeville Performer Killed 

Pittsburg, Sept. 5.—During the per- 
formance of “Fighting the Flames” at 
the Pittsburg exposition last evening, 
Miss Jeanette Lawrence, 25 years old, 
a vaudeville performer, was dashed to 
her death from a window 80 feet above 
the stage. The accident was wit- 
nessed by about 200 spectators. 


Saliors Charged With Murder 

New York, Sept. 5.—The arrest. of 
three of her crew, charged with mur- 
der, because of a seamen’s brawl, was 
reported by the steamer Maracaibo on 
her arrival here. The arrest occurred 
at Curacao, from which port the steam- 
er sailed. The men arrested were all 
Spaniards.

STRICTLY FORMAL 


Will Be No Display In Sign- 
ing Peace Treaty 


JAPS HOLD A RECEPTION | 


Russian Envoys and Their Entire 
Suite Pay Respects to Hosts-- 
Komura Satisfied With Result 
of the Conference 


Portsmouth, N. H., Sept. 5.—The 
closing act of the peace conference 
promises to be @ very tame affatr. 
There will be no spectacular features. 
Final arrangements have been made 
for the signing of the “treaty of Ports- 
mouth” at 3 o'clock this afternoon in 
the conference room of the naval stores 


building. Besides the plenipotentiaries 
only Assistant Secretary Peirce, repre- 
senting the president, Governor Mce- 
Lane, the mayor of Portsmouth, Ad- 
miral Mead and Commander Winslow 
will be present. 

The ceremony will be very brief. Af- 
ter the signing the members of the 
Russian mission will go to Christ 
church, Portsmouth, where a Te Deum 
service will be held. A Russian ortho 
dox priest at New York, accompanied 
by 20 priests and about 70 choristers, 
arrived last evening on a special train. 
Mr. Witte and the members of his suite 
will leave for New York at 9 o’cleck 
Wednesday morning. Baron Komura, 
before going to Oyster Bay, will visit 
Harvard, his alma mater. Mr. Taka- 
hira goes straight through to New 
York. 

Baron Komura, Mr. Takahira and the 
members of the Japanese mission held 
a reception in the ball room of the 
hotel last evening. It was an exceed- 
ingly pleasant affair, marked by the 
most friendly exchanges between the 
Russians and Japanese. Governor Mc- 
Lane and his staff, Admirat Mead and 
the naval officers in the harbor, the 
newspaper correspondents and all the 
hotel guests were present. 

In the midst of the gayety Mesers. 
Witte and Rosen, followed by all the 
Russian suite, entered and paid their 
respects to the hosts. The greetings 
and. exchanges between the erstwhile 
foes were very cordial. Mr. Witte, af- 
ter he withdrew from the line, finding 
that he was becoming the centre of a 
throng who desired to be presented, 
quietly left the ball room. Supper was 
served and there were many banzai 
toasts and toasts to Roosevelt and 
peace. 

At the close of the reception Baron 
Komura, speaking to newspaper men, 
said he was very well satisfied with 


the result of the peace conference, add- 
ing that what has been done here had 


been for the best interests of Russia 
and Japan. He attached no importance 
to the telegram from Lidziapudze, say- 
ing that the Russians were apprehen- 
sive of a Japanese attack. He re 
garded it as simply an indication of 
the natural nervousness and tension 
that existed on beth sides, and said he 
should not be surprised if a similar 
telegram came from the Japanese lines. 


Russian Nervousness 

Lidziapudze, Manchuria, Sept. 6.— 
The Japanese are continuing prepara- 
tions for a battle. This is the cause 
of astonishment, coming at the mo- 
ment when the peace trenty is on the 
eve of being signed at Portsmouth. 
The Russian advance posts report that 
the Japanese troops are very much dis- 
satisfied with the peace agreement.

SCORE OF LIVES LOST 


Continous Gale Very Destructive 
to Lake Shipping 
Ashland, Wis., Sept. 5.—More than a 
score of lives were lost and property 
valued at $500,000 was destroyed in a 
furious storm that swept over Lake 


Superior from Friday night to Sunday 
night, according to reports received up 
to last night. Besides the wreck of 
the steamer Sevona, whicb broke in 
two on Sand Island reef, seven of the 
crew, including the captain, losing 
their lives, the barge Pretoria, carry- 
ing a crew of 10 men, sank, five sailors 
drowning. 

The schooner Olive Jeanette, which 
carried a crew of seven men, is also 
thought to be lost. The Olive Jeanette, 
it is believed went to the bottom about 
10 miles from Portage entry. 

The storm of the last three days at 
times reached the proportions of a hur- 
ricane and the staunchest new steel 
vessels were forced to run for shelter. 
The new steel steamer Stackhouse ar- 
rived at the Soo on her first trip with 
her hatch covers so badly sprung that 
water poured continually into her hold. 
One of the crew was washed over- 
board. The whaleback steamer Sam- 
ue} Mather also lost one of its crew 
overboard. 

The battering sustained by steel 
Steamers gives rise to the gravest 
fears for the safety of many wooden 
ships which have not yet reported. 

Qabins, small boats and other parts 
of a ship have been washed ashore in 
Keweenaw bay, but there is no name on 
the wreckage.

HAVE AN ALARM CLOCK. }.. 


It May Save You Many Minutes For 
Yourself During the Day. 

Does the average housekeeper know 
how important an article of household 
furnishing is the alarm clock? 

A young friend of mine, about to 
marry, said to me: “I intend to pur- 
chase as the first article for my home 
the most necessary and important one, 
as an omen for the future. Now, what 
shall it be?” ze 

At my reply, “An alarm clock,” she 
eppeared so surprised that I delivered 
n little lecture on the value and uses 
of the same, somewhat as follows: 

The average home maker and home 
keeper breaks down frequently, not so 
much from overwork as from lack of 
rest, for there is a vast difference be- 
tween the two. She just “keeps going” 
all the time all the long day through 
and often into the night and never 
thinks of conserving her energy or her 
strength by the frequent brief resting 
times she might have did she know the 
use and value of an alarm clock. 

There may be, perhaps, five or ten 
minutes before the bread need come 
out of the oven and it has reached 
that stage and the temperature of the 
oven is such that It requires no looking 
after. She might just as well drop 
down on the couch for five or ten min- 
utes’ rest, and she is so tired she may 
fall asleep and not awake until the 
bread is overdone, says the Ladies’ 
World. 

Again, the children’s noonday lunch 
is ready, but they won't be home from 
school for fifteen minutes. Lunch 
must be on the table when they reach 
the house, else there ts a fair probabil 
tty that they will be late for the after- 
noon session, and so she dare not rest 
or close her eyes.

Real mint sauce is an- 
other thing. Here is a recipe vouched 
for by an experlenced cook: Let the 
water from the cold water tap run over 
a bunch of mint until it is perfectly 
clean of dust, strip the leaves from the 
stalks, tear them in small pieces and 
put in a bowl. Pour boiling water 
over the mint and cover the bow! close- 
ly. A little sugar may be added with 
the hot. water, as it helps to bring out 
the flavor of the leaves. Make a roux 
of a tablespoonful or more of the gravy 
from the pan tin which the lamb was 
roasted, with a little flour. Add the 
water !n which the mint has soaked 
and thin with more of the gravy and o 
little water. The sauce ts not to be a 
gravy. Season with salt and paprika. 
Unless a strong flavor of mint ts liked, 
strain the leaves from the sauce before 
serving. 

The simplest mint sauce is made by 
steeping the chopped mint in boiling 
water, about half a cupful to a hand- 
ful of mint, covering the bow! and plac- 
ing where it will cool quickly. Let it 
stand for three-quarters of an hour, 
when add a little sugar, salt, paprika 
and four tablespoonfuls of mild vino 
gar.—New York Post. 


NURSERY NOTES. 


Thoroughly cleanse the nostrils be- 
fore going to sleep. This gives a free 
nasal respiration and with children pre- 
vents their becoming mouth breathers. 

Children that are delicate or ailing 
require a great deal of kindness, but a 
firm hand as well, or they will become 
unbearable cranks, 

Dry children's ears carefully, both in 
tho folds and behind, using a very soft 
towel or old handkerchief. Careless 
irying of this delicate organ will pro- 
fluce deafness. 

Dried grapes or raisins should be 
given with caution to children, and, {n- 
deed, they are better altogether with- 
out them, for they are Hable to disorder 
the digestive organs. 

Small children should be allowed to 
drink as much water as they like It 
helps to clear the system of effete mat- 
ter quickly and so keep the stomach 
and bowels in good condition. 


Letter Paper. 

An authority on letter and all corre- 
spondence paper declares unreservedly 
for white paper, while acknowledging 
that women may use colors when they 
are in good taste. Pale color paper 
tints only should be their choice. For 
formal correspondence letters or de- 
vices should be stamped, not printed. 
Monograms or initials unless uncom- 
monly well executed had better be 
omitted and Boman type substituted, 
says Vogue. In this respect American 
taste is thought superior to foreign. 
The same authority advocates pictorial 
headings upon special country house 
statiohery, these to be printed. These 
Jandscape headings are much in vogue 
in England and should find equa! favor 
with us. The chance for having charm- 
ingly suggestive and attractive pictur- 
esque sketches made for this 
lends itself to a vista of possibilities 
of beauty not to be neglected by own- 
ere of country seats. 


Tights For the Children, 
Children from three to eight or ten 
years of age always have a neat ap- 
pearance when black tights are worn.

HANCOCK STREET GRADE, 

The Committee on Streets reported 
ought to pass on the order for $5,000 
for changing the grade of Hancock 
street near the Atlantic bridge.

Henry Hudson Kitson and Mrs. Theo 
Ruggles Kitson are just now at work on 
several important compositions. During 
the Grand Army encampment at Galea- 
burg, Ill., in April next Mrs, Kitson’s 
statue of Mother Bickerdyke will be 
unveiled. The nurse-heroine is shown 
supporting in her 
arms a wounded soldier. 

Another statue of heroic size is soon 
to be completed for the University of 
Minnesota. It Is to be placed in the 
campus, directly opposite the armory. 
This monument will commemorate the 
services of the stadents in the Cuban 
and Philippine campaigns. The Uni- 
versity of Minnesota sent over 200 of her 
sons to ight.for their country in the 
Spanish-American war. 

Mrs. Kitson has also been commis- 
sioned to design and execute the memo- 
rial to the heroic dead of the 124th New 
York volunteer infantry of the civil war 
known to their contemporaries and to 
history with ironical inappropriateness 
as the ‘‘Orange Blossoms,’’ The statue 
which will be cast in bronze, will rep- 
resent a color sergeant on the march, 
with standard flying in the breeze. This 
pose, spirited and instinct with life will 
be unique in soldier work. Nothing of 
the kind bas been heretofore attempted. 
This figure is to be placed at Goshen, 
the county seat of Orange county, 

Henry Hudson Kitson has just com- 
pleted six large reliefs representing as 
many memorable scenes from American 
history, an epic in bronze, wrought in 
a spirit of ‘‘Lest we forget.”. The 
subjects are: (1) ‘The Bombard- 
ment of Grand Bluff;* (2) ‘* Port Gib- 
son;*’ (3) ‘*Tke Capture of Jackseu;** 
(4) ‘*The Battle of Champion's Hill; 
(5) ‘*The Bayonet Charge at Big Block 
River;”’ (6) ‘*The Assault on the Con- 
federate Works at Vicksburg, May 22, 
1863.’ 

Mr. Kitson is building a big studio 
in Quincy in which to make his 
equestrian statue for the Iowa state 
memorial, which, when completed, 
will be placed in the National Military 
Park at Vicksburg. 

At present, he is at work on a heroic 
statue of Lord Nelson, which will be 
seen in Tremont Temple at the cente- 
nary of the battle of Trafalgar, Oct. 22, 
1905, on which occasion Capt. Mahan 
will be the chief speaker. It isexpected 
that H. R. H. Prince Louis of Batten- 
berg and the officers of the cruiser 
squadron now in American waters will 
participate in the ceremony. 

Beside this, Mr, Kitson is making a 
portrait of Gen. Grenville M. Dodge, 
to be placed in the new library of Nor- 
wich University, Northfield, Vt.

Signing of Treaty Brings Peace 
In the Far East 


MOST IMPRESSIVE SCENE 


Not a Word Spoken During the 
Ceremony of Putting Names to 
Momentous Document--The 
Envoys Clasp Hands as Broth- 
ers and Express Hopes of Firm 
and Lasting Friendship Be- 
tween Russsla and Japan 


1905 SEPTEMBER 1905 


Portsmouth, N. H., Sept. 6—The 
treaty of Portsmouth was signed 
shortly before 4 o’clock yesterday af- 
ternoon in the conference room of the 


naval general store at the navy yard. 
It was 8:45 when the plenipoten- 

tiaries entered the conference room 

from thelr respective offices. They 


merely bowed to each other and took 
their accustomed seats at the lang 
table around which their negotia- 
tions had been conducted. Instead of 
the secretaries sitting next the pleni- 
potentiarles, however, these chairs 
were occupied by the remaining dele- 
gates. 

Grouped around the table were the 
other members of the two missgppa and 
the invited witnesses, Mr. Peirce, as 
the personal representative of the 
president, Oommandant Mead of the 
cavy yard, Captain Winslow of the 
Mayflower, Governor McLane of New 
Hampshire, and the mayor of Ports- 
mouth. 

As soon as the delegates had taken 
their seata Mr. Sato left his chair and 
weat to Mr. Witte’s side with the Jap- 
anese copies of the treaty, which he 
placed before him. At the same time 
Mr. Plapcon placed the Russian copies 
of the treaty before Baron Komura. 
Almost at the same moment the two 
selected pens from the centre of the 
table and signed their names, first to 
the French and then to the English 
text. The coples were then signed 
by Baron Rosen and Mr. Takahira. 
Mr. Sato returned the Japanese copies 
for the signatures of Komura and Ta- 
Kkahira. Mr. Witte and Baron Rosen 
effixed their signatures to the Russian 
copies and the treaty of Portsmouth 
was signed, the ceremony being com- 
pleted at 3:50. 

To this moment no word had broken 
the ailence of the conference room. 
Throwing his pen aside, Mr. Witte, 
without a word, reached across the 
table and grasped Baron Komura’s 
band. His conferees followed and the 
Russian and Japanese delegates re- 
mained for s moment in silence, their 
right hands tightly clasped across the 
conference table. The war was over, 
Russia and Japan were once more 
friends. 

There was nothing stagey about this 
simple ceremony. It rang true and 
deeply impressed the attaches and sec- 
retaries of the two missions who, with 
the invited witnesses, had formed a 
large circle around the delegates sit- 
ting at the table, 

Baron Rosen was the first to break 
the silence. Rising from his seat, the 
ambassador, looking Komura and 
Takahira straight in the eye, said a 
few words which one had only to hear 
to know that they came straight from 
his heart. He began by saying that 
he wished on behalf of Witte, Russia’s 
first plenipotentiary, and in his own 
name, to say a few words.

utes. The four retired to the Russian 
oflice and were closeted for 10 minutes. 
What transpired in that final confer- 
ence of the peacemakers the world 
may never know. The plenipotenti- 
aries have refused to discuss it even 
to their secretaries. 

While the conference was in progress 
the secretaries were affixing the offi- 
cial seal of the treaty, there being 
four seals to each of the four copies. 
Upon their return to the conference, 
the plenipotentiaries then signed the 
protocol of their last meeting, which 
records the signing of the treaty, Sept. 
5, 1905, at 8:50, in the Portsmouth 
navy yard. 

After this there was general hand- 
shaking and a buffet luncheon was 
served in the cafe across the hall, the 
Russians and Japanese informally 
drinking each other’s health. Shortly 
before 5 o’clock the Russian mission 
left the yard for the thanksgiving eser- 
vice at Christ church and the Japanese 
returned to the hotel. 


The principal points covered by the 
treaty are the recognition by Russla 
of the preponderant influence, political, 
military and economic, of Japan in 
Korea; the simultaneous evacuation 
of Manchuria by the Russian and Jap- 
anese troops within 18 months; the 
cession to Japan of the Russian rights 
at Port Arthur and Dalny; the opera- 
tion of the Manchurian railway, the 
cession to Japan of the southern half 
of Sakhalin island, the renewal of the 
commercial treaty existing before the 
war, the restitution of prisoners by 
both countries and the payment for 
cost of keeping. 

With the signature of the peace 
treaty by the envoys the armistice 
signed last week will at once take ef- 
fect, and therewith the war comes to 
ap actual end. The formal exchange 
of ratifications by the respective sov- 
ereigns is required within 50 days, but 
this is a mere formality, certain to be 
carried out. 


Aliilance Stronger Than Treaty 

London, Sept. 6.—The publication of 
the terms of the treaty signed by the 
Russian and Japanese  plenipoten- 
tlaries confirms the London newspapers 
in their belief that a lasting peace is 
to be expected rather as the outcome 
of the renewal of the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance than as the result of the 
Portsmouth conference. If is consid- 
ered that there is Httle in the articles 
of the treaty of Portsmouth to prevent 
Russia, if she should be so disposed a 
few years hence, attempting to re 
cover what she has lost. 


Russians Are Not Stirred 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 6—The news of 
the signing at Portsmouth of the treaty 
of peace was received here with the 
same apathy that has marked the atti- 
tude of the Russian people throughout 
the war. No extra editions of the 
newspapers were issued and a large 
part of the population of St. Peters- 
burg was ignorant of the final act of 
the plenipotentiaries until they read 
of it in this morning's newspapers. 


Rooseveilt’s Services Appreciated 

Paris, Sept. 6—The newspapers 
hail the signing of the treaty of peace 
with profound satisfaction, laying 
stress on the concise form of the his- 
ttorical documem with a clear allusion 
to the future friendship of the two na- 
tions. The Journal says the docu- 
ment proves that the czar and mikado 
were inspired by President Roose- 
velt’s intelligence and tenacity. 


Russians to Attend Reception 

New York, Sept. 6.—The invitation 
of the New York Produce Exchange 
to the Russian and Japanese peace 
commissioners to attend a reception in 
their honor at the Produce Exchange, 
on a date to be fixed by them, has 
been accepted on the part of the Rus- 
sian delegation and staff. It is under- 
stood that the early sailing date of the 
Japanese envoys will prevent their ac- 
ceptance. 


Komura at Harvard Coliege 

Boston, Sept. 6.—Baron Komura and 
his suite reached this city last night 
from Portsmouth. The party was 
driven to me Hote!

PALMER OUSTED 


Public Printer to Resign at 
President’s Request 


CLIQUES IN THE OFFICE 


Charges Against Two Men Who 


Testified Before Keep Inquiry | ™°'TOW- 


Commission Acted as a Boom- 
erang For Complainant 


Washington, Sept. 6.—Public Printer 
F. W. Palmer practically has been 
ousted from office. It is learned au- 
thoritatively that President Roosevelt 


to the latter’s action in trying to force 
Osear J. Ricketts, foreman of printing, 
and L. C. Hay, a foreman of division, 
out of the government printing office, 
Palmer asked for the resignations of 
Ricketts and Hay on the ground that 
they had been insubordinate. The 
public printer formulated a series of 
charges against the two men. These 
charges were forwarded to Oyster Bay. 

As soon as President Roosevelt 
learned of the situation that had de 
veloped, he directed Palmer to forward 
to him his resignation, to take effect 
in two weeks. 

The investigation made by the Keep 
commission into the letting of a con- 
tract for 72 Lanston type-setting ma- 
chines for use im the government 
printing office disclosed a serious con- 
dition of affairs in the management 
of the office. Prominent men in the 
office force were divided into cliques. 
These cliques were so detrimental to 
the interests of the government that 
the standard of efficiency in the estab- 
lishment was reduced materially. 

The evidence adduced by the com- 
mission in the course of its inquiry 
created much bitter feeling among 
the men holding high positions in the 
office. One of the direct results of 
this feeling was the demand made by 
Palmer for the resignations of Rick- 
etts and Hay. As the Keep commission 
inquiry, so far as known, developed 
nothing to the disadvantage of Rick- 
etts or Hay, the president acted prompt- 
ly in taking the whole matter out of 
Palmer’s hands and placing it in the 
hands of the Keep commission for such 
further investigation as might be neces- 
sary. Coupled with this action of the 
president was the demand on Palmer 
for his resignation. 

Palmer had threatened that if Rick- 
etts and Hay did not resign they 
must show cause before noon yesterday 
for not being removed. Independent 
of their personal efficiency, the Keep 
commission cannot afford to remove 
men dismissed for testifying freely 
and honestly before it. The public 
printer stated that he had dismissed 
these men for “insubordination,” and 
when his office was asked if that was 
shown in their testimony before the 
Keep commission the answer came 
“partly.” 

With the incoming of Palmer’s suc- 
cessor—and there is ample authority 
for the statement that he has not 
been selected yet—it is expected a thor- 
ough reorganization of the working 
force of the government printing office 
will take place. Among. the men men- 
tioned in connection with the office are 
Oscar J. Ricketts, whom the public 
printer sought to remove; H. T. Brian, 
chief clerk of the office; William §. 
Rossiter, chief clerk of the census bu- 
reau, and John Leech, public printer 
in the Philippines, 

The office pays a salary of $4500 a 
year. The annual disbursements for 
the government printing office aggre 
gate about $7,000,000. 


Two Autoists Killed

phia in an automobile, Neill Wolfe, 
secretary and treasurer of an automo- 
bile company, and Miss Marie Hamill, 
daughter of a wealthy shoddy manufac- 
turer, were thrown from the machine 
on a railroad bridge near Atco, N. J., 
and hurled 90 feet to the track below. 
Miss Hamill was almost instantly 
killed and Wolfe died immediately af- 
ter. They were engaged to be married. 
The accident was due to defective 
steering gear.

THANKSGIVING SERVICE 


Protestant and Orthodox Clergy 
Use the English and Russian 
Tongue In Giving Praise For 
Peace Between Two Nations 


Portsmouth, N. H., Sept. 6—A_ sol- 
emn and impyessive service of thanks- 
giving of nearly two hours’ duration 
was held in the Christ Episcopal 
church last evening. For the first 
time in this country, it is said, the Eng- 
lish and Russian tongues were used 
at a service in the Anglican church, 
The service was arranged by the rec- 
tor of Christ church, Rey. Mr. Brine, 
and by the priests of the Russian 
Orthodox church in the country. 

A pew was reserved for the Japanese, 
but they were unable to be present. 
Every seat in the body of the church 
was filled some time before the ser- 
vices. were begun and about 2000 per- 
sons stood outside of the building. 
The entire Russian suite, numbering 
19 persons, attended. Messrs. Witte 
and Rosen were escorted to seats re- 
} served for them just within the chancel 
rail. The clergy present included 
seven Russian priests from various 
cities of the United States and four of 
the Episcopal body. 

The services began with a solemn 
procession about the church. Headed 
by the cross bearer and acolytes 
carrying lighted tapers, a choir of 60 
voices passed the entire length of the 
edifice. The smoke of the incense 
from the censors ascended aloft and 
the rich vestments worn by Fr. Brine 

} and the Russian clergy added to the 
grandeur of the spectacle. 

After the priests, acolytes, attend- 
ants and choristers had been seated in 
the sanctuary, the service prayer was 
begun by Fr. Brine, who intoned the 
prayer book passages and prayers 
throughout, the choir singing the re- 
sponses. A brief sermon in English 
was given by Rev. Alexander A. Hoto 
vitsky, archpriest of St. Nicholas Rus- 
sian Orthodox chureh, New York city. 
In his discourse he emphasized the 
blessings of peace. His prayer, he 
said, was that all the people of Russia 
and Japan might be of one mind re- 
garding the dangers of war of strife. 

Following the sermon the Russian 
priests and attendants took positions 
before the high altar and chanted a 
solemn Te Deum in Russian. Messrs. 
Witte and Rosen left thelr seats and 

stood in the chancel facing the altar, 
and were surrounded by the Russian 
priests during the singing of the 
lengthy chant. This ceremony was 
the most solemn and impressive of the 
service. While the hymn of thanksgiy- 


ing was being sung the smoke from the | 


censors ascended to the arched roof of 
the sanctuary, and obscured at times 
the light from half a hundred candles. 

A number of choristers of New York 
churches and elsewhere assisted in 
singing the Te Deum, and also sung 
the responses to prayers offered by Fr. 
Hotovitsky. After a prayer for the 
Russian army a prayer for all those 
who lost their lives in the war was 
chanted. 

As Witte and other members of the 
Russians arose at the conclusion of 
the prayer for those who lost their 
lives their tears had not yet dried. It 
was a solemp moment. Although the 
Americans could not follow the ser- 
vice, all seemed to feel the solemnity 
of this moment. The concluding 
prayer was for the health and pros- 
perity of Emperor Nicholas and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, the first time such a 
prayer has been offered in a Russian 
service. 

| The service closed with a brief ad- 
| dress by the priest to Witte and Rosen, 
| whom he extolled for their work in 
bringing about peace. The priest ex- 
| pressed the hope that the people of 
Russia and Japan, now that the war 
is over, would draw near to each 
|; other in all kindness of héart and do 
their utmost to comfort the sorrows of 
the many who have lost their dear ones 
in the conflict just closed. ‘The Rus- 
; Sian and American national hymns 
| Were sung during the service. 
| <A high officer of the Russian mission 
said to a press correspondent regard- 
|ing the service: “The ceremony Wasa 
| most extraordinary one, as there is 
| probably no example of such a cere- 
mony since the separation of the 
| Orthodox from the Roman Catholic 
church. The ceremony was performed 


| by Orthodox and Protestant priests 
|} who had, for the time, put aside all 


their misunderstandings. They went 


| back, at least in spirit, to the early

Baku, Sept. 6.—Troops under the di- 
rection of the governor are acting with 
the utmost vigor, but they have not 
succeeded in restoring order. Armed 
rioters attacked the oil works in the 
suburb of Balakhan and after a hot 
fight set fire to them. 

Hundreds of tanks of oil and naphtha 
and several important refineries are 
now in flanies. Oil men here belleve 
the loss will run into millions of dol- 
lars in Baku alone. 

At Biebat, near Baku, the works of | 
the Mantascheff company, among the 
most important ip Russia, and the 
works of the Tifils society are on fire. 
Refineries at Nomani and Sabunto 
haye been destroyed and railway com- 
munication with Sabunto has been in- 
terrupted. 

Tartar bands are scouring the coun- 
try, murdering and pillaging. The 
country is in & state of wild panic and 
country houses and farms are being 
abandoned. 

The famine in many parts of the 
country renders the situation more 
terrible.

There 
have been hearings before the Com- 
mission in response to petitions of in- 
dividuals but with no results. I 
thought it best to go at it through the 
City of Quincy. He proposed to make 
the fight no matter what the situation 
of the Gas Company. We want the 
change. If they will not give it to us 
we will franchise some other company. 
He had waited six months for the 
administration to move. It will take 
several months to prepare the case he- 
fore the commissioners. 

Councilman Chamberlin then offered 
the following order which was adopted: 

That a committee of five be appointed 
by the President to consider the advis- 
ability and feasibility of the establish- 
ment by purchase or otherwise of a 
Municipal Gas and Electric plant, either 
or both, and to recommend such action 
thereon as it deems best; and to con- 
sider and recommend any other means 
by which better or cheaper gas and 
electric service may be secured by the 
citizens of this city. 

President Nichols appointed as the 
committee, Councilmen Chamberlin, 
Adams, Burgess, Sawyer and Piper. 

At this time City Solicitor Thomas 
came into the Council Chamber and 
upon motion of Councilman Chamber- 
lin he was allowed to speak. 

The City Solicitor said, at the time 
the order was adapted, [ said as soon 
as the vacation season was over the 
matter would be taken up. If the 
Councilman wishes to go to the Com- 
mission as intimated, it will take 
three months to prepare the case. Had 
been waiting to have a conference with 
the Councilman but he was out of 
town or sick. He was to obtain 
witnesses in his section. Up to date 1 
have received but two names. If he 
will present the data he has I will be 
only too happy to go ahead. 

Councilman Chamberlin was given 
permission to reply. He regretted to 
say that a question of veracity had been 
raised but it was not of his seeking. I 
never intimated that I would assist in 
the preparation of the case. I would 
be glad to do so but never said so. The 
Council has asked the administration 
to make a complaint and back it up. 
Is it to take the position that it 
will not do so unless the Council will

back itup? It means that the ad- 
ministration is not interested as it 
should be. It effects 1000 people and I 


thought it proper to word it as I did. 
I think my position is plain that the 
Mayor and City Solicitor, at the request 
of the Council, should make the com- 
plaint forthwith and prepare the case 
and present it. 

City Solicitor Thomas being given 
permission to reply said: The difference 
comes on the meaning of two words 
‘* prepare and present.’ He asked me 
if I would present the matter and I 
said yes, if he would present the data. 

A motion to adjourn by Councilman 
Savage was lost.

A VIEW OF RACE SUICIDE. 


Effect of Modern Industrial Life on 
Size of Families. 

If the average American whose an- 

restors were born in this country since 

Revolutionary times will examine his| 


genealogical tree he will find that as | 
they were pioneers upon the advancing | 
border of civilization their families} 
numbered from six to sixteen children. 
As these children of large families re- 


mained “east” they of necessity be-| 


came farm renters, laborers, entered | 
the professions or were employees in} 
the larger cities. Race suicide was not 
thought of until the rich government 
land was all taken. The number of 
children in succeeding generations 
steadily decreased, often from a bak- 
er’s dozen to nil in three generations. 
The student of history will uniformly 
note that the breeding grounds of the 
human race are where land is prac- | 
tically free by possession or conquest 
for individual enterprises, where the 
settler controls all the labor of his 
mind and body and is sure of possess- 
ing all that he produces under these! 
conditions, Though the risk be hazard- | 
ous and the toil and sacrifice enormous, 
large families are the rule. 

When individual liberty to engage in 
personal enterprise is gone or the in- 
dividual cannot be sure of possessing 
all that he risks and works to gain, 
race suicide is the rule. Industrial 
liberty is, therefore, one condition of 
increase of population. 

In all cases of race suicide the nat- 
ural increase of population is thrown 
back into the hereditary and acquired 
interests of society, which freeze out 
personal enterprise and inciden*ally 
starve the children of the man who at- 
tempts it—if he has any. The increase 
of population is forced to become hired 
men and, sad to say, hired women 
and children too. The energy of mind 
and body is directed by an aristocracy 
of intellect and wealth. 

Here and there large families are} 
raised up by the most heroic work of 
parents, who literally work themselves 
to death for their children, sacrificing 
themselves every day with more hero- 
ism and courage than soldiers know, 
but the children or the children’s chil- 
dren do not repeat the offering. In- 
deed, a few generations of modern in- 
dustrial life tend to make the bearing 
and rearing of vigorous children impos- 
sible, ° 

The remedy lies with a government 
which will prevent one class of citizens 
from preying upon another and pro- 
vide a way for the industrial freedom 
of increasing population. Much can 
be done through the public schools and 
general agitation, but both govern- 
ment and education must be supple- 
mented by home and religious train- 
ing, according to the dictates of con- 
science, and it is assumed by the prin- 
ciples which underlie the constitution 
of the United States that the people 
will voluntarily do this.—H. Gillespie 
in American Federationist. 


THE TEAMSTERS’: STRIKE. 


Although Defeated, the Union Is Still 
a Great Power. 

With the teamsters’ strike officially 
ended the local labor atmosphere is 
clearer than it has been at any time 
for months, says Luke Grant in the 
Chicago Inter Ocean. The indications 
are that the next big battle will be be- 
tween the United Typothetae and the 
International Typographical union 
when the latter attempts to enforce the 
elght hour day Jan. 1 next. 

The result of the teamsters’ strike 
will probably have the effect of mak- 
ing other unions go slowly; but, al- 
though it has been a costly fight to 
both sides, the lessons it has taught 
will be of incalculable benefit to both 
employers and teamsters, 

The strike resulted in a defeat for 
the teamsters, but the employers will 
not look for another fight for a long 
time. Today they are victorious, and 
it is probably the best thing for the 
teamsters’ organization that such is 
the case. The teamsters need not feel 
ashamed of the battle they put up, for 
throughout the long struggle they 
stood with almost unbroken ranks. 

In the three and one-half months that 
the contest lasted many of the strikers 
got work in other lines of industry, but 
the number who deserted and returned 
to their former employers was insignitf- 
icant. Two local unions are badly de- 
moralized, and it will take some 
months to build them up again, but 
the organization as a whole in the city 
bas not suffered seriously. It still re- 
mains a great power, and perhaps the 
experience it has got will teach it to 
direct that power more wisely in the 
future. 

In the history of every labor organi- 
gation there comes a time when suc- 
cess is more to be feared than defeat. 
This time usually comes in the early 
stages of the organization, especially 
when, as in the case of the teamsters 
in this city, it has never experienced a 
reverse. Success is apt to turn the 
heads of unions in their collective ca- 
pacity, as it frequently turns the heads 
of individuals. They believe they are 
invincible, and they rush headlong into 
trouble A reverse acts as a whole- 
some check and has the effect of 
steadying them. 


The Unionists Won. 

The Trades and Labor assembly of 
Logansport, Ind., has started a move- 
ment in favor of a public bath house. 
Some time ago the same organization 
began an agitation for a public park. 
The unionists were at first laughed at 
and told the city could not maintain a 
public park. But the unions kept at 
it, and the park is now a fact. O. P. 
Smith, secretary of the central body, 
who is chairman of the committee ap- 
pointed on the public bath house, writes 
that they are the most progressive un- 
lonists in the country, and it does look 
as if they were accomplishing good 
work in the Hoosier burg.

Several Questions Con- 


There was an interesting and well-at- 
tended meeting of the Board of Trade 
Wednesday evening. Several questions 
of public concern were discussed, after 
which refreshments and cigars were 
served, and remarks for the good of the 
city indulged in. 

The principal discussidn was on the 
recent fencing in of a portion of Cres- 
cent street, and it was evident from the 
tone of the speeches made, and the res- 
olution passed later, that the members 
don’t intend to acquiesce with much 
meekness, They want the question de- 
cided by the cuurt, and they consider 
the most expeditious way of getting 
the question before the courts the fol- 
lowing: Let the Mayor order the street 
cleared of obstructions and keep it clear 
until the courts decide that there is 
good cause for obstructing it. 

In such a proceeding the city would 
be exercising a prima facie right and 
the burden would be on him who 
wanted the street closed. One member 
gave an interesting exposition of the 
law relating to public highways, ex- 
plaining that no matter how a public 
way is acquired,— whether by pre- 
scription, dedication, or eminent do- 
main,—the fee does not pass but re- 
mains in the owner, and on the aban- 
donment of the street the property re- 
verts to the owner or his heirs or as- 
signs; that the Commission deeded 
something which they did ‘not own; 
that the opinion of Mr. Doge was to be 
taken with large grains of reservation, 
because he represented virtually the ad- 
verse party, and more especially because 
he dodged an opinion on the constitu- 
tionality of the Act involved, which 
was really the only material question; 
that nothing short of a decision from 
the highest tribunal of the Common- 
wealth should satisfy the citizens of 
Quincy as to the legality of the extraor- 
dinary inconvenience to which they had 
been put of late; and that pending 
such decision the street should be kept 
open to travel. 

The following resolution was finally 
offered and passed: 

**Resolved,—That it is the opinion of 
the Quincy Board of Trade that the 
rights of the citizens of Quincy are 
being invaded by the obstruction now 
existing on Crescent street; and it is 
the sense of this Board of Trade that 
the Executive should at once cause the 
obstruction now existing on said Cres- 
cent street removed, so that the citizens 
of Quincy shall no longer be deprived 
of their rights.” 

The beautifying of private estates, 
the commissionership of public works 
in cities, the town form of government 
and the Atlantic bridge grade were 
among the other subjects discussed.

SUDDENLY TAKEN “ILL” 


How Striking Mail Wagon Driv- 
ers Evaded Breaking Law 
New York, Sept. 7—Three hundred 

Grivers of United States mail wagons 

quit work at 10 o’clock last night. 

More than a score of them deserted 


their wagons at the Mail street en- 
trance of the general postoffice after 
they had received word that a strike 
had been decided upon. 

The strike is an echo of the trouble 
over wages of some weeks ago. The 
leaders say that the agreement the 
bosses made with them has not been 
lived up to, and they also demand ap 
increase of wages. 

Instead of deserting the teams as the 
men at the general postoffice did, the 
men at the Fifteenth street stables 
acted on another plan. They bore in 
mind the federal statute in regard te 
the penalty for interference with the 
carrying of the mails. As each wagon 
reached the stables after delivering a 
load of mail matter, the driver re- 
ported to the stable foreman that he 
would be unable to work longer, as he 
was ill and, therefore, incapacitated 
for work. Two hundred wagons were 
thus returned to the stables. 


Values Services at $25,000 

Omaha, Sept. 7.—Mae C. Wood has 
filed a civil suit in the district court 
against Senator T. C. Platt and the 
United States Express company for 
$25,000, alleging that while she was 
employed in the postoffice department 
at Washington she rendered service to 
the defendants by “tipping off” the in- 
side workings of the office and by as- 
sisting to keep out of Postmaster Gen- 
eral Payne’s annual report of May, 
1908, a recommendation of the “post 
check” system, “thus saving the ex- 
press company several hundred thou- 
sands of dollars.” 


Return to Old Transportation Pian 

Washington, Sept. 7.—The Philippine 
government has decided to discontinue 
the operation of the 17 coast guard- 
ships and turn the inter-island water 
traffic of the government over to com- 
mercial lines of steamers. Proposals 
will be invited for carrying the mails 


and government passengers and sup- 
plies over 21 routes in the island. This 
plan is practically a return to the 


method of transportation in vogue un- 
der Spanish rule in the islands. 


Free Trade Strongly Endorsed 

London, Sept. 7.—The attitude of la- 
bor towards Joseph Chamberlain’s 
fiscal policy was emphatically attested 
by a vote of the trades union congress, 
which is holding its annual meeting at 
Hanley. By a vote representing 1,- 
253,000 members against 26,000, the 
congress declared that “any departure 
from free trade would be detrimental 
to the interests of the working classes, 
upon whom the burden of protection 
would press the most heavily.” 


Cattie Scarce In Germany 

Berlin, Sept. 7.—A convention of 
2000 butchers from all parts of Ger- 
many met here and adopted resolutions 
declaring that a great and increasing 
scarcity of live animales exists in the 
German empire and petitioning the 
government to speedily abolish the 
meat famine by opening the frontiers 
for the admission of animals from 
other countries. 


Prize For Roosevelt Next Year 

Christiania, Sept. 7—All the Nor- 
Wegian papers express regret that it 
will be impossible to award to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt the Nobel peace prize 
this year, owing to the requirement 
that candidates for the prize be nomi- 
nated before Feburary. It is expected, 
however, that Mr. Roosevelt will be 
chosen for the prize in 1906. 


Fifteen Thousand Veterans Paraded 

Denver, Sept. 7.—It took the Grand 
Army parade three hours and five min- 
utes to pass the grand stand in front 
of which was the reviewing stand. It 
is estimated that 15,000 men partici- 
pated in the parade. Kansas carried 
off the honors for the largest repre- 
sentation, having nearly 2500 men in 
line. 


Scandinavians Will Agree 

Karlstad, Sweden, Sept. 7.—The com- 
missioners of Sweden and Norway 
who are considering the question of 
the dissolution of the union held two 
sessions yesterday. While no official 
statement was given out, it is regarded 
that an agreement between the com- 
missioners is probable. 


Big Steamship a Tota! Loss 
Montreal, Sept. 7—The sunken Ley- 
land liner Virginian has been turned 
over to a salvage company. Heavy 
gales and high water have interfered 
with the work of removing the cargo. 
The vessel probably will be a total loss. 


Private Bank Closes Doors 
Fort Worth, Tex., Sept. 7.—The Bank 
of Commerce, a private institution, has 
voluntarily closed its doors pending the 
action of creditors. The bank was or- 
ganized in 1904, and at that time 
claimed a paid up capital of $100,000. 


Riotous Swiss Strikers 
Berne, Sept. 7.—The strikers in the 
iron district of Rorschach made a vio- 
lent demonstration, partially destroy- 
fing the foundry and sacking a hotel 
where Alsatian workers who were re- 
placing strikers were housed.

Bad Feeding and Bad Breathing Are 
Their Most Frequent Causes. 


Headaches are for the most part the | 
result of bad feeding and bad breath- | 


ing. The first is the more frequent 
cause. Headache people, as a rule, do 


not select food to repair the body or to | 
bring health, but eat hurriedly what | 
they like and to satisfy “hunger.” | 
Sick headache women—and this condi- | 


tion is most prevalent among women— 
eat too much yeast bread, drink toa 
much with meals and eat too many 
sweats and meats, Bread to them ts 
the “staff of life,’ and, while they 
have no life, which is health, they go 
on eating ill adapted food and taking 
useless drugs to alleviate preventable 
troubles, says a writer in the Ladies’ 
Home Journal. 

The ignorance that prevails on the 
subject of man’s food is astonishing. 
When we have fine dogs, cows or 
horses we immediately buy and study 
all the best books upon the care and 
feeding of these animals and at the 
same time give our children, poor 
things, what they like, or, more often, 
what is convenient. Health fs under 
the control of vital laws, and, while we 
must all give up our lives sooner or 
later, let us be alive while we live. 

I should be ashamed to break an en- 
gagement or spoil a day of my life 
with a headache from a preventable 
cause. We are coming, I am sure, to 
the time when overeating will be look- 
ed upon with the same disfavor as 
overdrinking. For the welfare of our 
children we should be temperate in all 
things. We must build humanity, not 
tear it down. Note the mortality of the 
young in this country and you will see 
at once that something is radically 
wrong with their feeding. 


CHILDREN OF TODAY. 


A Comparison With Those of a Hun- 
dred Years Ago. 

The child of today thinks more, 
knows more, questions more, talks a 
hundred times more than its contempo- 
rary fifteen years ago. 

Fifty years ago children were un- 
known in society life. A hundred years 
ago they were unknown in any grown- 
up life at all. 

A hundred years ago children saw 
only their mothers, Their books and 
toys were few. Their friends fewer. 
Naturally all children are today more 
Intelligent than then, but it !s paid for 
by a decrease tn physique. 

The modern mother interferes spas- 
modically with the conduct of the 
nursery or the school room, and there 
is no one in authority to say nay to 
what may be harmful whims and 
fancies. 

The reason children show a decrease 
in physique today is due in a great 
measure to unwholesome food, late 
hours, prolonged excitement, and, 
above all, to fashionable invaild talk. 
A sick child’s ailments are discussed 
before {t, and nothing could be worse 
for a child than let it think that Its 
maladies are an object of serious In- 
terest to its elders. It becomes a hypo- 
chondriac at once.—Exchange. 


HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


Paper can be got from lard or but- 
ter immediately if the outside is dip- 
ped in water for a moment. 

Rancid butter, boiled in water with 
a pinch of charcoal, will be divested 
of its rancidity and may be used for 
cooking purposes. 

To clean dish covers rub the covers 
with sweet oil and then with finely 
powdered whiting. Polish them with 
soft cloths—rags will do, but of course 
they must be clean, 

Blinds can be nicely cleaned and 
brightened if after dusting and wash- 
ing they are rinsed in clear water 
and ammonia. Use four tablespoon- 
fuls of ammonia to every gallon of 
water. 

Oxalle acid will remove stains from 
Ivory, say, piano keys. Ordinarily the 
keys may be kept in condition of 
whiteness by simple rubbing with 
alcohol. This means spirits, not wood 
alcohol.

Baked Apples.

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RIOTING AT TOKIO 


Hundreds Wounded and Police 
Stations Destroyed 


A DISAPPOINTED NATION 


Feeling That Russia Got Too 
Much 
Progressive Leader Sees Op- 
portunity For Further Trouble 
When China Has Manchuria 


In Peace Settlement-- 


Tokio, Sept. 7.—Rioting broke out 
here Tuesday night in connection with 
the dissatisfaction over the results of 
the peace settlement. There were sey- 
eral clashes with the police and it is 
estimated that two were killed and 500 

wounded. The rioting ceased at mid- 

night. Police stations were the only 

property destroyed. 

Count Okuma, leader of the Progres- 
sive party, in discussing the settle- 
ment, said he was unable to reconcile 
himself to the result because the con- 
ditions preventing Russian aggression 
in Korea and Manckuria were insuf- 
ficient. “They leave," he said, “an 
ample root for Russian ambition in 
the future. The conditions prevailing 
before the war are liable to repetition 
at any time. Both nations agree to 
evacuate Manchuria. But if China is 
unable to maintain order there Russia 
will have an opportunity to sow seeds 
of war instead of removing causes for 
a future dispute. It leaves the con- 
ditions exactly as before hostilities be- 
gan.” 

Under a vigorous defense by the con- 
servative journals supporting the gov- 
ernment and a fuller and better appre- 
clation of the situation confronting the 
country, public sentiment is showing 
some evidence of reaction. The argu- 
ment that it is impossible for Japan to 
continue the bloody war merely for the 
purpose of securing indemnity is prov- 
ing effective in allaying dissatisfaction. 
It is believed that when the govern- 
ment is free to explain fully the condi- 
tions of the settlement and the logic ap- 
pertaining to them, the reaction of 
sentiment will largely increase. 

The entire nation is keenly disap- 
pointed at the outcome. Nowhere 
throughout the empire has there been a 
step taken toward the celebration of the 
conclusion of peace. The radicals con- 
tinue their campaign against the gov- 
ernment, demanding the punishment of 
those responsible for the compromise. 
The forthcoming diet is certain to be 
turbulent, and it is predicted that the 
Katsura government will be forced from 
office. 

The declines in the market and the 
unsatisfactory crop conditions, coupled, 
naturally, with the heavy obligations of 
the government, have created a fear in 
some quarters that a financial depres- 
slon and unsatisfactory business con- 
ditions are impending. A prominent 
banker says that the Tokio exchange Is 
an inaccurate barometer of real condi- 
tions, as lately the exchange transac- 
tions have been largely speculative. 
The August settlement was the largest 
in the history of the exchange. The 
recent decline, he said, was the result 
of conditions within the exchange, and 
not a correct reflection of general condi- 
tions. The banker added: 

“There is plenty of money in the 
country and undoubtedly we will weath- 
er any difficulty that may occur. The 
repatriation of the army will occupy at 
least 10 months, there being in round 
numbers @ million of all arms ip every 
department. This Will cost many mil- 
lion yen. The government may seek a 
domestic loan, but the disappointment 
and depression over the result may 
show that the people are unwilling to 
subscribe. 

“However, the government possesses 
considerable money and probably will 
manage the matter without embarrass- 
ment. I believe that much of the pres- 
ent agitation. will pass away, when the 
people appreciate the conditions. We 
win more than we started in to fight 
for and occupy a highly satisfactory 
position before the world. The cabinet 
and elder statesmen acted wisely, al- 
though it is probable that public senti- 
met will blindly demand that some- 
body be sacrificed. 

“Knowing the temper and expecta- 
tions of the people, the government 
has shown wonderful and commendable 
courage by stopping the war.”

FIRES AND MURDERS 


4Zussia’s Warring Factions Be- 
yond Control of Authorities 
St. Petersburg, Sept. 7.—The news 
from Baku is of the gloomiest charac- 
ter. The Armenian and Tartar war- 
ring factions now appear to be entirely 


beyond control. The streets of Baku 
seem to be unsafe for the inhabitants 


und the force of troops to be inadequate 
to restrain the anarchial tendencies of 
the combatants in the surrounding re- 
gion. 

The troops have been forced to with- 
draw from the suburb of Balakhan, 
where the rioters set fire to the oii 
works, and that place is now in the 
hands of Tartars, who have completed 
the work of destruction and who, it is 
said, massacred the inhabitants who 
did not accompany the troops in their 
retirement. Telephonic and rallroad 
communication between Baku and the 
suburban oil centres is cut and late last 
night it was reported that the wires 
into Baku were down. 

The viceroy of the Caucasus has dis- 
patched reinforcements of troops from 
Tiflis, but it is thought that even with 
these reinforcements the troops will be 
Inadequate to deal with the situation. 
In the suburban region the fight 1s 
desperate and the soldiers are 
artillery. 

A press dispatch from Baku says: 
“The rival factions are concentrating 
in their own quarters. 
is exceedingly tense. Murders are fre 
quent. Cannonading Is 
time to time. Balakhan is on fire and 
the Armenians are surrounded by 
armed villagers, apparently ‘Tartars, 

}and the cannonading there is unceas 
‘ ing.” 

Other advices state that a bot fight 
is going on between Armenians and 
Tartars at Bibiebat and that great fires 
are still raging in Sabunto and No- 
mani, fed by immense tanks of napb- 
tha, of which there are 1600 in that 
region, and that the conflagration at

Cruelty to Animals, 

Colonel Martin, resident near the cil y 
of Galway, on the southern border of 
Connemara, Ireland, was probably thi? 
first to start the worthy humanitarian 
crusade against cruelty to animals, The 
surprised British house of lords shout- 
ed insult and derision at Lord Erskine 
when in 1811 he ventured to gently 
plead the cause of dumb brutes. The 
British house of commons would have 
treated Martin in the same manner 
when he introduced his bill for the pre- 
vention of cruelty to animals but for 
wholesome regard for his dueling repu- 
tation. 

“Dick Martin’s act,” as the humani- 
tarian statute was known, was passed 
in 1822, “a memorable date in the his- 
tory of humane legislation”’ On June 
24, 1824, Colonel Martin and a few 
other benevolent individuals met in 
London and formed the first society for 
the prevention of cruelty to animals. 
Forty years later the movement spread 
to America. In 1866 Henry Bergh 
formed the New York society.

Counsel Seek to Save Mabel 


Page’s Murderer 


THE TUCKER EXCEPTIONS 


His Counsel Recites Them and 
Pleads That Conviction Was 
Unjust--Attorney General In- 
sists That Verdict Was Proper 


Boston, Sept. 7.—The battle for the 
life of Charles L. Tucker, convicted of 
the murder of Miss Mabel Page at 
Weston on March 31, 1904, has been 
resumed. The proceedings were trans- 
ferred from Cambridge to the supreme 
judicial court here, where arguments 
were made before the full bench on 
the exceptions taken at the January 


trial by Messrs. Vahey, Innes aud 
Mansfield, counsel for the defendant. 

Contrary to general expectation, 
Tucker was not in court, much to the 
disappointment not only of the de- 
fendant himself, but of his counsel 
and the large crowd that was on hand 
at the courthouse to get a look at the 
convicted man. 

Following Thomas F. Vahey’s sum- 
ming up of the case James H. Vahey 
commienced his argument on the ju- 
dicial error allegation. 

Citing the statutes relating to pro- 
ceedings in the grand jury room, at 
which State Officer Whitney was pres- 
ent, he argued that the law provided 
for the utmost secrecy in regard to all 
that passes in the grand jury room, 
and declared that great harm and in- 
justice might be done the defendant 
by the presence of an officer interested 
as a state officer in the conviction of 
Tucker. 

Mr. Vahey said that the broken pieces 
of knife found in the Tucker house 
should not have been taken into con- 
sideration, as entrance was gained by a 
subterfuge. 

At great length he argued that the 
disputed address, “J. L. Morton, 
Charlestown, Mass.,’’ declared to be 
Tucker’s handwriting, should not be 
judged from slips bearing his name 
while salesman at Thorp & Martin’s. 

From handwritizg, Vahey called at- 
tention to the bloody corsets of Mabel 
Page, and contended that it had not 
been proved that they were in the 
same condition when offered in evi- 
dence as they were when found. 

“We have searched faithfully all the 
records,” said Vahey, “and we have 
found no case in all our search in this 
commonwealth which went so far as 
the justice who charged the jury in 
this case went. 

“Justice Sheldon said there might 
be deliberately premeditated malice 
aforethought, even though scarcely an 
appreciable interval of thme separated 
the formation of the purpose and its 
commission; in other words, that the 
deliberate premeditation and the act 
might be instantaneous, or almost in- 
stantaneous. We claim the court erred 
in those respects, and we further say 
that the illustration he gave is a cor- 
rect illustration of murder in the sec- 
ond degree.” 

When Vahey ended Attorney General 
Parker opened his side. Answering the 
claim regarding the presence of Gen- 
eral Whitney in the jury room he read 
the statutes to support his contention 
that there is nothing to forbid such an 
officer’s presence in the jury room. 

“As to the alleged illegal entrance to 
the Tucker home by officers who se- 
cured fragments of the broken knife, 
the court found that the articles offered 
in evidence were discovered in the 
course of a search of the defendant's 
premises, expressly permitted and in- 
vited by the householder. 

“It appears that the defendant ex- 
pressly elected to abide by the finding 
of fact of the trial court, and refused 
to permit the evidence offered to be 
heard by the jury. Such ruling is a 
finding of fact, and, in the absence of 
error of law, it cannot be revised by 
this court. 

“The address found on the postal 
card at the Page house, and alleged to 
be fictitious and testified to be in the 
handwriting of the defendant, was 
clearly competent,” he said. 

Reading the government's objection 
to the results of experiments performed 
by, Dr. Pease, the basis of an excep- 
tion, the attorney general said they 
were absolutely immaterial, decidedly 
uninstructive and purely deceptive in 
their conclusion. Adjournment was 
then declared. 


Difficult Passage Predicted 

St. Johns, Sept. 7.—The Peary expe- 
dition’s auxiliary steamer Erik has re- 
turned here from Cape Sabine. Green- 
land, reporting that the Arctic ship 
Roosevelt with Commander Peary on 
board left Cape Sabine for the north 
Aug. 21. The officers of the Erik fear 
that the Roosevelt will not get very far 
north this winter, conditions in the 
northern waters being adverse. 


Saimon Drops Out of Cffice 

Washington, Sept. 7.—Dr. David E. 
Salmon, chief of the bureau of animal 
industry, department of agriculture, 
has tendered his resignation and it has 
been accepted, to take effect on Oct. 1. 
Secretary Wilson declines to state 
whether the severance is due to the 
charges filed recently against Salmon. 


Rioters Working Undisturbed 
Taganrog, Sept. 7—Agrarian disor- 
ders are spreading in this district. The

Wolseley’s Opinion of the Chinese. 

It was Lord Wolseley who regarded 
the Chinese as the greatest race in the 
world. His opinion was formed about 
1860, when he was in China, and he 
never renounced it.

“The Chinese people possess all the 
elements of being a great people. They 
have courage, physical power and ab- 
solute contempt for death, Today in 
that country soldiering is looked down 
upon. Only the ‘failures in life’ enter 
the army. Let a Bismarck or a Na- 
poleon rise up among them, and in two 
generations they would be the greatest 
nation and conquering power in the 
world. They only need a leader. Give 
them progress, and they will conquer. 
Three hundred years ago they were 
the head of the world, but their growth 
was stunted. China wants a modern 
man with modern ambitions. Let their 
leader come, and they must revive 
again.” 


Wooden Toothpicks, 
“Stop chewing toothpicks, young 
man, if you ,value your life,” said a 
physician to one of his patients.

A Storm on the Pacific. 

The captain of a San Francisco tug 
thus describes a storm on the Pacifie: 

“When I say that the waves ran 
mountain high I am not exaggerating 
the situation in the least. The tug 
would be poised on the crest of a sea 
and then be plunged down into a valley 
of water which seemed a mile below 
us. At times the moon would come 
out through the clouds, and in the un- 
certain light the waves seemed twice 
as high. The wind was blowing a per- 
fect hurricane, and our lee rail was un- 
der water all the time. The angry sea 
appeared raging above, below and all 
around us, and nearly every wave 
into which we dipped would wash over 
the tug. It was impossible to remain 
aft, for the lower deck was flooded.” 


“Electrified.” 

The startling physiological effects of 
electricity upon the human system ful- 
ly warrant the use of the word as a 
superlative term to express enthusias- 
tic conditions. This expression must 
have come into use at an early day, 
soon after Franklin made the static 
electrical machine a matter of general 
knowledge, for Thomas Jefferson in 
his autobiography stated, ‘“Paine’s 
‘Common Sense’ electrified us.” Thom- 
as Paine’s book was issued Jan. 1, 
1776, and as Jefferson’s autobiography 
was founded on his diary it is probable 
that the sentence was written by Jef-! 
ferson at the same time.—Electrical Re- 
view.

A Mob Destroys Ten Christian 
Churghes, a Mission School and 
Stones American Party--At- 
tempt to Destroy American 
Consulate by Fire 


Tokio, Sept. 8—The masses on the 
streets here are all opposed to the 
concessions made by Baron Komura. 
Angry comment and uncomplimentary 
epithets are showered on him. The 
common people are a unitin demanding 
that the mikado repudiate the peace 
treaty. Most of all, they are enraged 
that the Russian indemnity has been 
surrendered. 

After a whole day and night of wild 
rioting, the city of Tokio has been 
placed under martial law by orders of 
the mikado. Troops are patrolling the 
streets and breaking up the mobs of 
angry rioters, and are protecting the 
American consulate from assault and 
from the torch. 

Mobs of thousands of angry Japs, 
enraged at being shut out of the 
Tokio public park, where they at- 
tempted to gather to protest publicly 
against the peace terms, have been 
destroying public property and assail- 
ing all public officials. 

E. H. Harriman of New York and 
& party of his friends were stoned by 
a mob when on their way to attend 
a dinner given by Baron Sone, minis- 
ter of finance, and were rescued by a 
body of troops, who rushed the mob 
with fixed bayonets. W. G. Lyle and 
J. C. McKnight of the party were in- 
jured by fiying stones. 

Another mob assailed R. P. Schwerin, 
vice president of the Pacific Mail 
Steamship company, and assaulted his 
runners, but failed to injure Schwerin, 

A mob hooted and jeered before the 
American consulate all night and at- 
tempts were made to destroy it by fire. 

Ten Christian churches and one 
mission school have been burned and 
the inmates were obliged to flee for 
their lives before the onslaught of the 
turbulent crowd. The official residence 
of the minister of home affairs was 
burned and the Marquis Ito stoned. 
The residence of Baron Komura, who 
{is now in New York, was assailed and 
troops saved it from the torch, 

The police have been overpowered. 
Three of the officers have been killed 
and nearly 500 have beep wounded, 
either with swords or with missiles. 
Fifteen of the small police stations 
have been wrecked and burned. 

The printing office of the govern- 
ment organ, The Kokumin Shimbun, 
has been wrecked and the employes 
mobbed. 

A detachment of mounted gendarmes 
is stationed in front of the foreign 
office, prepared to meet emergencies 
in the disturbed district. All of the 
legations have a guard of troops. Sen- 
tries are patrolling in front of. all. of 
the public buildings and in front of 
the residences of public officials. 

It is reported that there is rioting 
at Chiba, a town with a population of 
20,000, 20 miles east of Tokio. The 
prefectorate building and the court- 
house are reported to have been 
burned. 

The government has suspended the 
further publication of The Niroku, a 
newspaper printed in Tokio. 


Nothing Official at Oyster Bay 

Oyster Bay, N. Y., Sept. 8.—Not un- 
til late last evening did the president 
learn of the serious disturbances in 
Tokio. He expressed concern over the 
situation that had developed over the 
riots, but had no comments to make 
on them. Thus far, it is said officially, 
no advices have been received from 
Minister Griscom, at Tokio, or from 
any other official source in Japan. 


Harriman Not Heard From 

New York, Sept. 8—At the Southern 
Pacific offices it is said that no word 
has been received from Mr. Harriman 
from Tokio. His associates are of the 
opinion that the hostile demonstration 
was in no sense personal, Harriman’s 
visit to Japan, it is declared, is entirely 
for recreation and pleasure. 


Palma Endorses Numez’ Action 

Havana, Sept. 8.—President Palma 
has approved the action of Governor 
Nunez in suspending the seven remain- 
ing Liberal members of the Havana 
municipal council. Nunez suspended 
the Liberals because they had unlaw- 
fully continued the session in which 
they claimed to have elected Nodarse, 
the anti-Nunez candidate for mayor, in 
spite of the fact that the acting mayor 
had suspended the session. 


Must Get Out of Venezuela 

Caracas, Sept. 8—A governmental 
decree has been issued declaring that 
M. Brun, manager of the French Cable 
company, has protested before the na- 
tional government against the decree 
closing the overland and coast offices 
of the eompany, and “as this action 
shows that Brun is ignorant of the 
laws of the republic, the president de- 
frees that Brun be expelled from the 
territory of the republic.” 


Declination and a Contribution 

Exeter, N. H., Sept. 8—Edward 
Tuck, who had been elected as a mem- 
ber of the board of trustees of Hamp- 
ton academy, has notified the board

A MISSING WITNESS 


Wanted to Explain Loan of 
$685,000 to Equitable Society 

New York, Sept. 8.—The affairs of 
the Equitable Life Assurance society 
and the Mutual Life Insurance com- 
pany held the attention yesterday of 
the legislative Hfe insurance investi- 
gating committee in session in this 
city. Nothing particularly new was 
developed in regard to the Equitable 
society other than the statement drawn 
from one of the officers that the society 
does not know the present whereabouts 
of Thomas D. Jordan, the former comp- 
troller. It was stated that Jordan 
was wanted as a witness to explain the 
loan of $685,000 made to the Equitable 
society by the Mercantile Trust com- 
pany. 

The inquiry into the Mutua! Life In- 
surance company was begun. ‘The 
testimony drawn from an officer of this 
company showed that the Mutual con- 
trols many trust companies, among 
them the Morton Trust company, the 
Guarantee Trust company, and the 
United States Mortgage and Trust 
company. On deposit with these com- 
panies the insurance company keeps 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
against which it does not draw. 

Treasurer Cromwell of the Mutual 
Life said the company had bought se- 
curities from syndicates; that officers 
of the company also bought securities 
from the syndicate and received indi- 
vidual profits by selling these bonds to 
the company. He did not see that 
there was any impropriety in the offi- 
cers going into syndicates when the 
company had gone in first. 


Will Fight Typographical Union 

Niagara Falls, N. Y., Sept. 8—The 
United Typothetae of America unani- 
mously adopted a resolution by which 
its members pledge themselves singly 
and collectively to resist any move- 
ment on the part of the International 
Typographical union to bring about an 
eight-hour day. The resolution main- 
tains the right of each member to 
keep open shop. The use of the 
union label was counselled against 
and members were urged to refuse to 
use it. 


Looking Into Herring Fishery 
. &t Johns, - Sept. 8.—The United 
States fishing commission vesseb 
Grampus is cruising on the west coast 
of Newfoundland inquiring into the 
winter herring fishery in order to for- 
tify Washington authorities with data 
to enable them to uphold their con- 
tention as to the treaty rights of the 
United States on that coast in case 
Newfoundland decides to adopt any 
policy calculated to restrict their pres- 
ent method of conducting that fishery. 


Two Killed by Falling Buliding 

New York, Sept. 8.—Joseph Farinia, 
48, and Maria Garioso, 16, were killed 
when a building at Grand and Mott 
streets collapsed. The building is 
said to have been condemned two years 
ago, but has been permitted to be occu- 
pied since. Thomas McGovern, a 
foreman in the building department, 
is under arrest in connection with the 
collapse on a charge of criminal negli- 
gence. Nearly a score of persons 
were injured. 


Postoffice Clerks Disagree 

Cedar Rapids, Ia., Sept. 8—The na- 
tional convention of postoffice clerks 
split im two factions when delegates 
from 55 branches withdrew from the 
hall. The minority introduced a set 
of resolutions declaring that the elec- 
tion of officers was illegal. After an 
acrimonious debate these resolutions 
were tabled and the sponsors left the 
convention.

Supreme Justices Will Decide 
the Fate of Tucker 


ARGUMENTS {COMPLETED

Contentions of Convicted Man’s 
Counsel Refuted by Attorney 
General--Says No Error Was 
Committed In the Trial Court 


Boston, Sept. 8.—The full bench of 
the Massachusetts supreme court Low 
has under consideration the exceptions 
taken at the January trial of Chazles 
L. Tucker, who is under conviction for 
the murder of Miss Mabel Page at her 
Weston home on March 31, 1904. Itis 
for that tribunal to give the decision 
that means either a new trial for the 
man or the imposing of a death sea- 
tence upon him by a justice of the su- 
perior court. It is impossible to say 
how long it will be before his fate 
will be known, 

Meantime Tucker will remain in the 
jail at East Cambridge, buoyed up by 
the hope that the full bench will de. 
cide that in at least one of the 17 
exceptions presented to the supreme 
court that body will decide that Judges 
Sherman and Sheldon of the superior 
court erred in their rulings during the 
extended trial. If any one of the ex- 
ceptions should be sustained, Tucker | 
wil be entitled to another trial. On 
the other hand, if the supreme justices 
decide that the rulings were accord- 
ing to law, Tucker will then be 
brought before the superior court, and 
a sentence of death will be imposed. 

In resuming his argument, Attorney 
General Parker further discussed the 
exception taken by Mr. Vahey because 
Dr. Pease was not allowed to testify 
regarding experiments he had made 
on a dead body. Mr. Parker sald that 
the experiments could not only have 
been made to approach the dealing of 
“an inhuman blow by a murderer,” 
but they hafl no more standing than if 
they had been made by someone other 
than a medicad expert and the court 
acted wisely when it refused to admit 
testimony on that line. Thus dismiss 
ing this exception Parker continued: 

“You are askted to grant a new trial 
to the defendant upon the ground that 
he was prejudiced by my statement 
that George Doyle was a ‘self-con- 
fessed perjurer brought here to do the 
bidding of the defendant.’ My argu- 
ment was nothing more than that the 
witness had proved himself a perjurer 
by swearing to absolutely different 
statements upon different occasions, 
There was no suggestion that these 
false statements were made at the 
solcitation of or with the knowledge 
of the defendant's attorneys.” 

At this point Parker reached the last 
exception. This covers the ruling of 
Judge Sheldon as to the definition of 
“deliberately premeditated malice 
aforethought,” and which Vahey main- 
tains could not have resulted in the 
jury bringing in any other verdict than 
murder in the first degree or an abso- 


lute acquittal. On this matter the 
attorney general said: 
“There has been no error, but I 


hesitate to reply to my learned friend’s 
contention on this point because, ow- 
ing to my Hmited intelligence, I may 
not upnderstand exactly what his con- 
tention was. As I understand iti the 
gravaman of his contention is that the 
court failed to note, failed to measure 
the precise lapse or interval of time 
within which the deliberately pre 
meditated intent must be held to have 
formed and crystallized itself into a 
final conclusion. 

“As well attempt to measure by clock 
or tape the deliberations of the human 
mind, the possibilities of iniquity or the 
instantaneous process upon which vital 
decisions are made. Wisely does the 
court confine and limit its instructions 
upon the point to the repeated injunc- 
tion to the jury that it was for them 
to determine upon all the facts pre- 
sented and of the conditions whether 
that deliberation had taken place and 
whether the act of murder had fol- 
lowed by reason of that. 

“It is true the court repeatedly said 
to the jury that after the deliberate 
purpose had been formed, the blow 
and death might have followed in- 
stantaneously and it would be murder 
in the first degree, but that the jury 
might find that there was a reasonable 
opportunity for reflection and deter- 
mination before they could ascertain 
and declare that the deliberately pre- 
meditated malice which the court con- 
templated existed. Then it was imma- 


terial how instantaneous after that the 


blow followed.” 

In his final words Attorney Genera} 
Parker maintained that no error had 
been committed and that the excep- 
tions should not be sustained. 

At the conclusion of Parker’s argu- 
ment Vahey briefly replied to Parker 
regarding certain exceptions, but no 
new feature of the case was brought 
out. The attorney general afterward 
asked Chief Justice Knowlton what 
should be done with the exhibits in 
the case, and the latter said that they 
might remain with the present ecus- 
todian, State Officer Whitney.

ANARCHY RAMPANT 


Bcenes of Fire and Massacre 
In Suburbs of Baku 


CITY ISNOW THREATENED 


a 


Inhabitants of the Better Class 
Board Ships and Go to Sea For 
Safety--Si‘uation Beyond Con- 
trol of Garrison--Mar:ial Law 


Baku, Caucasia, Sept. 8.—The situa- 
tion here shows no signs of ameliora- 
tion. It could hardly be worse. The 
terror-stricken inhabitants are fleeing 
from the city, knowing that the garri- 
son is utterly inadequate to protect 
them; and, although the worse scenes 
of fire and massacre have not yet oc- 
curred in Baku itself, none dares 
think how far the excesses may pro- 
ceed. 

The entire oil and commercial quar- 
ters of Balakhan, Sabunto and Nomani 
have been wiped out by fire, and the 
inhabitants remaining behind were 
massacred and thrown into the flames. 
Bibiebat continues to burn and is 
threatened with the same fate as 
Balakhan. 

The consulates, banks and adminis- 
tration buildings in Baku are guarded 
by troops. All of the English residents 
and almost all other inhabitants of the 
better class have boarded ships and 
gone to sea to escape from danger. 
All available steamers have been em- 
ployed for this puropse. 

Martial law has been proclaimed in 
the city. Nobody is allowed on the 
streets after 8 o’clock at night and in- 
habitants of houses are held strictly 
responsible for shots fired from them. 

The whole army of hungry workmen, 
driven in from the suburbs, has flocked 
into the city. ‘There is the greatest 
destitution. Reinforcements of troops 
are arriving daily and it is hoped the 
authorities soon will have the situation 
better ip hand. Following isa brief re 
view of the events of the past few days 
as witnessed at Baku: 


At about 5 o’clock on the afternoon 
of Saturday last reports began running 
from mouth to mouth that the Tartars 
and Armenians were massacring each 
other. Everybody was immediately 
greatly alarmed. Stores were closed 
and windows and doors barricaded. 

At 7 o’clock in the evening patrols 
of soldiers armed with rifles began to 
‘arrive from the barracks and these 
troops immediately engaged the rioters. 
The firing between the warring fac- 
tions continued all of Saturday night. 

On Sunday the situation showed no 
improvement and firing was in pro- 
gress all during the day, the streets 
being deserted except for the combat- 
ants. On Sunday evening the first re- 
flection on the sky of fire in the “black 
town” quarter was noticed and it was 
learned that the Nobel oll reservoirs 
were burning. Sunday night was 
more fearful than the preceding one. 
Fires broke out in several quarters 
and the firlng of the troops was un- 
interrupted. 

Many of the inhabitants decided to 
brave the dangers in an effort to leave 
the city. The flight from the clty 
soon became general, everybody who 
was able leaving. By this time pro- 
visions had become scarce and prices 
were soaring. 

On Monday night the burning, shoot- 
ing, killing and plundering continued, 
and a refinery which was in flames 
beyond Biblebat lit up the whole sky 
in that direction. A big wood yard in 
Baku also caught fire and a_ strong 
wind fanned the flames, which rapidly 
spread. These flames continued all of 
Tuesday, breaking out in several new 
places. 

During Wednesday fugitives from 
Balakhan began to arrive here and 
told of the indescribable terrors they 
had witnessed. All the oil works 
there, they said, were in the hands 
of Tartars, who were pillaging the 
houses of Russian and Armenian 
workmen, carrying away everything 
of value and then burning the build- 


ings: Ten thousand workmen, they 
said, would be left in poverty, and 
they believe that Balakhan will be 


totally destroyed. 

The firing went on allof Wednes- 
day night. The soldiers, however, con- 
tinued their efforts to repress the dis- 
orders and by Thursday morning mat- 
ters were more orderly everywhere. 

The streets today are deserted and 
the stores, banks and other public 
places are closed, hardly anybody 
venturing out. A pall of heayy black 
smoke hangs over Baku and its sub- 
urbs. 


The losses in these six days have 
not yet been accurately established. It 
is reported that the Tartars are op- 
posed to the establishment of order 
and that they demand a_ substantial 
sum from the authorities in leu of 
permission to continue their pillaging. 
But for the activity of the soldiers 
the bloodshed might have been much 
greater. As it is a great many have 
been killed. 


Cannot Understand Japs’ Move 

Lamatenzi, Manchuria, Sept. 8.—The 
result of the Portsmouth conference 
has been officially announced to the 
Russian forces here. The army, how- 
ever, is still without official orders to 
cease its warlike activities. The sol- 
diers are waiting for an armistice.to 
be declared and they cannot under- 
stand how Russia can talk of peace 
while the Japanese continue recon- 
naisances in force and outpost en- 
gagements. The fighting of Sept. 3 in 
Korea cannot be und/-rstood here.

LOCKBOXES ROBBED ~ 


(he Third Successful Effort of 
Thieves In Hartford Postoffice 

Hartford, Sept. 8—Through a com- 
plaint made to the police, a daring 
robbery at the Hartford postoffice, 
committed last Monday, has just be- 
come known. The thief, aided prob- 
ably by a confederate who acted as a 
“lookout,” entered a corridor leading 
toward the office of the postmaster and 
broke into the lockbox of the Connecti- 
cut River Banking company. Mail 
received at the postoffice on Sunday 
and Labor day was in the box, and it 
included checks of considerable value, 
though the exact amount is not known. 

This is the third theft of this kind 
which has occurred within a short 
time, the other boxes robbed having 
been those of the Connecticut Trust 
and Safe Deposit company and the 
Aetna Indemnity company. Much of 
the mail stolen from one box was af- 
terward recovered. It was found 
Scattered about an empty freight car 
in the railroad yard.

We were washing for gold among the 
streams of the Wind River mountains

200,000,000, M. Thiers sucdeeded in 
having this stupendous sum reduced 
to $1,000,000,000. Most galling of all 
was the conversion of the long disput- 
ed Alsace and Lorraine into German 
provinces. 

The latest war between Russia and 
Turkey, that of 1877, was ended by the 
preliminary peace of San Stefano, fol- 
lowed by the treaty of Berlin. It-has 
never been difficult for a Christian ua- 
tion to find a pretext for beginning a 
quarrel with the Turk, and the czar’s 
excuse was the massacre of the Chris- 
tians in Bulgaria by the bashi bazouks, 
As it was evident that Turkey was 
likely to get the most thorough drub- 
bing she had ever received, the powers 
interfered and insisted upon a treaty. 
The sultan was a tremendous loser, but 
the Turk still remained in power sutfti-

When Japan Whipped China. 

One of the most important peace 
treaties negofttated in modern times 
was that of Simonoseki, between China 
and Japan. It is especially noteworthy 
because it was the first peace treaty 
between oriental nations conducted 
after the Caucasian fashion. It is in- 
teresting to Americans because John 
W. Foster, once the head of the Ameri 
can department of state, was one of 
the representatives of China. By its 
terms Japan received an indemnity of 
$200,000,000 and acquired the rich is- 
land of Formosa. 

The Spanish-American war treaty, 
signed and ratified in 1899,-was the 
latest addition to the collection of such 
documents on file in the library of the 
state department. On July 26, 1898, 
Spain made overtures for peace 
through the French ambassador at 
Washington. , When the proceedings 
opened it was evident that the Spanish 
commissioners had come to Paris de- 
termined to obtain whatever advan- 
tage the dilatory tactics of peninsular 
diplomacy could bring about. It was 
also patent to the American members 
of the commission that the other side 
bad no intention of adhering to the 
terms of the protocol if by any means 
they could be avoided. The firm stand 
assumed by the Americans at the out- 
set and maintained throughout the dis- 
cussions gave the dons little opportu- 
nity to exercise their peculiar type. of 
diplomacy.

BIRTHPLACES OF PRESIDENTS. 

Birthplace of John Adams, the first Vice Pres- 
dent and second President of the United States, 
Franklin street, Quincy Adams; house built in 
1681 and restored in 1897 by Adams Chapter, | 
Daughters of the Revolution. Open to public. 
Small fee asked. 

Birthplace of John Quincy Adams, the sixth 
President of the United States, junction of 
Franklin street, Presidents road and Indepen- 
dence avenue. Built 1716, restored 1896 by 
the Quincy Historical Society. Open to public 
afternoons from 2to 5. Admission charged. 


JOHN HANCOCK BIRTHPLACE. 


Adams street, junction of Dimmock and Han- 
cock streets. A bronze tablet has been placed 
by the City of Quincy on Adams Academy to 
mark the place where the house stood in which 
the patriot John Hancock, the bold signer of 
the Declaration of Independence, was born. 

MYLES STANDISH CAIRN. 

Squantum heights, erected in 1895 by the 
Daughters of the Revolution, of Massachusetts, 
in memory of Captain Myles Standish and his 
men of Plymouth Coldny, who landed here 
Sept. 30, 1621, guided by the indian Tisquan- 
tum. 

ABIGAIL ADAMS CAIRN. 

Penns hill, erected June 17, 1896, by Adams 
Chapter, Daughters of ithe Revolution, to the 
memory of Abigail Adams, who with her son, 
John Quincy, from the spot watched the smoke 
of battle at Bunker Hill. Cairn composed of 
many historic stones, the corner stone being 
part of old sleeper of first railroal in United 
States which ran from Quincy quarries to tide 
water, Neponset river. 


BURIAL PLACE OF PRESIDENTS 
ADAMS. 


First Congregational Church 
Quincy centre. In auditorium each side of high 
pulpit, are mural monumerts, to the memory 
of John Adams, the second president, and John 
Quincy Adams, the sixth president of the United 
States, and their wives. In cellar is old town 
hearse, also box in which was brought from 
Washington the body of John Quincy Adams 
At extreme end, under front steps are the vaults 
of the presidents, a massive stone door closing 
the entrance.

BLAME ON NEWSPAPERS 


Five Suppressed For Stimulating 
Rioters by Sympathizing With 
Them--Attacks on Churches a 
Result of Local Conditions

General proclamation is 


quiet, bat: forceful, and calculated to 


the late rioters hesitate to come 
Under a 
special measure General Sakumo has 


suppressed five newspapers that were 
making trouble. This process is likely 
to go further, for the press sympa- 
thizes with the rioters and of course 
stimulates them to violence. The sub- 
stitution of soldiers for police has had 
a good personal effect, as the troops 
are popular, and the crowds respect 
their orders more than those of the 
police. 

Complete réports from metropolitan 
and outlying districts indicate that 
there was no disorder throughout the 
night or early morning. The quietness 
of the night is ascribed to a heavy 
rain which scattered the crowds, al- 
{though the presence of military guards 
is having a beneficial effect. The 
street car service has been suspended 
at night, and the suspension will con- 
tinue while there is danger of the de 
struction of cars. 

It is predicted that tronble will oc- 
cur tonight. provided the weather is 
favorable, although many believe that 
the worst part of the disturbance is 
over unless an accidental clash with 
the military resulting in bloodshed oc- 
curs. 

The government has not sonicated 
its intention regarding the summoning 
of a special session of the diet, but 
it is believed that such a call will 
soon be issued. 

Government officers and the better 
class of Japanese citizens are express- 
ing keen regret over the attacks on 
Christian churches. They explain that 
the affair was the result of local con- 
ditions and does not indicate a serious 
anti-foreign or anti-Christian feeling. 

They say that there has been local 
feeling over the refusal of native 
Christians to contribute to temple sub- 
scriptions and over their efforts to 
secure the closing of business houses 
on Sunday. Many declare that na- 
tive Salvationists addressing a meeting 
in the Asakusa district started the 
trouble by rebuking the crowd for acts

It was reported last night that a 
mob intended to attack the Catholic 
cathedral at Tsukiji, but no demon- 
stration was made. 

Foreigners in Tokio generally are 
unconcerned over the situation. Some 
elements continue to express regret 
that Japan consented to the Ports- 


mouth conference, but there is no indi- 
cation that the sentiment is general. 

Preparations are progressing to pre- 
sent claims to the government for the 
foreign church property which has 
been destroyed. 

The members of the Harriman party 
have gone to Nikko, having cancelled 
the local program for their entertain- 
ment. 

Following an anti-peace meeting at 
Kobe a crowd estimated at 100 went 
to the Minatogwa temple, where a 
statue of Marquis Iio has been re- 
cent erected, attached a rope to the 
statue, pulled it from its pedestal and 
dragged it through the streets. The 
crowd then charged three police boxes, 
where there was some fighting. This 
was followed by much excitement and 
disorder. Later dispatches indicate 
that the situation is not serious. 

The police report one rioter killed, 
one severely wounded and 60 arrested 
in the Honjo and Fakgwa districts. 

The incident of the attack on mem- 
bers of the Harriman party is not 
regarded as a demonstration against 
Americans or other foreigners, but is 
believed to have largely been the re- 
sult of the time and circumstances. 

There have been a few expressions 
of regret that Japan consented to 
President Roosevelt's proposal for a 
peace conference, but it is apparent 
that this sentiment is not generally 
Many expressions of regret have 
been made by ail over the 
Harriman incident. 

In response to the popular desire and 
urgent requests of political leaders, the 
government has decided to publish the 
terms of peace today.

Hollander Homeward Bound 

San Juan, P. R., Sept. 9.—Professor 
Hollander, former treasurer of Porto 
Rico, who has been conducting an in- 
vestigation of the claims against the 
government of Santo Domingo, re- 
turned here on the cruiser Galveston 
and has sailed for Newport News. Dr. 
Hollander declined to discuss the af- 
fairs of Santo Domingo prior to the 
making of his report to President 
Roosevelt. 


Baku Situation Still Serious 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 9.—The upris- 
ing in the Baku district has apparently 
passed the crisis, though the  situa- 
tion is still serious and order is far 
from having been restored. In the oil 
district and even in the city of Baku 
the belligerent factions are taking 
every opportunity to commit murder 
and to apply the torch. Troops are 
steadily arriving in the district. 


Wolves In Sheep’s Clothing 

Chicago, Sept. 9.—Three women. are 
in custody here, and the police de- 
clare they have captured part of a 
band of swindlers who, in the garb of 
nuns and priests, have victimized many 
residents by soliciting contributions 
for an orphan asylum which exists 
only in the minds of the quintet. Sev- 
eral costumes such as are worn by 
huns and priests were found. 


Spanish War Veterans Adjourn 

Milwaukee, Sept. 9—United Spanish 
War Veterans chose Washington for 
the next meeting place and ended the 
business of the second annual encamp- 
ment by the di8pesing of various pro- 
posals and electing the officers.

Care of Butter, 

A successful housewife, whose early 
years of somewhat narrow means 
taught her to study the food question 
carefully, says that if butter exudes 
milk on being cut it shows that the 
butter has been imperfectly washed 
and will “turn” twice as quickly as it 
should, consequently it must be eaten 
as soon as possible if one hopes to 
“save it.” If butter that has just been 
bought exudes water when cut, the 
butter is adulterated, and the house- 
wife may have the satisfaction of 
knowing that she has been swindled. 
Water has been paid for at butter 
prices. 

“Persons who like unsalted butter,” 
she goes on, “but find it hard to get, 
can obtain a fair substitute by taking 
the ordinary salted butter, soaking it 
in water that is constantly changed; 
then, by working the butter in fresh 
water, !t will be almost as nice as the 
real thing. 

“If butter has to be softened it is 
wasteful to set it on the stove or in 
the oven. Some of the butter is sure 
to run to oil, which few people like to

nature has been changed and. deterio- 
rated. Besides, the plate is usually cov-

Moist heat is better than dry heat, if

SS Lose in Contest in Courts 
of Oregon. 


The will of Mrs. Amanda W. Reed of 
Portland, Oregon, a sister-in-law of 
Mrs. John Wood of Quincy, will stand, 
as her relatives have failed in their con- 
test to divert about $350,000 which was 
left by her to found an institution in 
memory of her husband, Mrs. Wood’s 
brother. 

The question raised was one of 
residence, whether at Portland, Oregon, 
or Passedena, California, The former 
city was for many years the home of 
the Reeds, but they spent much of 
their time in recent years at the latter 
resort, and Mrs. Reed died there. 

The decision was made on the case 
in Portland courts a few days ago by 
County Judge L. R. Webster, who, in 
his ruling, said: 

‘*T have concluded that the legal domi- 
cile of Mrs. Reed at the time of her 
death was in this state. I see no neces- 
sity for a lengthy opinion or a review 
of the testimony. The decision of the 
court will be as indicated, that Mrs.

The laws of California are peculiar, 
and only a certain per cent of an estate 
can be left to the public. 

Mrs. Reed left $100,000 to charity 
including $2000 to the First Congrega- 
tional (Unitarian) church of Quincy. 
At the same time relatives were gener- 
ously remembered as the estate was 
valued at over two millions.

COCHECO RIVER'S DEAD 


fwo Seamen and a Child and 
His Father Drowned 

Dover, N.-H., Sept. 11.—Two double 
fatalities happened on different parts 
of the Cocheco river and at different 
times yesterday afternoon. At about 
8:30, as the schooner Sadie A. Kim,- 
ball was passing up the river, the order 
to tack ship was given. The maid 
boom swung over with a rush, strik- 
ing Thomas Keenan, a seaman, and 
knocking him overboard. A boat was 
hastily lowere@ and George Jones 
was preparing to go to the rescue of 
Keenan, when he lost his balance and 
fell from the rail, striking his head on 
the rowboat that had been lowered. 
Jones fell into the river and sank in- 
stantly. Before other members of the 
schooner’s crew couki get to the spot 
where Keenan fell overboard he had 
disappeared. Jones never rose to the 
surface after striking his head on the 
rowboat. 

The second accident happened about 
6 o'clock, Edward Durkin, a cotton 
mill operative, was out in a rowboat 
with three of his children, all boys, 
their ages ranging from 6 to 9 years. 
When the party neared Eliot bridge the 
youngest of the children leaned over 
the side of the boat, lost his balance 
and fell into the river. The father im- 
mediately dived for the child, but was 
unable to reach him and, becoming 
exhausted by his efforts, sank beneath 
the surface. 

Just about dark a man who was 
coming up the river {n a steam launch 
saw the boat drifting down stream. 


The children were unable to handle 
the heavy oars and were crying bit- 
terly. Inquiry soon disclosed the 


story of the accident. Durkin is sur- 
vived by a wife and three small chil- 
dren. 


New Lightweight Champion 

Colma, Cal., Sept. 10.—Matthew 0. 
Nelson of Hegewich, Ills., won the 
lightweight championship of the world 
from James E. Britt in the 18th round 
of a desperately contested battle. It 
was a clean knockout, administered in 
a fierce mixup in Britt's corner. It 
Was a swift left drive to the pit of 
the stomach, followed in a flash by a 
left hook to the jaw, that sent Britt to 
At the count of nine he 
struggled weakly to rise, but was un- 
able to. Referee Graney then awarded 
the decision to Nelson. 


Moroccan Bandits Beyond Control 

Tangier, Sept. 11—Samuel R. Gum- 
mere, the American minister, and a 
number of European inhabitants have 
abandoned their residences in the sub- 
urbs and removed to the centre of 
the town, at the request of the Mo- 
roccan authorities, who said they were 
unable to guarantee the security of the 
foreigners owing to the disturbed 
condition of the surrounding districts.

Production of Precious Metals 

Washington, Sept. 11.—Mint Direc- 
tor Roberts’ estimate of the production 
of gold and silver in the United States 
for the calendar year 1904 shows an

000 fine ounces of silver. The total 
amount of gold mined was 8,904,986 
ounces, and the commercial value of 
the silver produced was $83,515,988, 
making the total value of the two 
metals $114,239,138.

Tiflis, Sept. 11—The governor of 
Baku reports that firing continued 
Saturday night and yesterday, though 
in a lesser degree, and that few were 
killed or wounded. The troops and 
police, he says, are still engaged in 
preventing incendiarism and pillaging.

NO CORRUPTION 


But Public Printer Showed 
Partiality and Bias 


THE LANSTON CONTRACT 


Keep Commission Advised Its 
Being Set Aside, but President 
Directs It Shall Stand--Com- 
petitors Unfairly Treated 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., Sept. 11.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has made public the 
report of the Keep commission on Its 
recent investigation of affairs in the 
government printing office at Wash- 
ington, The inquiry was made by 
special direction of the president on 


account of a protest which he had re- 
ceived from officials of the Mergen- 
thaler Typesetting Machine company 
against the award of a contract by 
Public Printer Palmer to the Lanston 
Monotype company for 72 machines of 
its make. 

By order of the president the con- 
tract with the Lanston company was 
held up until an investigation could be 
made with a view of ascertaining 
whether the charges of favoritism and 
corruption in the letting of the com 
tract were substantially founded. The 
president decided, after an examination 
of the Keep report, that the contract 
for the Lanston machines should 
stand. The Keep commission reported 
that if the contract could be set aside 
“such a@ course would be desirable,” 
although the commission states ex- 
pressly that “no corrupt consideration, 
payment or promise passed from the 
Lanston Monotype company to the pub- 
lic printer or to any other person in 
the government service.” 

It was developed by the investiga- 
tion, however, that two important as- 
sistants of the public printer were in- 
directly interested in the Lanston 
company, “their wives being stock- 
holders therein.” The commission 
shows that a fair and impartial test 
of the Lanston and Mergenthaler ma- 
chines was not made and reports that 
the purhase of so large a number of 
Lanston machines was “improvident” 
and indicated “great partiality and 
bias on the part of the public printer.” 
The commission regards the purchase 
as “maladministration.” 

The report of the commission is 
voluminous, containing about 16,000 
words. Accompanying itis a memoran- 
dum by President Roosevelt in which 
he approves the report, except as to 
the disposition of the contract for the 
Lanston machines, which he has di- 
rected shall stand. “Public Printer 
Palmer has been removed from office,” 
says the memorandum. “The cases 
of the subordinates alluded in the re- 
port must be taken up in connection 
with the discipline and reorganization 
of the bureau when Palmer’s successor 
assumes office.” 

The Keep cammission was ap- 
pointed some time ago to make a gen- 
eral investigation of the business meth- 
ods in all the government depart- 
ments with a view to simplifying and 
improving them. Its report into the af- 
fairs of the government printing office 
is signed by C. H. Keep, assistant 
secretary of the treasury, chairman; 
I’. H. Hitehcock, first assistant post- 
master general; L. O. Murray, assistant 
secretary of commerce and labor, and 
J. R. Garfield, commissioner of cor- 
porations in the department of com- 
merce and labor. 


Calied on Fire Department 

Marblehead, Mass., Sept. 11.—When 
a train from Boston reached Dever- 
eaux station last night Engineer 
Thompson found that the water in- 
jectors were disabled. A coke fire was 
burning under the boiler, and to avoid 
damaging the ties by drawing the fire 
Thompson decided to call out the fire 
department. A box near the station 
was rung in, and within a few min- 
utes the department had deluged the 
firebox and averted all danger. An- 
cther locomotive hauled the train to 
its destination here. 


Hundreds Killed by Earthquake 

Rome, Sept. 11.—Further — slight 
earthquake shocks have caused ada. 
tional terror among the afflicted inhabi- 
tants of Calabria. The damage, how- 
ever, was insignificant. The activity 
of Mount Vesuvius increased, while 
the violent eruption of the ancient 
crater on the island of Stromboli is 
still in progress. The number of dead 
will reach several hundreds. 


Suit Against Bank Directors 

Yarmouth, N. 8., Sept. 11.—W. E. 
Stavert, receiver of the defunct Bank 
of Yarmouth, has brought suit against 
the directors of the institution to re- 
cover $500,000, which the shareholders 
claim is due them on account of 
losses sustained through the failure of 
the bank last March. The plaintiff 
seeks to hold the directors lable for 
the collapse.

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TO FIX ARMISTICE 


Oyama Sends a Commissioner 
to Linevitch 


CZAR’S ARMY REJOICES 


Feasting and Other Forms of 
Celebration by Soldiers Who 
Have Learned of Conclusion of 
Peace--Few Recent Casualties 


Godzyadani, Manchuria, Sept. 11.— 
A Japanese commissioner bearing a 
white flag and escorted by 50 soldiers 
arrived at a post near the rallway 
Saturday afternoon and handed to the 


Russian officers who went to meet 
him a letter from Field Marshal Oyama 
to General Linevitch, congratulating 
him on the conclusion of peace and 
begging him to appoint Russian pleni- 
potentiaries to arrange an armistice. 
Oyama appointed General Tukushima 
as plenipotentiary for his side, the let- 
ter announced, and he suggested 
Chakhedza as the meeting place. 

Gunshu Pass, Manchuria, Sept. 11.— 
Since news was received that the peace 
negotiations at Portsmouth were ap- 
proaching a conclusion a press corre- 
spondent has made a survey of all the 
Russian positions from Mongolia to 
headquarters. His object in part was 
to ascertain the extent to which the 
efforts making for peace were viewed 
by the army. 

The negotiation received no official 
recognition in the field prior to their 
successful conclusion, the army keep- 
ing ip a state of preparedness for a 
battle until the receipt by General 
Linevitch of the telegram from the 
ezar declaring that the treaty had been 
signed and that he accepted the con- 
ditions arrived at. This telegram was 
Officially published in the army news- 
paper on Sept. 6, and the outline of 
the peace conditions.were printed in 
the same publication yesterday. 


The result of these notifications, 
according to the observations of the 
correspondent, was to bring to the offi- 
cers a heavy sense of military decorum, 
while the soldiers in many places, with 
the consent and through the generosity 
of the officers, engaged in feasting 
and other forms of celebration. It 
will be a week more before the entire 
army is fully informed of the con 
clusion of peace, but the news was 
discounted long since by the prevailing 
conviction that since the appointment 
of the plenipotentiaries peace was @ 
foregone conclusion. It may be saj& 
that to the great majority of the offi- 
cers and men go far informed the news 
that the war is at an end is most 
welcome. 

Thousands are daily drinking to the 
health of President Roosevelt. The 
correspondent, who is the only remain- 
ing foreign newspaper man with the 
Russian army, was everywhere asked 
by the men if he was an American, 
and on being answered in the affirmar 
tive they captured and tossed him 
many times in the air after the manner 
of the Cossacks, while their officers 
gently protested against the seemingly 
questionable form of their admiration, 
Everywhere along the railway where 
newspapers could be obtained the sol- 
diers eagerly scanned the news and 
then expressed their joy by singing, 
which they continued late into the 
night, at intervals cheering for Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

With the exception of the loss of a 
captain and two orderlies on the east 
front within the past two weeks and 
of pine men in the center a week ago, 
there have been no casualties. The 
cessation of hostilities was preceded 
only by unimportant reconnaissances 
involving smal parties of scouts. 

Among the soldiers generally there 
is a feeling of apprehension regarding 
the internal affairs of Russia, and 
many of them have expressed a desire 
to remain in Manchuria indefinitely. 


Kaneko Again at Oyster Say 

Oyster Bay, N. Y., Sept. 11—Baron 
Kaneko, the special commercial envoy 
of Japan to the United States, spent 
three hours yesterday with President 
Roosevelt. “My visit to the president,” 
said the baron, “was purely social. 
After luncheon we rambled through 
the woods for nearly three hours. 
There was nothing significant or even 
important about my call. I expect 
very soon to leave for Japan, and I 
desired to say farewell to the presi- 
dent.” 


Russians Look Around Washington 

Washington, Sept. 11—Mr. Witte 
and Baron Rosen, the Russian peace 
plenipotentiaries, accompanied by five 
members of the former’s suite, spent 
Sunday in Washington, They arrived 
here at am early hour in the morning 
and spent the entire day visiting the 
historic points in and about the city 
and left agaip late in the afternoon 
for New York, from whicb place Witte 
will sail for Hamburg tomorrow.

Train Was at Top Speed ona 


Dangerous Curve 


STRAIN WAS TOO GREAT 


Car Plunged Into Street and 
Trucks From Another Crashed 
Upon Helpless Passengers-- 
Death List of Twelve 


New York, Sept. 12—The death list 
of yesterday’s frightful accident oD 
the Ninth avenue elevated railroad, 
when a car crowded with workers on 
their way down town pitched head- 
jong into the street, stands at 12. 
Three men are in hospitals with frac- 
tured skulls. One of these is uncon- 
scious and not expected to live long. 
More than two score of persons were 
injured, many of them seriously. 

The cause of the accident and the 
immediate responsibility remain to be 
determined. The motormam of the 
wrecked train is a fugitive, while a 
switchman, conductor and four guards 
are under arrest. The switchman is 
charged with manslaughter and the 
trainmen are held as witnesses. The 
switchmaws bond has been placed at 
$5000 and those of the witnesses at 
$100 each. 

Whatever the mistake, the accident 
came when a south-bound train of the 
Ninth avemue line was switched to the 
Sixth avenue line at the 53rd street 
junction. From Harlem south to 53rd 
street the Ninth avenue trains and the 
Sixth avenue trains, alternating, travel 
over the same track. At the junction 
of Ninth avenue and 58rd street the 
Sixth avenue trains turn abruptly to the 
east, pass through 53rd street and 
south on Sixth avenue. The Ninth 
avenue trains, on the other hand, con- 
tinue on nearly a direct line. A 
switchman stationed near the junction 
throws the train to the Ninth avenue 
or the Sixth avenue line as the route 
of the train is indicated by his for- 
ward light stgnals. 

The speed of the wrecked train was 
such that it could not make the turn 
onto the Sixth avenue tracks and re- 
main on the rails. The switchman 
says that the train displayed Sixth 
avenue signals and he switched it for 
the turm On the other hand, some of 
the trainmen claim that the switch- 
man made a mistake and threw to the 
east a train which should have been 
allowed to continue on the straight 
track. 

The motorman, expecting a clear 
track on the direct line of Ninth 
avenue, or possibly disregarding the 
warning signal that the switch was 
open, rushed his train along at a high 
rate of speed. The first car swung 
around the right angle curve, holding 
to the rails because of the weight of 
the train behind. Then the straim be 
came too great. The couplings broke, 
the second car was whirled about al- 
most end for end and to the horror of 
those who looked on from below, 
pitched into the street. For an instant 
the vehicle stood fairly on end. Then 
the sides gave way as if they were 
made of pasteboard, belching out a 
mass of humanity. 

Those passengers who had not jump- 
ed from platforms and windows before 
the plunge came were thrown into @ 
mass at the forward end of the car. 
As the injured men and women were 
struggling to free themselves, the 
heavy front trucks of the third car of 
the train crashed down upon them, 
mortally injuring several. The body 
of this car was suspended, one end re- 
maining on the ties and the other rest- 
ing against the fire escape of a corner 
building. 

The scenes following the accident 
were typical of all great catastrophes. 
Every ambolance in Manhattan was 
called and the injured and dead were 
hurried away as soon as they could 
be freed from the wreckage or picked 
up from where they had fallen. 

Three alarms of fire brought many 
engines to the scene. A slight fire 
caused by burning insulation was 
quickly extinguished and the firemen 
set to work chopping out the dead and 
injured. The task was not an easy 
one, for the heavy car in falling had 
almost completely buried pedes 
trians in its wreckage. Eight per. 
sons were dead when taken out of the 
wreck and four died later at hospitals, 

Before the great crowds collected by 
the news of the wreck could be cleared 
away, the police were compelled to 
use their heavy night sticks on a num- 
ber of men who were attempting to 
rob the dead. The officers had no time 
to make arrests, contenting themselves 
with drubbing the miscreants as 
heavily as they could. 

Coroner Scholer, soon on the scene 
of the wreck, ordered the arrest of all 
those immediately concerned. Search 
was at once made for the motorman, 
Paul Kelly. Kelly could not be found, 
although it was stated that he had 
spent the afternoon at the house of a 
friend. 

The switchman in the tower at 
Ninth avenue and 53rd street, Cornelius 
A. Jackson, was first arrested. Then 
Conductor Jobnson and Guards Hig- 
ginson, McDavitt, Berry and Clark 
Were taken Into custody. At a pre- 
liminary hearing all the men waived 
examination. 

The curve at 58rd street is a sharp 
one and is practically unbanked, ac- 
cording to statements made. It is in- 
tended pao taken slowly and is not 
construc! for a higher rate of speed 
then six miles an hour.

Boston, Sept. 12.—Mrs. Heilbronn, 
wife of Hermig Heilbronn, the Prus- 
sian who was arrested here last week 
upon the arrival of the steamer Mant- 
tou on a charge of forgery in Germany, 
has been released by the immigration 
Officials. Her release was effected by 
her uncle, a wealthy resident of New 
York. Heilbronn, who {is still in cus- 
tody, will be given a hearing Oct. 4.

KEPT SECRET 30. YEARS 


Tramp Who Was Convicted on 
Circumstantial Evidence and 
Hanged Now Known to Have 
Been Innocent 


“Minot, N..D., Sept. 12.—When my 
lifeless body is found notify my 
mother, Mrs. Catherine Herzig of 
Girard, O. The enclosed letter will 
reveal my “identity and the awful se- 
cret of my wretched life. I can en- 
dure it no longer.” 

The foregoing note was found | by 
Prank Byer, who lives on a claim near 
Hidden Wood, this county. It was 
written by one of his harvest hands 
called Frank, who has disappeared. In 
the letter the writer, who signs him- 
self Charles Herzig, says: 

“Dear Mr. Byer: In the early seven- 
ties Charles Sterling, a supposed tramp, 
was tried for the murder of. Lizzie 
Grombacker, a beautiful young woman 
residing near Youngstown, in Mabon- 
ing county, O. He was convicted on 
circumstantial evidence and was 
hanged for the crime in the county 
jail at Youngstown, Charles Sterling 
was an innocent man, I am guilty of 
the murder of tha#¥oung girl. 

“Charles Herzig.” 

Byer and his neighbors have gnade 
a search without success for the 'y 
of Herzig. 


Sterling Maintained Innocence 

Youngstown, O., Sept. 12.—Nothing 
could be learned of the Herzig family 
supposed to live near Girard. No one 
knows of a Mrs. Catherine Herzig at 
Girard, although inguiry was made of 
the postmaster. It was said that a 
family of that name hed formerly lived 
ip that vicinity. 

The murder of Lizzie Grombacher 
occurred in 1874 and Charles Sterling, 
a tramp, was hanged for the crime in 
1877 after two trials. Sterling main- 
tained his innocence to the end 


Story of the Murder 

Pittsburg, Sept. 12.—David Jones, & 
well known newspaper man of this city, 
who reported the Grombacher murder 
case over 80 years ago, remembers the 
case well. He said: 

“The crime caused intense excite- 
ment through Ohio and this part of 
the country. Miss Grombacher was 
about 17 years old and very beauti- 
ful. She was found in the bushes 
between Youngstown and Poland with 
& veil tied tightly around her throat. 
Charles Sterling, the tramp who was 
hanged for the crime, was seen in the 
vicinity during the day and was con- 
victed om purely circumstantial evi- 
dence. He was tried twice, the jury 
disagreeing at the first trial. A wo 
man from Canada, who said she was 
Sterling’s mother, came to see him be- 
fore he was hanged, but the relation- 
ship was denied by Sterling.” 


An Uncomfortable Situation 

Washington, Sept. 12—The follow- 
ing cablegram has been received at 
the state department from American 
Minister Gummere, dated at Tangier: 
The tribes are fighting in the imme- 
diate neighborhood of Tangier, the 
Anghera versus Raisuli’s tribe. ‘The 
government is undecided in its posi- 
tior, and the situation is entirely un- 
comfortable. A joint protest is be- 
ing made by the diplomatic corps to 
the minister for foreign affairs. Have 
been informed that the mountains are 
unsafe and am returning to Tangier 
immediately. 


Swedish Terms Unacceptabie 

Christiana, Sept. 12—The tone of 
the Norwegian newspapers indicates 
that the negotiations between the com- 
mission of Norway and Sweden regard- 
ing the dissolution of the union have 
reached an impasse, Norway being un- 
able to accept the conditions laid down 
by Sweden. The Dagbladet declares 
that even war would be preferable to 
a peace bought at the expense of na- 
tional humiliation. 


Contract Lebor For Canai 
Colon, Sept. 12.—The royal mail 
steamer La Plata has arrived here, 
bringing 550 laborers from West In- 
dian points under contract for work 
on the canal. The majority of these 
are from Barbadoes. Several left the 
ship at Port Limon, apparently pre- 
ferring Costa Rica to the Isthmus of 
Panama. 


Text of Alliance Not Ready 

London, Sept. 12.—Further delay has 
occurred in the fyblication of the text 
of the Anglo-Japanese treaty, which 
was to have been issued Sept. 12 at the 
latest. The impression prevails that 
the delay is due to a request of the 
Japanese but for what reason is not 
stated.

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Much Depends on Transfer of 
Chinese Eastern Road 


EFFECT IN MANCHURIA 


Transfer at One PointgWould 
Place Kirin Province Entirely 
Under Japanese Influence-- 
Other Questions to Settle Be- 
fore Armies Withdraw 


Godzyadani, Manchuria, Sept. 12.— 
The peace terms became known here 
yesterday. The majority consider 
them inoffensive to Russian honor and 
dignity. It is not clear at what sta 
tion the railroad is to be turned over 
to the Japanese, at Kwang Cheng Tse, 
or Changtufu. 


This question 1s very important. If 
the turnover occurs at Kwang Cheng 
Tse then Ruesia cedes to Japan 100 
tmailes of yet unoccupied line and like 
Wise the only coal mines south of Har- 
bin. From Chantufu start all the 
trade routes to the very rich Kirin 
province and shoulé the road become 
the property of the Japanese to Kwang 
Cheng the complete possession of 
Chantufu would place Kirin province 
entirely under Japanese influence. 
This would be very undesirable for 
Russia. 

Should the transfer occur at Chantu- 
fu or further south, Kirin province, 
which has supported the Russian army 
for six months, would remain Russian, 
which would be particularly advan- 
tageous because the southern portion 
of the railroad has no natural outlet. 

This and many other questions, 
such as the Russians right to main- 
tain consular officials and commercial 
agents at Liaoyang, Mukden, Port Ar- 
thur and Port Dalny should, it is 
claimed here, be settled before the 
armies withdraw from their strategic 
positions. A high officer declares that 
it would be impolitic to permit the 
Japanese to settle in Kwang Cheng 
Tse, for in case of another war they 
could reach Harbin in 50 houns, oc- 
cupy Kirin and cut Russia off from 
the Amur regions. 


It was announced from Portsmouth, 
N. H., Aug. 80, that the formal recog- 
nition of Japan’s possession of the 
Chinese Eastern railroad below Kwang 
Cheng Tse involves the payment by 
Russia to China of a sum estimated 
at $75,000,000. This is the Chinese 
interest in the road and for it China 
must be remunerated. 

The question of the ultimate posses- 
sion of the road is a matter to be 
settled between Japan and China. 
Japan can keep the road or surrender 
it to China, demanding in return the 
money paid by Russia to China. If 
she elects the latter course Japan will, 
therefore, obtain as an indirect “spoil 
of war” from Russia the $75,000,000 in 
addition to relmbursement for the cost 
of maintaining the Russias prisoners 
of war. 


Linevitch Accepts Proposais 
Gunshu Pass, Manchuria, Sept. 12.— 
General Linevitch’s answer to Field 
Marshal Oyama’s letter requesting the 
arrangement of an armistice has been 
dispatched by special messenger. In 
bis answer the Russian commander-in- 
chief accepts the proposals of the Jap- 
anese commander-in-chief, which not 
only refer afi considerable length to the 
question of am armistice, but also to 

neutral zones both on land and sea. 


Want Peace Agreement Broken 

Tokio, Sept. 12.—A mass meeting at 
Osaka passed the folowing resolution: 
“The peace that has just been con- 
cluded between Rusela and Japan for- 
feits the fruite of victory and sows 
seeds of future complications and dan- 
ger. The government's bigh-handed 
and unconstitutional measure has re- 
sulted im unexpected disturbance to 
the peace of the city in which the 
mikado resides. The empire’s honor 
has been soiled and the spirit of the 
constitution lost. Never has our coun- 
try been brought to face greater dan- 
gers. Therefore, be it 

“Resolved, that we hope that the hu- 
milating peace agreement will be 
broken and the government will re- 
eign.” 


Resignations Not Wanted 

Tokio, Sept. 12—In accordance 
with established usages the cabinet 
ministers have presented an official 
statement to the mikado explaining 
the necessity of instituting martial law 
at the capital and at the same time 
asking the imperial Judgment as to 
whether they should remain in office or 
retire, The emperor’s reply advises 
them to retain their respective posts. 


Downfall of Indian Fighter 

Boston, Sept. 12.—James Murphy, 
an old soldier, Who says he was under 
General Custer in his notable Indian 
raid in 1879 with the Seventh cav- 
alry, was committed to the state pris- 
on for a term of not less than four 
and not more than six years for lar- 
ceny. It was shown to the court 
that he had before served @ term in 
the state prison. 


Bark Struck Reef and Sunk 

St. John, Sept. 12—The bark Still 
Water of the St. Jobn fleet met her 
fate on a submerged reef off Turk’s 
island, one of the Bahama group.

ROCKEFELLER A JOKER. 


Hamorists Yisit Oil King and Make 
Him 2 Member of Their Craft. 

In a happy mood Join D. Rockefel- 
ler recently received the members of 
the American Press Humorists’ asso- 
elation at Forest Hill, his summer 
home near Cleveland, and conducted 
them about the place, says a Cleye- 
land dispatch. The oil king broke all 
precedents, for never before has any 
one dared to enter his preserves, and 
he bas never received delegations nor 
has he ever acted as a guide. 

The Cleveland jokesmiths asked per- 
mission the other day to go through

The arrest was made by a secret 
service agent, one of the personal 
guards of President Roosevelt. Scha- 
mus, who resides at New York, ar- 
rived here at 12:20 o’clock yesterday af- 
ternoon and soon afterward secured 
an interview with Mr. Barnes, assist- 
ant secretary to the president. Scha- 
mus desired to see the president and 
talk to him about the price of coal. 
He said he was the genera! coal agent 
of Greater New York. There was im- 
minent danger, in his opinion, of a 
general strike among the miners in tue 
anthracite coal region of Pennsylvania, 
and that strike, he was assured, would 
result in great hardships for the people 
of the country. He wanted 10 minutes 
with the president to tell him to ap- 
point a commission of three men who 
should regulate the output of the coal 
supply so as to provide the poor with 
fuel at reasonable prices, even in the 
event of a strike. 

Secretary Barnes recognized at once 
that Schamus was the man who had 
recently written one letter and sent 
two telegrams to the president on the 
subject of the price of coal, and he 
informed him that it would not be 
possible to arrange an interview for 
him at that moment. Later in the 
afternoon the secret service agent 
found Schamus in his room at a hotel 
and placed him under arrest. The

Law- 
gon said he did not charge Rahn with 
the actual murder, but claimed that 
he stood by and did not lift a hand in 
Johnson’s defense,

conscious by the assailants. Rahn, 
who was seeking to have Lawson 
held to a specific performance of their 
contracts for the formation, financing

Greece and Roumania at Odds 

Bucharest, Sept. 13.—The Greek 
minister here hae left the country on 
an unlimited leave of absence after re- 
celvying a note from the Roumanian 
government, which immediately sent 
orders to the Roumanian minister to 
Greece to leave Athens. Roumania re- 
fused the demand of Greece for com- 
pensation to those who have suffered 
by the pillaging of Greek shops and 
the maltreatment of Greek subjects 
during the recent demonstration and 
for satisfaction for the burning of the 
Greek flag. 


Hated Even In Death 

Tiflis, Sept. 13.—Serous develop- 
ments have arisen in connection with 
the death of General Prince Amila- 
khovri, formerly governor general of 
Baku, whose body is now lying in a 
house near Tiffis. The prince was bit- 
terly hated and the revolutionaries 
threaten the local priests with death if 
they attempt to offer prayers over the 
body. No one dares approach the 
house. It is feared that there will be 
disorders at the funeral. 


Biack Eye For Prohibition 

Des Moines, Sept. 18.—The Des 
Moines city council bas declared that 
4 petition presented by liquor interests 
for the right to manufacture beer and 
other alcoholics contained the neces- 
sary majority of voters’ signatures 
and raised the bar to the establish- 
ment of breweries and distilleries, 
which has existed since the enactment 
of the state prohibition law years 
ago. At least one brewery! will be 
built at once. 


The World's Highest Bridge 

Victoria Falls, East Africa, Sept. 
18.—The bridge over the Zambesi river, 
the highest bridge in the world, being 
420 feet above low water,’ and the 
newest link in the Cape-to-Calro rail- 
way, was formally opened in the pres- 
ence of the visiting members of the 
British association. Professor Dar- 
win made the opening speech. 


Great Distress at Baku 

Baku, Sept. 18.—There was some fir- 
ing last night, including that of artil- 
lery, but the situation shows a distinct 
improvement. A portion of the street 
railway service bas been resumed, but 
the shops are still closed and trade 
is at a standstill. Great distress pre- 
vails, owing to the lack of food and 
other necessaries.

North Sydney, C. B., Sept. 18.— 
Steamers Chr. Knudsen and Thrift, 
both hailing from Norwegian ports, 
arrived in North Sydney harbor last 
night in a damaged condition, the ves- 
sels having collided during thick 
weather at the entrance of the Gulf of 
St Lawrence. No person was lost. 


Negro Lynched For “Peaching” 

Jackson, Miss., Sept. 13.—A negro 
named Will James, living in Talla- 
hatchie county, wae taken to the woods 
by three white men and shot to death, 
after which the body was burned, 
The negro, it is said, had bought some 
whiskey from one of the white men 
and afterwards informed on him.

Togo’s Flagship Caught Fire 
From Unknown Cause 


EXPLOSION OF MAGAZINE 


vessel Which Had Participated 
In Many Battles Lies at Bot- 
tom of Sasebo Harbor--Loss of 
599 Officers and Men 


Tokio, Sept. 18.—The disaster to the 
pettleshilp Mikasa has cast a gloom 
everywhere. The Mikasa was Togo’s 
flagship and was endeared to the 
hearts of the people. The ship was at 
anchor in Sasebo barbor when the fire 
started at the base of the mainmast 


at midnight. It spread with great ra- 
pidity, exploding the after magazine an 
hour after the fire had been discovered. 

The Mikasa sank in shallow water 
and it is believed the ship can be re 
paired. Rescuing parties were sent 
from the various warships in the har- 
bor and there was heavy casualties 
among them. 

Various conjectures are current as 
to the cause of the fire. Some attribute 
it to an over-charge of electricity. 

Great relief was felt throughout 
Japan when it was learned that Ad- 
miral Togo was not on board the ship 
at the time of the fire. 

The loss of life totals 599 officers and 
men, including detachments from other 
warships which went to the rescue of 
the vessel. 


The battleship Mikasa was flagship 
of Vice Admiral Togo in ali his prin- 
cipal battles, including those of the 
second attack on the Russian fleet at 
Port Arthur, eb. 9, 1904, following 
the torpedo attack the previous even- 
ing; the battle of Aug. 10, 1904, and 
thet of May, 1905, in the Sea of Japan. 

In the first battle the Mikasa was 
struck in the hull, and her fighting 
top was much damaged, but she in- 
fiicted several telling blows on the 
Russian ships, one having been sighted 
by the imperial prince, Lieutenant 
Kwacho, who commanded a 12-inch 
gub. This prince was slightly wound- 
ed in the Aug. 10 battle. In the bat- 

tle of Feb. 9, several officers were 
wounded, 

On July 19 the Mikasa was visited 
at the Ellfott islands by the foreign 
correspondents in Japan. She then 
showed no signs of damage. In the 
battle of Aug. 10 she was the leading 
ship and was made the chief Russian 
target. She was considerably dam- 
aged, so much so that the Japanese 
were unable to pursue the fleeing Rus- 
sians to good advantage. A shell from 
one ef her 12-inch guns had preyi- 
ously decided the battle. It smashed 
the conning tower of the Russian flag- 
ship Czarevitch, killed Admiral With- 
oft and jammed the steering gear of 
the ship, throwing the Russian fleet 
{nto inextricable confusion. 

In the battle of the Sea of Japan 
she suffered the heaviest loss of any 
Japanese ship, having 63 killed and 
wounded in all,

Souder and his wife were 
hot living together and the woman 
Was living at the place where Morgan 
boarded and where the shooting oc- 
curred. The police theory is that Sou- 
der shot and killed Morgan, shot his 
Wife and then committed suicide.

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BURGLAR BY CHOICE 


& Well Educated Man Pleads 
Guilty on Four Charges 
Worcester, Mass., Sept. 13.—A bur- 
glar, calling himself Henry G. King, 
who was arrested while in the house of 
Elbridge G. Guy, here, declares that 


his reat name is William H. Peterham. 
Peterham was pardoned from the state 
prison last year after serving eight 
years of a 10 years’ sentence for bur- 
glary. In the prison he was the leader 
of the choir, and the prison authorities: 
were led to believe the man was sin- 
cere in bis expressed desire to reform. 

Peterham is said to belong to a 
prominent family in Germany, and to 
be a graduate of a university in that 
country. He was a music teacher in 
Boston 10 years ago. Ip 1806 he was 
arrested in that city on a charge of 
robbing houses and was sentenced to 
the state prison. 

In court here Peterham was held in 
$4000 on four charges of burglary, to 
each of which he pleaded guilty. In 
default of bail he was sent to jail. 


Check Fille Note’s Function 

Boston, Sept. 138.—Ruling that a 
check given as security was equiva- 
lent to a note and that it was not 
necessarily to be construed as spurious 
or worthless because the maker did not 
happen to bave an account at the 
bank upon which it was drawn, Judge 
Bennett discharged Edward D. Brown 
of Medford, after a hearing in the 
police court. The judge said the com- 
plainant may heave redress in civil. ac- 
tion, but he saw no evidence of crime. 


Murder and Three Suicides 

Boston, Sept. 18.—There were three 
suicides and a murder in greater Bos- 
ton yesterday. Irene Leslie, 28, beauti- 
ful and accomplished, killed herself at 
the South End because a Beacon street 
clubman and broker discarded her. 
Mrs. Jane E. Maynes, Roslindale, de- 
spondent because of fllness, drank 
earbolic acid. John B, H. Reeves of 
Cambridge ended a long domestic 
trouble by cutting his wife's throat and 
killing himself. 


Great Weicome to Redmond 

Boston, Sept. 18.—Several hundred 
Irish-Americans last night greeted W. 
H. K. Redmond, Irish member of 
parliament, upon his arrival in this 
city. A number of men from County 
Clare, formerly constituenta of Red- 
mond, lifted bim to their shoulders and 
with shouts carried him to his carriage. 
On Thursday Redmond will deliver an 
address at e public gathering at the 
Huntington avenue baseball grounds. 


Alleged Robbers of Mills 

Fall River, Mass., Sept. 13.—Louis 
De Bonts, a barber, and his wife, 
Adelaide, who is employed as a weaver 
in Granite mill No. 8, were arrested 
here on a charge of stealing cloth 
from the mill. The De Bonis couple 
are thought to be members of a band 
who have been systematically stealing 
from the mills. Cloth to the value of 
several hundreds of dollars was found 
im the house where the couple lived. 


Train Went Through Bridge 

Alna, Me., Sept. 18.—A trainload of 
excursionists had a miraculous escape 
from death when a mixed train dashed 
through a trestle bridge near Head-of- 
Tide station. The engine, mail car and 
a freight car were piled in a brook, 
and these made a barrier which pre- 
vented the passenger car from leaving 
the track. The injured sustained 
mainly bruises, due to the sudden 
stopping of the train.

A HEAVY SALE OF BONDS 


Disposed of $800,000 Worth on 
Last Day of Year and Bought 
Them Back on Second Day of 
New Year--Plan to Hoodwink 
Superintendent of Insurance 


New York, Sept. 18.—Selling $800,- 
000 in bonds one day and buying them 
back the next but one, a holiday in- 
tervening, in order to keep within 
statements made in the New York Life 


Insurance company's report to the su- 
perintendent of insurance, wea the 
sensational disclosure made at yester- 
day's session of the legislative insur- 
auce investigating committee. 

The fact was drawn from Edmund 
D, Randolph, treasurer of the New 
York Life Insurance company, late in 
the day after Attorney Hughes, of coun- 
sel to the committee, had labored for 
over an hour to get a direct answer 
from Randolph to @ direct question. 

The inguiry had dragged through a 
mass of figuree during almost the en- 
tire day, but it was not until near 
the hour for ending the session that 
the sensational feature was brought 
out. 

Earlier in the day Randolph had 
banded Hughes a schedule of syndicate 
underwritings and transactions of the 
New York Life for the last 10 years, 
Thies wae to show, and a footnote to 
the echedule stated, that the company 
had participated in no syndicate trans 
actione that had been closed out with 
a loss, Among these syndicate trans 
actions was the underwriting of the | 
Navigation syndicate, or Internationa? 
Mercantile Marine. 

Mr. Hughes drew from the witness 
that there was an aggregate of $4,- 
000,000 the New York Life paid J. P. 
Morgan & Oo. on this “joint account.” 

Mr. Hughes then took up a salesitem 
Gated Dec. 31, 10038, of $800,000 of In- 
ternational Mercantile Marine stock. 
Randolph, replying to Hughes, said this 
sale wes made to J. P. Morgan & Co. 
Hughes continued hés inquiry into the 
matter, and asked: “On Jan. 2, 1904, 
there is am entry of a purchase of 
$800,000. From what did you buy?’ 

“J. P. Morgan & Co.” 

“Why did you sell to J. P. Morgan 
& Oo., then buy from J. P. Morgan 
& Co. on the next business day?” 

“Because they desired to reduce it.” 

“Yes, but why, then, did you buy it 
back the next business day?’ 

Here Randolph began to explain, and 
wandered several times from the sub- 
ject. He wae led back by the lawyer, 
who seemingly was unable to get a re- 
ply. Finally he asked: “Who sold the 
shares for the New York Life?’ 

“Mr. Perkins.” 

“Who bought them again?’ 

“An officer of the company.” 

“Who wae ft?” 

“Mr. Perkins.” 

“As a matter of fact there wae a re- 
port to the superintendent of insurance 
op Dec. 81, 19037” 

“You.” 

“Then the sofe purpose of the trane 
action wee that you might be able to 
tel the superintendent of insurance you 
held only $8,200,000 on International 
Mercantile Marine shares?” 

The witness hesitated, and tried to 
evade @ direct answer, but Hughes re- 
peated the question, until finally Ran- 
dolpb saide “Yea.” 

There was a momentary hush, fol- 
‘lowed by a murmur of suppressed ex- 
citement. 

Following up the Navigation syndi- 
cate transactions, Hughes referred to 
an item on the schedule of syndicate 
transactions under date of Dec. 380, 
1904, by which $800,000 of bonds were 
sold to J. P. Morgan & Co. of London, 
for $720,000. Randolph admitted that 
this was an outright sale, and the loss | 
of $80,000 wae charged off the profit 
and lose account. 

Mr. Hughes left the point and took 
up an association known as “Nylic” 
with the New York Life Insurance 
company. He got from the witness the | 
admission that op April 11, 1904, a sale i 
of $50,000 etock to “Nylic” was made. 
Of this association Perkins was a 
trustee and “Nylic” bought and sold 
stock for the benefit of the company. 

The usefuloese of the New York Se- 
ourity and Trust company to the New 
York Life came out when ft was testi- | 
fied that, while the insurance company 
was pot taking collaterat loans, it made ' 
@ practice of lending its money to the | 
trust company, who made the col- ’ 
lateral loans. 

Witness was then led through the 
change of the name of the trust com- 
pany and admitted that three accounts | 
with the old company were closed and | 
four opened with a new one. When 
the money was withdrawn from the | 
New York Security and Trust company 
# was deposited? with the First Na- 
tional bank. This admission was 
@licited from the witness after mucly 
pressure.

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UNCLE SAM'S RAILROAD 


Government Ownership Already 
Inaugurated In Panama. 


ALSO OWNS STEAMSHIP LINE. 


—_—_———— 


Experiment Very Successful Thus 
Far—Hinted That Steamship Line 
Up the Pacific Coast May Also Be 
Secured—Railway So Prosperous It 
Is to Be Double Tracked. 


All unnoticed and entirely unpre- 

meditated, probably, a direct test of 
the expediency of government owner- 
ship of public utilities was inaugurated 
by the purchase of the Panama rail- 
way and its subsidiary steamship line 
as collateral adjuncts of the govern- 
ment’s canal enterprise, says Leslie J. 
Perry, writing from Panama to the St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. Undeniably 
the railway Is economically inseparable 
from the canal in the constructive 
stage. This can hardly be held to be 
the case with the New York-Colon 
steamship line. Yet the government 
pertinaciously clings to the latter, and 
by purchase has recently added to the 
line two large and speedy ships at a 
cost of $1,350,000. 
It is only the spectator right here 
on the ground who can fully com- 
prehend the tremendous power the gov- 
ernment has taken into its hands by 
this incidental entry into the field of 
commerce. u 

This national ownership of a ridicu- 
lous little railroad only forty-seven 
miles long, remote as it is from the 
United States, makes the country in 
fact a powerful competitor of seven 
transcontinental railways, including 
the Canadian Pacific, having not less 
than 18,000 miles of main track. Their 
stocks and bonds are scattered in the 
hands of thousands of private Amer- 
ican citizens. For, ridiculously short 
as it is, the Panama railway, too, is a 
transcontinental line to a degree. It is 
true, as Mr. Bristow states in his re- 
cent report, that the “relation it sus- 
tains to commerce is different from 
that of any other transportation com- 
pany”—that is, with reference merely 
to the construction of the canal by 
government. Nevertheless it is direct 
and effective. As a common carrier, 
fixing rates the same as any other com- 
pany, its relations are not different in 
any other particular. 

The chief object in the purchase of 
both the railway and the steamship 
lines was the transportation of the 
canal freights, but anybody who fre- 
quents the Colon and Panama wharfs 
quickly observes that a very large pro- 
portion of the ship cargoes and railway 
freights are for private account. It is 
clear that financially the government 
has made a good thing by taking over 
these lines. They both pay a large 
return above the cost of maintenance, 
which will be much greater when the 
facilities for haudling the mass of 
freights offering are increased in ac- 
cordance with the liberal plans already 
being carried out. The purchase of the 
two steamers above mentioned is sig- 
nificant of the government's intentions 
in this regard as well as probable de- 
termination to permanently maintain 
its preseat siugle relation toward our 
transcontinental commerce as well as 
foreign commerce with the Pacific 
coast of South America. 

As for the Panama railway, it Is 
actually swamped with both passenger 
and freight traffic. It runs five passen- 
ger trains each way daily. Each looks 
like an excursion train, such a rush of 
passengers is there, both first and sec- 
ond class. The natives and canal em- 
ployees are great travelers. It is not 
unusual to see a dozen persons stand- 
ing in the coach aisle. 

Under the original Panama railroad 
company the fare from Aspinwall 
(Colon) to Panama was $25, gold. Just 
think of paying $25 railroad fare from 
Washington to Baltimore or New York 
to West Point! De Lesseps reduced 
the fare to $8, gold—still enough, in all 
conscience, for a forty-seven mile ride. 
Our commission promptly reduced this 
rate to $4, gold, and in May last to 
$2.40, or 5 cents per mile. The old 
rate of $25, and even $8, was pure rob- 
bery. The passenger had no recourse— 
there was no competing line. He could 
not get across the isthmus on an ox 
eart nor afoot. In addition, the pas- 
senger had to pay 2 cents per pound 
on his baggage, an onerous imposition 
still maintained. 

To date, then, government ownership 
works well. The administration evi- 
dently feels very complacent over the 
results thus far, although the nation’s 
going into trade was incidental to its 
paternal project of canal building for 
the benefit of mankind in general, “un- 
beknownst” to itself, as it were. But 
whether accidental or intentional, its 
transportation yenture pays well, and 
perhaps under the glowing impulse of 
success the administration may con- 
clude to go farther afield. 

In the Panama ratlroad a big club 
has been placed in the government's 
hands. It may choose to use it. Its 
commanding position as a transconti- 
nental line is undeniable. The Bris- 
tow report shows that the administra- 
tion fully appreciates its new power. 
Suppose the president should conclude 
to bring it into play in the threatened 
Struggle with the railroads over rates? 

Perhaps the energetic enlargement 
of the Panama road's capacity means 
‘Just that thing. It is to be double 
tracked, to have large additions to its 
rolling stock, and its terminal facilities 
are to be doubled. These improve- 
ments are already in progress. 

The purchase of the two New York- 
Colon ships jibes with the stories in 
the zone that the canal commission 
contemplates putting on a Pacfic line 
of steamers between Panama dnd Seat- 
tle, via San Franciace,

Fire Inspector Relates Stories 


Told by Boys. 


The cases of Dominica Frogoni, 
Thomas Mullany, Barry Gould, William 
O'Neil and Francis B.D. Young, for 
wilfully and maliciously burning the 
sheds of some person unknown on 
Canal street came up in the juvenile 
court this morning, 

Rosa Paraguas, the girl who it is al- 
leged put the boys up to setting the 
fires, and who disappeared when they 
were arrested, was also in court as a 


== | defendent. 


J. J. McAnarney appeared for the 
Frogoni boy, and Associate Judge Daley 
of Canton for the Paraguas girl. 

As the boys had all pleaded guilty 
their cases were heard first. 

Officer Murray testified to the arrest of 
the boys, and told of conversations with 
them. 

State Fire Inspector Charles F. Rice 
was then called. 

. He described the location of the build- 
ings. All of the boys had been before 
him separately, and told their stories 
under oath. 

The Young boy said Rosa gave him 
matches, and told him to set the front 
part of the shed. He went in the first 
time, but his courage failed him, He 
went in again, but did not touch off 
the fire. When he came out of the 
building Rosa asked him if he did it. 
He went in the third time, and lighted 
a fire. He ran away when he saw it 
burning, and pulled the alarm. This 
was on Saturduy; he @id it, boceuse 
Rosa told him to. 

On Sunday he helped set a fire in the 
blacksmith shop. The Frogoni, 
Mullaney, Gould and O'Neil boys were 
present. Mullaney got the kerosene 
oil, <O’Neil sprinkled it about, and 
Frogoni lighted the match. 
= The O'Neil boy’s story was that he 
went to the shed Sunday with Young, 
Frogani and Mullaney. Frogoni wanted 
to start the fire. I said I would go up 
with him. Mullaney got the oil and I 
sprinkled it. 

Gould said he went to the building 
with Young and Mullany on Saturday. 
We got a lot of paper and placed it un- 
der a window. Young lighted it and 
then ran away. 

The Frogoni boy said at the fire on 
Saturday that Rosa gave him the oil 
and he spread it about up stairs. He 
did it because Rosa asked us to set it 
again. I bought three cents worth of 
oil. Rosa gave me two cents towards 
the oil. Sunday, Rosa said, burn it up 

good this time. 

Mullaney gave the oil to O’Neil and 
we gathered old paper and put it under 
the shingles. O’Neil and I sprinkled 
the oil on the floor and I and Mullaney 
lighted a match and put it tothe paper. 

Mullaney said that Sunday, Rosa called 
Young and gave him matches to set the 
nearest shed. She asked me to get the 
oil. O’Neil sprinkled some of it. The 
Italian boy lit it with a match. 

The Paraguas girl’s case was then 
called. Counsel waived the reading 

and pleaded not guilty. Counsel then 
moved to quash as the complaint was 
not specific. 

A consultation followed, after which 
Rosa was held in $500 until Nov. 23. 
The boys’ cases were also continued 
until that date.

Maritime Captures May Be 
Made During Armistice 


PROTOCOL MADE PUBLIC 


No New Reinforcements to Be 
Despatched to Theatre of War 
--No Bombarding by Naval 
Forces of Belligerents 


London, Sept. 14.—The Japanese le- 
gation has given out the text of the 
Russo-Japanese armistice protocol, as 
follows: 

“First—A certain distance as a zone 
of demarcation shall be fixed between 
the fronts of the armies of the two 
powers in Manchuria as well as in 
the region of Tuman river, Korea. 

“Second—The naval forces of one of 
the belligerents shall not bombard ter- 
ritory belonging to or occupied by the 
other. 

“Third—Maritime captures will not 
be suspended by the armistice. 

“Fourth—During the term of the 
armistice new reinforcements shal not 
be dispatched to the theatre of war. 
Those which are already on their way 
there shall not be dispatched north of 
Mukden on the part of Japan, or south 
of Harbin on the part of Russia. 

“Pifth—The commands of the armies 
and fleets of the two powers shali de- 
termine in common accord the condi- 
tions of the armistice, in conformity 
with the provisions above enumerated. 

“Sixth—The two governments shall 
order their commanders immediately 
after the signature of the treaty of 
peace to put the protocol into execu- 
tion.”

Underwriters May Protest 

London, Sept. 14.—The announce- 
ment that by the terms of the Russo- 
Japanese armistice protocol maritime 
captures will not be suspended, bas 
created consternation at Lloyds, ow- 
ing to the fact that some insurances 
had recently been effected at “peace” 
rates. The underwriters may hold a 
meeting and send a protest to the Jap- 
anese government. 


No Anti-Foreign Sentiment 

Tokio, Sept. 14.—In its leader The 
Mainichi says: No trace of an anti- 
foreign sentiment exists even in the re- 
motest corner of the empire. Had the 
recent rising been even tinged with 
such a feeling why were the foreigners 
not attacked at the Imperial hotel, 
next door to the minister’s residence, 
which was the object of repeated 
attack during the rioting? There was 
ho attempt at any violence toward the 
guests of the hotel, who were permit- 
ted quiethy to observe the disturbance 
in the street. A slight injury suffered 
by an American citizen occurred in a 
street crowded with excited people 
and it was quite accidental.” 


: Yokohama Has a Riot 
Yokohama, Sept. 14.—A meeting held 
at a theatre here to protest against 
the terms of the peace treaty was 
followed by an anti-police demonstra- 
tion. Fourteen police boxes were 
burned, 87 policemen injured and two 
civilians severely hurt. Many arrests 
were made. Quiet has been restored. 


Results of Tokio Riots 

Tokio, Sept. 14—According to the 
Metropolitan police estimate of casual- 
ties during the recent rioting, 888 con- 
stables, 16 firemen and two soldiers 
were wounded. Among the mob and 
bystanders nine were killed and 487 
wounded. 


Suspended For Criticising Treaty 

Tokio, Sept. 14.—The government 
has ordered the suspension of three 
newspapers published respectively at 
Kofu, Miigata and Otaru for criticis- 
ing the peace treaty. 


What Anthracite Miners Want 

Mahanoy) City, Pa., Sept. 14.—Five 
thousand mine workers paraded here 
in honor of President Mitchell, who 
was given a rousing reception. Every 
colliery in the Mahanoy valley was 
closed, the 10,000 employes making a 
holiday of it. President Mitchell's 
speech declared that there would be 
no permanent or lasting peace in the 
hard coal industry until the union 
was recognized and the eight-hour day 
established.

April 26.— Japanese transport Kinshiu 
Maru, with 181 soldiers on board, sunk 
by Russian torpedo boats. 

May 1.—Battle of the Yalu fought; Japa- 
nese victorious, 

May 5.—Landing of second and third Jap- 
anese armies begun at Pitsewo and Kin- 
chow bay. 

May 7.—Fenghuancheng captured by the 
Japanese. 

May 15.—Japanese battleship Hatsuse 
sunk by a mine; Japanese cruiser Vo- 
shino sunk in collision. 

May 21-26.—Battles of Kinchow and Nan- 
shan hill fought. 

May 20.—Dalny occupied by the Japanese. 


June 1 and 2—Fourth Japanese army 
landed at Takushan. 
June 7.—Samaja captured by the Japa- 


nese.

American Citizen In Difficulty 


In Nicaragua 


MISSION FOR WARSHIP 


Will Convey Minister Merry to 
Point to Where To- 
bacco Man Is Imprisoned-- 


Nearest 


Miscarriage of Justice Feared 


Washington, Sept. 14—After con- 
Sultation between the state and navy 
departments it has been decided that 
& warship shall be sent to one of the 
Costa Rican ports to convey Amer- 
ican Minister Merry, at last accounts 
in San Jose, northward to the nearest 
point on the coast of Nicaragua or 
Honduras to the place where William 
8. Albers, an Amercan citizen, and his 
brotber are confined pending a trial 
on the charge of resisting legal pro- 
cess and of insulting the president of 
Nicaragua. 

The officials of the state and 
departments decline to make any 
statement whatever on this subject 
just now, but it is known that it has 
received serious attention and that the 
lack of information as to the exact 
nature of the offense charged against 
Albers and the possibility of his not 
baving a fair trial bave caused an 
effort to be made to get in closer touch 
with the prisoner. 

The gunboat Princeton, now at 
Panama, is the nearest warship to 
Oeotal, where Albers is imprisoned. 
But the last named town is 70 miles 
inland over a rough mountain range 
from the coast and the trail is not 
passable by any vehicle. Amapala, on 
the southern boundary of Honduras, 
appears to be the nearest point to 
Ocotol. 

An American of high character who 
has been traveling in Central America 
for the past few months engaged in 
scientific work has written a detailed 
account of the Albers case to friends in 
Baltimore, which has reached here. 
He states that he is entirely familiar 
with the case and reports as follows: 

“The Limon company, of which Al- 
bers is the manager, is located at Ja- 
lapa, near the border of Honduras. 
This corporation is engaged in gold 
and silver mining and in raising 
wheat and tobacco, and has made 
quite large investments in good faith. 

“It appears that in March, 1903, a 
company of armed men, led by one 
claiming to be a Heutenant in the 
Nicaraguan army, and alleging that 
they were sent by the government to- 
bacco syndicate, demanded of Albers 
that he permit them to enter and 
carry away his stock of tobacco un- 
der seizure. 

“Albers replied that he had no con- 
traband tobacco; that he obeyed the 
law; that he paid the government in 
full; that he held regular official rc 
ceipts for all tobacco in his stores. 
He furthermore said that the first 
map who tried to enter his door would 
be shot, but that he would permit the 
HMeutenant to go through with one 
man and inspect the tobaeco in order 
that his assertions might be proved. 
@his was done and no contraband to- 
bacco was found. 

“Following the search of the Limon 
company’s premises the executive at 
Managua, the capital of Nicaragua, is- 
sued a decree ordering that anyone 
holding tobacco in stock should obtain 
a permit and that should he fail to do 
this his tobacco would be confis- 
cated, whereupon several Americans 
holding tobacco applied for the permits 
and were refused them. 

“These American holders thereupon 
arranged to sell their tobacco to the 
syndicate, with the exception of Al- 
bers. But the treatment received from 
Albers, who had in his place American 
employes who could have enforced his 
threats if necessary, caused the syndi- 
cate managers to misrepresent and 
exaggerate the actions of Albers 
when they reported it to the president. 

“As a result charges of resistance 
to authority and violent abuse of the 
executive (which is a serious offense in 
many Latin-American countries) were 
made at the court of the district, sit- 
uated at Ocotol. Judicial warrants 
for arrests were issued and both the 
Albers were taken into custody at 
Jalapa, while peaceably walking the 
streets near their place of business. 
They were taken to Ocotol, where, as 
far as is now known to me, they are 
beld in custody pending the verdict of 
the court, which, it may be safely as- 
sumed, will convict them.”

Is There a More Beauti-|: 


ful Woodland? 


—_——_- 


Fine View of Hull Bay, Fore River 
and Three Towns. 


Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

Within fifteen minutes’ walk of City 
hall, and almost touched by two lines 
of electric cars, lies a beautiful bit of 
woodland in charge of our Park Com- 
missioners for the pleasure and benefit 
of all. So secretive, however, have 
those officials been that the writer bas 
failed so far to find any one who knows 
of this pleasure-ground, and two Sun- 
day afternoons spent there have shown 
only a scant half dozen visitors, if we 
omit the boys who pass through on 
their way to the enticiog swimming- 
pool at the old Sargent quarry (‘‘ Sar- 
gent’s ledge’’ we boys used to call it.) 

It is a great pity that this tract} 
should have been dubbed a ‘‘ park.” 
As ‘‘ Faxon’s Common’’ or the more 
irreverent ‘‘Jub’s Common’’ it was 
known by two generations, and a com- 
mon it.is still,:with all the attractions 
the word suggests. 

The best entrance if you are not 
afraid of a large, but apparently harm- 
less dog, is by the lane (don’t say 
‘*avenue’’ starting near the corner of 
Water street, and Quincy avenue. Why 
this lane was made winding instead of 
straight probably no one knows, but 
you are glad that it is so. 

At the bead of the lane stands the 
farm-house with it chimney as big as a 
room, the diminutive corn-barn, the 
generous barn and the one-time 
slaughter-house, all a century old, and 
to the left the little house where Henry 
H. Faxon and his older brother once 
made shoes by hand. An appearance 
of neglect and a glimpse of what lies 
beyond forbids much lingering here, 
and if you are not too stout you squeeze 
between the tall ash trees which guard 
the entrance and are within the confines 
of ‘*The Common.”

Strike out the second sentence of clause 5 of 
section 6, and insert in place thereof the follow- 
ing: 

“Drain pipes when laid below the cellar 
bottom shal! be of a grade known as extra heav 
cast iron pipe and fittings throughout their 
entire length. All changes in directions of 
drains when so laid, shall be made with a Y or 
long branch T Y with clean-out in end of Y. 
Drain pipes may be covered with the exception 
of a sufficient space left around the clean-outs 
at angles of drain, and at the main trap and Y at 
the wall of building which must be left ac- 
cessible with a space of at least eighteen inches 
wide and four feet in length measured from face 
of clean-outs in Y to inside face of wall or box. 
The spaces aroundjclean-outs may be built of 
wood, brick, stone or cement with removable 
covers of suitable material.”’ 

And after the second clause of section 7 the 
following clause: ‘In houses where the plumb- 
ing is already installed and there is a two inch 
ventilating pipe extending through the root of 
house, a two inch trap vent pipe may in the dis- 
cretion of the Board of Health be connected into 
it from an additional fixture, without being re- 
stricted to the limit provided for on new work.” 

Add at the end of section 7 the following 
clauses: ‘No ventilation is required from the 
trap of the highest fixture when the connection 
from a fixture to a round trap (4 inches or more 
in diameter) does not exceed three feet; and 
the connection from the trap to the vertical line 
of pipe (which extends through the roof) does 
not exceed two feet.” 

“The same applies to the highest connection 
of two fixtures when the connection with the 
vertical line of pipe extending through the roof 
is made with a double Y branch. This does not 
include a water closet and any other fixture.”’ 

“* No ventilation is required from the trap of/ 
a water closet when the connection of the same 
is the highest connection of any vertical line of 
pipe, 4 inches or more in diameter which ex- 
tends through the roof, and the branch con- 
nection from the soil pipe to the closet con- 
nection does not exceed two ieet.’” 

“The same applies to two closets when the 
connection with the soil pipe is made with a 
double Y branch.”’

Ship 141 Years Old. 


Speaking of the line of ships the 
other day, George F. Sproule, secretary 
of the board of port wardens, said 
about the oldest vessel he knows of is 
the True Love, which, if she is afloat 
today, is 141 years old. 

The True Love was built in Philadel- 
phia in 1764,and though she was only 96 
feet and 8 inches long, and of 26 feet 
beam, she was the largest ship that had 
been in these waters up to that time. 

She sailed from this port in 1765 and 
did not return until 1878, when she 
was 109 years old, She came in witha 
load of cryolite from Ivigtut, Green- 
land, 

Then she sailed again and was no 
longer heard of until discovered in 1899 
in the Thames river, England, where, 
shorn of her glory, she was and possi- 
bly is still doing service as a coal 
barge. 

There, was a proposal among ship- 
ping men here to purchase her and 
bring her over asa relic of bygone 
days and honest workmanship, but it 
never came to anything.—Philadelphia 
Record,

COLORADO LBTTER. 


Manitou, Colorado, 
Sept. 11, 1905. 
Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

If you will accept a few lines written 
with a pencil I will send them along. 

Friday morning, Sept. 8, we bid good 
bye.to Denver, where we had a fine 
parade and splendid time, for Colorado 
Springs and Manitou. The scenery 
along up was not much different than 
to Silver Flume, Mountains with rocky 
formations from the train looked like 
castles, blocks of stores or residences 
five or six stories high; clouds pass- 
ing over so low as to nearly touch the 
tops of the cars. 

We arrived here about noon. This is 
the most beautiful spot I have seen as 
yet. We are quartered in the Cliff 
House, Manitou, the largest house in 
the place having over three hundred 
guests: It is situated at the bottom of 
Pikes Peak, a beautiful grove in front, 
sulpbur springs at the left, soda springs 
directly iu front, and an iron spring at 
the right. Mountains in the rear and 
mountains in front apparently only a 
short distance away but many miles 
away. 

We had lunch then took carriages 
provided especially for our party and 
drove through the ‘‘Garden of the 
Gods.’’ One could not believe nature 
could do so much without seeing it, I 
will name some of the natural forma- 
tions of solid red rock ;—frog; baggage 
room, looked exactly like trunks piled 
up; mushroon park, hundreds of exact 
shape of mushroons; porcupine; old 
man’s wine cellar; barrels perfect; 
balance rock; old wash woman; turtle; 
Punch and Judy; kissing camels, buffalo 
head; sleepy Dutchman; sea lion; 
queen of the garden, color of her hair 
and dress show clearly ; eagle; idol; ele- 
phant; bear; seal and many more. One 
does not have to stretch his imagina- 
tion to see them perfectly. Saturday at 
8 o’clock we took cog cars for Pikes 
Peak. It is eight thousand feet above 
here. It is a most astonishing work of 
engineering skill. Engines with tend- 
ers raised 16 per cent to bring the boil- 
er level when going up, and tbe grade 
is 25 per cent in some places, 

When within two miles of the peak 
we rau into snow storm. The con- 
ductor announced two miles more to 
the top and two thousand feet to rise, 
When we got to the top we found the 
snow quiet deep and snow-ball matches 
were in order for awhile, until the 
hands got cold. The views from the 
top were beyond my pen (pencil) to de- 
scribe, We were very fortunate in hay- 
ing a clear sun, which, shinning upon 
the clouds below made a beautiful sight. 

At the very peak there was one grave, 
on the headboard is: Erected to Edith 
O’Keefe, daughter of John and Nora 
O’Keefe, who was eaten by mountain 
rats in 1876. 

Sunday, at8 A. M., took cars for 
Cripple Creek. I thought I had seen 
the best to be seen going to the George- 
town loop and Silver Flume, but it was 
not to be compared with the trip to 
Cripple Creek. The distance in a 
straight line is eighteen miles, but by 
rail as we went, it is forty-five miles, 
around and around mountains and over 
valleys, a rise of over five thousand 
feet taking over four hours to climb; 
then we descended to Cripple Creek. 
When we came in view of the city we 
were over one thousand feet above. 
The city looked like a pasture of cattle. 
After getting to tbe city we took trol- 
leys and went twenty-two miles among 
the gold and silver mines. Saw the first 
gold mine discovered, when they could 
shovel up the earth fromthe top of the 
land and it would pay forty dollars per 
ton. Small mills are now working the 
refuse from that and are making good 
pay. 

Arrived back at our hotel at 8, having 
been away twelve hours on pleasure.

CITY OF QUINCY. 
BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The attention of all owners of Stables in this 
city is called to Revised Laws, Chap. 102, Sec 
tions 69—72 inclusive.» All licenses issued un- 
der above Laws shall be subject to the follow- 
ing rules. 

(a) The erection of all stables shall begin 
within ninety days from date of application, 
otherwise said license is null and void. 

(b) All manure shall be kept in a separate pit 
or receptacle made for that purpose, properly 
covered, and in no case is to exceed two (2) 
cords in amount. 

(c) When such pit or receptacle is situated 
under the buildiag, it shall be ventilated by a 
suitable shaft. 

(d) Thesccumulation and storage of manure 
outside of such pit or receptacle is prohibited. 

(e) In every case the ventilation and drain- 

¢ shall be to the gatisfaction of the Board of 

ealth. 

f) No building now or hereafter used as a 
stable shall be enlarged or alterations made 
without a special permit from the Board of 
Health. 

(g) Theligense may be revoked by the Board 
of Health whenever in its judgment, the 
health and comfort of the people residiog in 
the vicinity of said stable, may require it.

GENERAL SORROW 


Bostonians Feel Loss of Pop- 
ular Mayor Collins 


DEATH WAS UNEXPECTED 


Occurred While He Was on His 
Vacation at Hot Springs--Bos- 
ton’s Foremost Irishman and 
Recipient of Many Favors 


Boston, Sept. 15.—The arrangements 
for the funeral of Mayor Patrick A. 
Collins, who died suddenly at Hot 
Springs, Va., yesterday, have not been 
completed. It is expected that the fu- 
neral will be held on Monday or Tues- 
day of next week at the Cathedral of 
the Holy Oross, the largest Roman 
Catholic edifice in the city. 

The death of Collins caused general 
sorrow among all classes of citizens, 
especially among Boston business 
men, many of whom, regardless of 
party affiliations, supported him in his 
campaigns for chief magistrate. 

Among the numerous tributes to his 
worth as a citizen and public map 
were expressions from former Presi- 
dent Grover Cleveland, under whom 
Colling was consul general at London, 
Richard Olney, secretary of state un- 
der Oleveland, former Secretary of 
the Navy Long, Governor Douglas, 
William Redmond, M. P., and other 
prominent men. 

Fiags are half masted throughout 
the city and yesterday afternoon, over 
the fire alarm system, 61 blows were 
struck, one for each year of Collins’ 
life. The body will arrive in Boston 
at 7:30 a. m. tomorrow. 

Daniel A. Whelton, chairman of the 
board of aldermen, will act as Collins’ 
successor, and will probably hold the 
office until the close of the year. 

Mayor Collins left Boston for Hot 
Springs, Va., on Sept. 5, for the pur- 
pose of taking a three or four weeks’ 
respite from his work. He was not 
ill at the time; in fact, he was feel- 
ing better than he had for a long 
while, but still he felt as if he needed 
a rest. It had been his custom for 
some time to visit the Hot Springs, 
Va., and he selected that place for 
what proved to be bis last vacation. 

Mayor Collins was without doubt 
the foremost Irishman in Boston, and 
for years he had been the recipient of 
many honors at their hands. Four 
years ago he was elected mayor by 
defeating Thomas N. Hart for re-elec- 
tion, and two years ago he was re 
elected by the biggest plurality ever 
given a Democratic mayor. His oppo 
nent was George N. Swallow, and the 
latter was defeated by something 
over 86,000 votes. By many it was 
the opinion that Mayor Collins would 
have been a candidate for a third term 
this fall, and it was generally under- 
stood that the final amnouncement of 
the mayor’s position was to be made 
public after his return from the south. 


Mayor Collina died suddenly from 
hemorrhage of the stomach. Only his 
son Paul and physicians were with 
him in his apartments at the Home- 
stead hotel when death came. Mr. 
Collins was stricken shortly after 9 
o'clock in the morning, while writing 
in his room. Life ebbed swiftly, and 
at 10:15 the end came. He was con- 
scious to the end, but unable to speak, 
although he tried several times to do 
so. 

Patrick A. Collins was a native of 
Fermoy, County Cork, Ireland. He 
was born there on March 12, 1844, and 
he came to the United States witb his 
parents when 4 years oki. They 
settled in Chelsea, Mass., where Col- 
lins attended the public schools. Af- 
ter leaving school he worked for eight 
years in the upholstery business. 
During his leisure hours be was an 
ardent student, and read many books 
on the lives of great mem 

He also found time to read law 
books, and when 24 years of age en- 
tered the Harvard law school. He was 
admitted to the Suffolk bar in the 
city of Boston in 1871, and practised 
continually, when not in office, until 
the time of his death. 

He was a member of the house of 
representatives in 1868 and 1869 and 
served as a state senator in the fol- 
lowing two years. In 1875 he was 
judge advocate general of the com- 
monwealth. In 1876 he was elected 
delegate-at-large from Massachusetts 
to the Democratic national convention, 
In the two conventions of 1880 and 
1888 he was again elected, and on the 
latter occasion was elected president 
of the convention. 

He was elected to congress three 
times, the first term beginning in 1882. 

As far back as 1865 he was one of 
the secretaries of the Fenian con- 
gress held in Philadelphia. He has 
been an active member of the Land

Bay State Prohibitionists Put 
Full Ticket In the Field 

Boston, Sept. 15.—At the state con- 
vention of the Prohibition party held 
here the following state ticket wes 
nominated: 

For governor, W. O. Wylie of Bev- 
erly; lieutenant governor, J. H. Smith 
of Dalton; secretary of state, J. S. 
Lewis of Stoughton; treasurer and re- 
ceiver general, C. B. Albro of Milford; 
auditor general, H. B. Griffin of Bos- 
ton; attorney general, Allen Coffin of 
Nantucket. 

The platform adopted reiterates the 
party’s position on the liquor ques- 
tion and declares that high license in 
Massachusetts has failed to restrict 
drunkenness; deplores the unwilling- 
ness of women to assume the duties 
of citizenship; favors some form of in- 
itiative and referendum; advocates the 
popular election of United States 
senators; would have life insurance 
companies placed under government 
control; favors the maintenance of an 
American merchant marine; demands 
a law which shall exclude with equal 
impartiality undesirable immigrants, 
and favors the policy of reciprocity 
and tariff revision. 


Was Unconscious Two Months 

Lenox, Mass., Sept. 15.—Miss Ethel 
B. Cram of New York, aged 35, died 
just before midnight last night at 
her mother’s summer home at High- 
wood, after iying for two months in 
an unconscious condition with a frac- 
tured skull received on July 18 last 
from a kick by a pony. Although 
some of the most eminent physicians 
in the country attempted to relieve 
her, Miss Cram never spoke after re- 
ceiving the blow. Within the past 
few days cerebro meningitis set in. 


Vessels Roughly Handled 

Boston, Sept. 15.—With the sudden- 
ness of a monsoon in the Indian 
ocean, a heavy northeast windstorm 
struck the coast, and particularly 
Massachusetts bay, Wednesday night, 
and continuing through yesterday 
placed a sudden damper upon the 
movements of vessels coming around 
Cape Cod from either direction.

Some vessels were badly bat- 
tered by the storm. 


Skull Sracked by Overhead Bridge 

Providence, Sept. 15.—George W. 
Burns of New York died at the Rhode 
Island hospital early this morning as 
a result of injuries sustained at Mid- 
way Junction, Conn., while stealing a 
ride on top of a freight car. A frac- 
tured skull was the cause of death. 
Burns is the second victim of the 


accident, John Kincaid, one of his 
companions on the roof of the car, 
having previously died. The men 


were struck by an overhead bridge. 


Weavers Rejoin Textile Council 

Fall River, Mass., Sept. 15.—The 
Weavers’ union, after holding aloof 
from the central body of the mill op- 
eratives, the Textile Council, since 
their withdrawal four years ago, voted 
last night to rejoin the council. This 
action will give them a vote in the 
request for a consideration of the wage 
question. The weavers broke away 
from the council owing to a disagree- 
ment over the demand for an increase 
in wages and a threatened strike. 


Counterfeiting Outfit Seized 

Boston, Sept. 15.—Police officers ar- 
rested Solomon Fine, a Russian, 38 
years of age, who is said to have 
been passing spurious coins. The 
police then searched his room on Bow- 
doin street and there placed under ar- 
rest Mabel Fine, wife of Solomon, 
and Daniel Morrison, aged 18. The po- 
lice also seized a counterfeiting out- 
fit and a number of 25 and 60-cent 
coins. The prisoners will be delivered 
to the federal! authorities. 


Smashup on Race Track 

Clinton, Mass., Sept. 15.—At the 
Clinton fair, in the 2:24 pace, Dan J, 
driven by Dana Pratt. was well to 
the front when the sulky wheel col- 
dapsed and both horse and driver were 
thrown. Pratt was dragged 50 feet 
before the horse finally went down, 
and, although the man was pinned un- 
der the animal, he escaped without a 
scratch.

PLUMBING ORDINANCE, 


City of Quincy, 
In CouncrL, May 29, 1905. 


RDERED: - That Ordinance No. 36, an 
O ordinance regulating plumbing, be amend- 
ed as follows: 

Add at the end of clause 3 of section 7 the 
following: ‘‘In work of this description no 
running trap with clean out will be required in 
the drain pipe at a point near or where it leaves 
the building,’’ (as provided for in section 6.) 


Strike out the whole of clause 4 of section 6, 
beginning with the words ‘‘all branches of soil 
ipe”’ and insert in place thereof the following: 
** All branch soil or drain pipes four inches or 
arger in diameter, fifteen feet or more in length 
and used for the drainage of a water closet or 
closets shall be continued through or above the 
root of a building undiminished in size. A 
ventilating pipe four inches in diameter from a 
five-inch drain or soil pipe will be of sufficient 
size. Two or more soil pipes may be connected 
together, provided said connections are made 
above highest fixture on that line of pipe.” 


Strike ovt the second sentence of clause 5 of 
section 6, and insert in place thereof the follow- 
ing: 

“Drain pipes when laid below the cellar 
bottom shal! be of a grade known as extra heav 
cast iron pipe and fittings throughout their 
entire length. All changes in directions of 
drains when so lsid, shall be made with a Y or 
long branch T Y with clean-out in end of Y. 
Drain pipes may be covered with the exception 
of a sufficient space left around the clean-outs 
at angles of drain, and at the main trap and Y at 
the wall of building which must be left ac- 
cessible with a space of at least eighteen inches 
wide and four feet in length measured from face 
of clean-outs in Y to inside face of wall or box. 
The spaces aroundjclean-outs may be built of 
wood, brick, stone or cement with removable 
covers of suitable material.’’ 


And after the second clause of section 7 the 
following clause: *‘In houses where the plumb- 
ing is already installed and there is a two inch 
ventilating pipe extending through the root of 
house, a two inch trap vent pipe may in the dis- 
cretion of the Board of Health be connected into 
it from an additional fixture, without being re- 
stricted to the limit provided for on new work.”’ 


Add at the end of section 7 the following 
clauses: “No ventilation is required from the 
trap of the highest fixture when the connection 
from a fixture to a round trap (4 inches or more 
in diameter) does not exceed three feet; and 
the connection from the trap to the vertical line 
of pipe (which extends through the roof) does 
not exceed two feet.”” 

‘“‘Tho same applies to the highest connection 
of two fixtures when the connection with the 
vertical line of pipe extending through the roof 
is made with a double Y branch. This does not 
include a water closet and any other fixture.” 

‘No ventilation is required from the trap of 
a water closet when the connection of the same 
is the highest connection of any vertical line of 
pipe, 4 inches or more in diameter which ex- 
tends through the roof, and the branch con- 
nection from the soil pipe to the closet con- 
nection does not exceed two feet.’’ 

“The same applies to two closets when the 
connection with the soil pipe is made with a 
double Y branch.”’

SYNDICATE DEALS 


Further Light Shed on Insur- 


ance Company’s Methods 


A $1,120,000 PURCHASE 


Not Only Yielded More Than 
That Amount In Dividends, 
but Realized a Profit--Mutual 
Life Treasurer Gives Testimony 


New York, Spt. 15.—When the spe- 
cla] legislative committee probing life 
insurance companies‘ methods adjourn- 
ed yesterday Chief Counsel Hughes 
had finished for the present the exam- 
ination into the Mutual Life Insurance 
company, and the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance company was started on 
when Silas D. Dutcher, a director and 
& member of the finance committee, 
was called to the stand. 

Mr. Dutcher was questioned regard- 
ing the securities held by the Metro- 
politan and as to the syndicate opera- 
tions of his company. He was asked 
the salaries of the company’s officers, 
but could not remember them. He 
will present the List of officers’ salaries 
to the committee later. Dutcher was 
still on the stand when the commit- 
tee adjourned. 

Earlier in the day Treasurer Crom- 
well had taken the stand to continue 
his explanations of the Mutual Life’s 
syndicate operations. In explaining 
the relations of the Mutua! with trust 
companies, Cromwell stated the fact 
that on the purchase of $1,120,000 
worth of the shares of the Title Guaran- 
tee and Trust company the Mutua! had 
received in dividends $1,220,000, mak- 
ing these shares cost nothing and 
realizing a profit. Cromwell stated 
these shares were now selling at over 
600. 
On the advantage of dealing 
through syndicates in preference to 
buying railroad bonds direct, Cromwell 
said he bad actually tried to buy bonds 
directly from a railroad company. He 
went to his friend, Stuyvesant Fish, 
president of the Illinois Central rail- 
road. 

“Mr. Fish told me he could not af- 
ford to sell bonds to the Mutual,” he 
said. 

“Then the truth is that the railroads 
must stand in with the bankers in 
order to sell their securities and the 
insurance companies must stand in 
with the bankers in order to buy at 
low prices?” Hughes asked. 

“Exactly.” 

“The bankers control the situation?’ 

“No doubt about that.” 

Mr. Hughes asked how the increases 


or decreases of bank balances were 
controlled? “I control them,” said 
Cromwell. 

He recalled that in one instance 


he added $1,000,000 to the deposits in 
the Guaranty Trust company, because 
the trust company needed the money 
He could not 
remember what was the special con- 
tingency, but he promised to look up 
the records and disclose it. This case, 
he said, was in no wise unusual. 
Hughes asked if nobody else had a 
word to say about increasing a de 
posit. 


“No, I do it,” was the answer. “I 
take the responsibility.” 
Mr. Oromwell said that the com- 


pany’s business could not be conducted 
effectively unless some one had the 
power to regulate the deposits. But 
finally, he added, the finance commit- 
tee must approve all his actions, for 
all the bank balances were scrutinized 
by the committee every week. His 
own power of regulation, therefore, 
Was temporary, and anything he might 
do could be revoked within a week. 
“The advertising, printing, station- 
ery and postage accounts of the Mu- 
tual is $1,134,883.76; of the New York 
Life it is $851,284.68; for the Equit- 


able $772,645.50. Can you explain 
these very large amounts?” 
“I know nothing about it. Current 


expenses of the Mutual are under a 
special committee.” 

“Is the same true of the legal ex- 
penses to the sum of $364,254?” 


“I have nothing to do with it. It 
would be under the law department.” 
“You have an account with the 


American Exchange bank?” 

“We have had it for nearly a genera- 
tion.” 

“You do not receive any interest?” 

“None whatever; its president is one 
of our trustees and he tells us frank- 
ly if we want interest we must go 
elsewhere, but we have not thought 
it gracious to close our account.” 

It was at this point that Dutcher 
wag called. While his testimony de- 
veloped nothing of a startling or sensa- 
tional nature, several statements made 
by the witness were of passing interest. 
One of these was that the company 
had no treasurer, the cashier acting in 
that capacity. 


Situation Decidedly Strained 

London, Sept. 15.—Reports received 
from Copenhagen say that some of the 
powers are intervening to secure a 
peaceful settlement of the difficulties 
betwen Swden and Norway. Both the 
Swedish and Norwegian papers regard 
the crisis as acute, but it is not be 
lieved that the situation will end in 
War. 


Negroes May Ride In Autos

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HELD IN $20,000 


A Prominent Boston Man Is 
Charged With Forgery 


ABOUT $75,000 INVOLVED 


Broker and Club Man Said to 
Have Raised Railroad Certifi- 
cates--Trouble Came When He 
Began to Speculate 


Boston, Sept. 15.—Harry C. Brown, 
&@ stock broker of this city and a well 
known resident of Brookline, was ar- 
rested by inspectors from the Boston 
bureau of criminal investigation on a 
charge of forgery. According to Cilef 
Inspector Watts, numerous trust com- 


panies, other corporations and indi- 
viduals claim to have lost $75,000 
through transactions with Brown. 

The charges upon which the broker 
was taken into custody were those of 
raising two certificates, each repre- 
senting one share of the Boston and 
Albany Railroad) company, to 20 
shares, and using the certificates as 
security on notes, upon which Brown 
is alleged to have obtained $8000 
from the Washington Trust company. 

The complainant states that on June 
19 a certificate, raised from one share 
to 20 shares, was deposited at the 
Washington Trust company as security 
and that Brown obtained $4000. It is 
also alleged that $4000 was paid by the 
Trust company to the broker on a sim- 
ilar certificate on April 28 last. 

Bail 4vas first fixed at $8000, but in 
view of other charges pending the offi- 
cials raised the amount to. $20,000. 
Brown has a mother and brother in 
Webster, and they came to the city 
last night and prepared to furnish 
bonds for $8000. When they learned 
that the bail had been increased they 
reluctantly left police headquarters 
and the accused man remained locked 
up over night. 

Brown has a wife and two sons. The 
police say that he has been doing a 
profitable business as a stock broker. 
His trouble came when he began to 
speculate. Then he was forced to 
raise money. 

Chief Watts is still investigating 
the charges which have been made 
against Brown, and it is said further 
developments are expected. Brown is 
45 years of age, and resides at 380 
Naples road, in the fashionable sec- 
tion. He is a member of several clubs. 

Brown was arrested in his office at 
the Ames bullding, where he has been 
doing business for many years. 

When told of his arrest he turned 
pale and buried his head in his hands. 
He quickly recovered and told the in- 
spectors he was ready. With bowed 
head he walked to police headquarters. 

Chief Watts said he was the most 
surprised man in Boston when he 
learned of the complaint. He said he 
knew Brown for many years and con- 
sidered him a man of excellent charac- 
ter and business ability.

Boston, Sept. 15.—A. H. Kirkland, 
state superintendent for suppressing 
the gypsy and browntall moths, has 
issued a circular to property owners 
and fruit growers suggesting that 
property owners keep themselves in- 
formed of the appearance of gypsy 
moth egg-clusters in their districts.

Another Version of Trouble of 
American In Nicaragua 

Washington, Sept, 15.—‘William 8. 
Albers refused to pay a proper tax 
upon tobacco raised by him. He began 
to arm his laborers and raised the 
American flag on his house, at the 
same time threatening trouble if any 
attempt were made to forcibly collect 
the tax. All these acts formed the 
cause for his arrest.” Such is the 
statement made by L. F. Corea, minis- 
ter of Nicaragua, in explanation of the 
arrest of Albers, which has caused 
the United States to send a warship to 
demand Albers’ release. 

He further said that an exequator 
was issued to American Consul Don- 
aldson by the Nicaraguan government, 
because Donaldson, in handling the 
Albers matter, wrote a _ threatening 
letter to President Zelaya. Donald- 
son, says Oorea, wrote practically an 
ultimatum, stating that if Albers were 
not released he (Donaldson) “could not 
be held responsible for the results.” 

Minister Corea asserts that the 
proper way would have been for Don- 
aldson to take up the Albers matter 
through Minister Merry, and Corea 
affirms that, had this been done, no 
cause for the difficulty with Donaldson 
would have arisen. 


Fast Motor Car For Raliroad 

Omaha, Sept. 15.—The Union Pa- 
cific railway has given a practical test 
of.a motor car built by that company 
for actual service. The car ran from 
Omaha to Valley, Neb., and return, 
earrying 57 persons, mostly railway 
officers, reaching a maximum speed of 
52 miles an hour. The return trip 
was made, in six minutes less time 
than is taken by the Union Pacific’s 
best train. The test was successful. 
The car is built entirely of steel, and 
is equipped with every modern con- 
venience.

Conttibution of New York Life 
to Republican Campaign 


MADE OTHER PAYMENTS

Frank Admission of Vice Presi- 
dént Perkins, Who Also Acted 
as Oflicer For Morgan & Co-- 
“Follows His Conscience” 

New York, Sept. 16.—George W. 
Perkins, member of the firm J. 
P. Morgan & Co., and first vice presi- 
dent of the New York Life Insurance 
company, was the star witness at 
Friday’s session of the special legisla- 
tive committee which is probing the 
methods of life insurance companies 
in this state, and his testimony was 
replete with revelations in the develop- 
ment of finance as applied by insur- 
ance companies. 

The climax of the day came when 
Perkins was asked concerning an 
entry of $48,702 in a l@dger, marked 
“ordered paid by the president.” 
Randolph, the treasurer of the New 
York Life company, who had been on 
the stand earlier in the day, had been 
sharply questioned as to the purport 


of 


of this entry, but he was ufiable to! 
explain it. He thought no one but 


the president could. Perkins had been 
called to testify as to some other 
transactions and after the recess he 
was asked to produce the check. It 
Was made out payable to J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. and Perkins frankly stated 
that it was a contribution to the na- 
tional Republican campaign committee 


and had been paid to Cornelius N. 
sliss. Perkins said: 


“This payment was made after very 
careful deliberation. It was paid be- 
cause we felt that the assets of the 
New York Life Insurance company 


would be jeopardized by Democratic | 


success.” 

Mr. Perkins said contributions were 
also made in 1900 and 1896. As an 
illustration witness said the first con- 
tribution made was in 1896 by Presi- 
dent McCall, who isa Democrat. “He 
contributed to the McKinley campaign 
fund,” he said, “ and voted for Mc- 
Kinley because he felt it was in the 
best interests of the policyholders of 
his company.” 

This bomb, in exploding, created a 
stir in the densely packed room. 
Pursuing the check inquiry further, 
Mr. Hughes brought out that this ex- 
penditure was never brought to the 
attention of the finance committee, 
the witness terming it a “purely ex- 


ecutive action.” It was charged 
against cash on the books of the 
Hanover bank office, or financial de- 
partment.

LARGE MILL BURNED 


Early Morning Fire Destroys 
Wool Company’s Property 

Lowell, Mass., Sept. 16.—Fire which 
started at the plant of the American 
Woolen company in the village of Col- 
linsyille, five miles from Lowell, at 
| 12:30 o'clock this morning, destroyed a 
large five-story brick mill and threat- 
| ened the other property of the com- 
pany. 

The fire was first noticed on the 
second floor of the mill by one of the 
| watchmen employed by the corpora- 
| tion, who says the flames first ap- 
| peared above a quantity of shoddy, in- 
dicating that they had origin probably 
from spontaneous combustion. There 
is no fire department in the village, 
but the corporation owned several lines 
of hose and these were brought into 
use by villagers who were hurriedly 
aroused by the watchman. Attempts 
were made to subdue the fire, but they 
were ineffectual and the flames soon 
| Spread to all parts of the high build- 
ing. 

A call was sent to Lowell asking 
that the fire department of this city 
Send aid. Four pieces of apparatus 
| were dispatched to the scene, but by 
the time they reached the fire the 
roof and one wall of the mill in which 
the flames originated had collapsed. 
The firemen then gave their attention 
‘to the other mills. which were in 
great danger. 

The burned mill was a comparatively 
|}new structure and was used for 
| scouring and drying wool, one of the 
| first processes in the manufacture of 
ieloth. The Collinsville plant, which is 
one of the 28 throughout New Eng- 
land and New York state owned by 
the American Woolen company, is the 
only industry in the place, and it is 
; expected that several hundred hands 
; will be idle some time. The loss will 
be heavy.

precautions to prevent scattering of the 
moth eggs. A few ounces of creosote 
will destroy millions of eggs, and the 
important thing now is to have the 
right work doue in the right way.

THE DAY NURSERY 


Lie of the August Visitor at 
the House. 


It was my fortune to be appointed 
Day Nursery visitor for August, and 
for the benefit of those equally interest- 
ed, but unable to call often at the 
Nursery I offer the following notes. 

Made seven visits in all, and each 
time found the children’happily employ- 
ed at the sand-box in the yard, with 
their amusements in the play-room, or 
eating their simple dinner. . The sand- 
box was ordered by Mr. Julius John~ 
son and delivered by him with the bill 
receipted. It would certainly be grati- 
fying to him if he could see how con- 
tinually his gift is enjoyed. The brok- 
en rocking-horse, chair and rocker were 
mended free of charge by Mr. Henry E. 
Emerson and the children are once 
more happily playing with them. Twice 
I went through the house from attic to 
cellar, and while the quarters are not 
altogether satisfactory, yet everything 
is made the best of, and will probably 
be occupied during the following winter 
being in some ways better [adapted to 
winter than to summer quarters. 

Proyision is made for getting chil- 
dren in the vicinity of the square to 
and from the nursery daily, and anyone 
having or knowing of children needing 
the nursery care have only to notify the 
matron or any of the association mem- 
bers. There are several things needed 
at the nursery, and knowing by ex- 
perience how readily the needs are 
met as soon as made known, I madea 
list of them for my report. Two crib 
mattresses are needed very much for 
winter use. 

Those which have served though the 
summer being too thin for cold weather. 
A good looking-glass or dresser with 
mirror is much needed in the matron’s 
room, The matron for the past year 
having put uy with much inconvenience 
for lack of these necessaries. For the 
children’s play room a couple of boxes 
with hinged covers would be of great 
use to hold playthings when not in 
use, and for seats during the day.

Points of Interest. 


Quincy will soon be as famous for 
pilgrimages as Plymouth and Concord, 
as parties come now almost daily. 
Surely there are many historic spots 
of National interest, and enterprises 
which are novel to many. A brief list 
is given below. 


BIRTHPLACES OF PRESIDENTS. 

Birthplace of John Adams, the first Vice Pres- 
dent and second President of the United States, 
Franklin street, Quincy Adams; house built in 
1681 and restored in 1897 by Adams Chapter, 
Daughters of the Revolution. Open to public. 
Small fee asked. 

Birthplace of John Quincy Adams, the sixth 
President of the United States, junction of 
Franklin street, Presidents road and Indepen- 
dence avenue. Built 1716, restored 1896 by 
the Quincy Historical Society. Open to public 
afternoons from 2 to 5 Admission charged. 

JOHN HANCOCK BIRTHPLACE. 

Adams street, junction of Dimmock and Han- 
cock streets. A bronze tablet has been placed 
by the City of Quincy on Adams Academy to 
mark the place where the house stood in which 
the patriot John Hancock, the bold signer of 
the Declaration of Independence, was born. 


MYLES STANDISH CAIRN. 


Squantum heights, erected in 1895 by the 
Daughters of the Revolution, of Massachusetts, 
in memory of Captain Myles Standish ‘and his 
men of Plymouth Colony, who landed here 
Sept. 30, 1621, guided by the indian Tisquan- 
tum. 

ABIGAIL ADAMS CAIRN. 

Penns hill, erected June 17, 1896, by Adams 
Chapter, Daughters of jthe Revolution, to the 
memory of Abigail Adums, who with her son, 
John Quincy, from the spot watched the smoke 
of battle at Bunker Hill. Cairn composed of 
many historic stones, the corner stone being 
part of oid sleeper of first railroad in United 
States which ran from Quincy quarries to tide 
water, Neponset river. 


BURIAL PLACE OF PRESIDENTS 
ADAMS. 

First Congregational Church (Unitarian) 
Quincy centre. In auditorium each side of high 
pulpit, are mural monumerts, to the memory 
of John Adams, the second president, and John 
Quincy Adams, the sixth president of the United 
States, and their wives. In cellar is old town 
hearse, also box in which was brought from 
Washington the body of John Quincy Adams 
At extreme end, under front steps are the vaults 
of the presidents, a massive stone door closing 
the entrance. Admission may be secured on 
application to W. E. Dewhurst, sexton, 3 Maple 
Place, or to the office of L. S. Anderson, treas- 
urer, 9 Savings Bank building, whose office 
hours are8a.mM.tol2mM.and2to5 p.m. A 
fee is asked ior attendance, etc. 


DOROTHY Q. HOUSE. 

Hancock street, corner Butler road, Quincy. 
Old Quincy homestead in which Dorothy Q was 
born. Owned by the Massachusetts Society of 
Colonial Dames. Has quaint old paper on 
parlor put on for wedding of John Hancock 
and Dorothy Quincy; also secret chamber and 
other interesting features. Open free to the 
public on Saturdays, from 11 A. M. until 4 
P. M. 

HANCOCK CEMETERY. 

Hancock street, across from First Church. 
Many old stones, among the oldest that of Rev. 
John Hancock, father of the Patriot, who died 
May 7, 1744. Was fifth minister of First 
Church. 

PRESIDENTS ADAMS MANSION. 

Adams street, corner Newport ayenue, 
Quincy. Residence of President John Adams 
and contains many family relics. Occupied by 
descendants. Not open to public. 


PRESIDENTS LANE. 
Now Goffe street. leading from Adams street, 
near Mansion. Opened by John; Adams to 
drive his cows to pasture. 


SQUAW ROCK. 
Pile of rock, on which is a perfect head!ot a 
squaw, frequently mentioned in early Squantum 
history. Near by is also Sachem’s Knoll. 


MYLES STANDISH SPRING. 


On the beach to the left and back of Squan- 
tum Inn. Spring of fresh cold water, where 
Standish and his party breakfasted and thence 
started to explore the country around Boston 
Bay. 


Many other points of interest might 
be mentioned: Thomas Crane Memo- 
rial Hall which is the public library 
building; Merrymount, the home of 
Mrs. John rk Adams, where 
Morton erected his famous May pole in 
1626; the soldiers’ monument at Mount 
Wollaston cemetery with its tablets; the 
famous Quincy granite quarries, many 
of great depth; the granite yards where 
monuments and statuary are being cut, 
and the polishing mills where’ granite 
is polished. Also the plant of the Fore 
River Sbipbuilding Company where 
warships are being built=tor ; the 
government. 


BURNED TO ASHES 


Seven Lives Lost In Fire In 8 


Connecticut Factory 


CAUSED BY AN EXPLOSION 


Eleven Are Seriously Injured, 
Two Probably Fatally--Town 
Had No Fire Department to 
Cope With Fiames 


Ayon, Conn., Sept. 16.—The explo- 
sion of a fuse, followed by a fire in a 
building of the Climax Fuse company 
here, caused a panic and resulted in 
the death of seven persons and in- 
juries that doubtless will prove fatal 
to several others. 

There was no way of coping with 
the flames, and in less than an hour 
after the explosion occurred those who 
were unable to escape were in the 
clutches of a fire that eventually 
burned their bodies to ashes. The 
great crowd that collected in the ham- 
let saw the bodies of men and women 
roasting in the fire and were power- 
less to even check the flames. 

The list of dead follows: William 
Burke, James Joyce, Robert McCarthy, 
James Wallace, Molly McCarthy, Miss 
J. Sullivan and Mrs. M. B. Tucker. 

Of the 11 seriously injured Charles 
Dimmock and Mrs. William Burke will 
probably die. Mrs. Burke is the wife 
of William Burke, who is numbered 
among the dead, and had been em- 
ployed in the factory but a few days. 

The exact cause of the explosion 
may never be known, but it is the ac- 
cepted theory here that in an effort 
to burn out a stoppage in one of the 
machines James Joyce caused an ex- 
plosion of a fuse with the hot iron 
he held in his hand. Those who were 
in the room where the explosion oc- 
curred and who came out of the place 
in a condition to tell about it say 
that the explosion was not a severe 
one and ordinarily would not have 
caused a panic. 

Inflammable material nearby, how- 
ever, was set on fire and in a few 
moments the room was a mass of 
flames. In an instant there was a 
mad rush for the doors and windows 
and during the scramble many were 
pushed back into the building, while 
others were severely burned. 

The explosion took place on the 
ground floor of the older buildings in 
the factory group, in the finishing 
room, and about 20 persons were em- 
ployed there. There were but 60 
hands at work in the entire plant. 
Some of the dead may have been over- 
come by smoke before they had a 
chance to flee and it is improbable 
that any one of the seven victims lost 
his life by the force of the explosion. 

The scene at the fire was _ heart- 
rending. Friends and relatives of 
the missing were almost frantic when 
it became known that bodies of those 
close to them were being burned to 
a crisp in the ruins of the factory. 
As there is no fire department in the 
town, it was utterly useless to cope 
with the flames with buckets. 

Soon after the building in which the 
lives were lost was consumed the fire 
spread to the new structure, which 
Was just completed at a cost of $35,- 
000, and in a few hours this building 
Was gutted, only the four walls re- 
maining. Two smaller buildings were 
reduced to ashes, making a total of 
four burned, the loss on which is esti- 
mated to be $100,000. 

A few rods from the group of 
burned buildings are two small sheds 
in which fuses and powder are stored, 
but they escaped the flames. 

It was supposed that the burned 
buildings were either fire-proof or 
equipped with automatic fire sprink- 
lers, but on account of the burning of 
the belting whieh works the pumps 
the sprinklers were rendered useless. 
A great quantity of valuable ma- 
chinery was destroyed. 

The result of the burning of the 
fuse works will have a severe effect 
on the industrial situation in this 
town. The factory was the principal 
industry here and many of the 1300 
inhabitants depended on its running 
for a living. In all probability it will 
not be rebuilt. 


Eimer Young Aquitted 

Boston, Sept. 16.—Judge Sullivan 
acquitted Elmer E. Young, who was 
charged with stealing $45 from Emma 
Rogers by false pretences. The de- 
fendant was declared not guilty be 
cause of lack of evidence. Young was 
the father of Minnie Young, for whose 
murder Hope Young is now awaiting 
executon in Nova Scotia. 


Audobon Boy’s Performance

Add at the end of clause 3 of section 7 the 
following: ‘‘In work of this description no 
running trap with clean out will be required in 
the drain pipe at a point near or where it leaves 
the building,” (as provided for in section 6.)

pipe ’’ and insert in place thereof the following 
** All branch soil or drain pipes four inches or 
larger in diameter, fifteen feet or more in length 
and used for the drainage of a water closet or 
closets shal] be continued through or above the 
root of a building undiminished in size.

five-inch drain or soi] pipe will be of sufficient 
size. Two or more soil pipes may be connected 
together, provided said connections are made 
above highest fixture on that line of pipe.’’ 

Strike ort the second sentence of clause 5 of 
section 6, and insert in place thereof the follow- 
ing: 

‘Drain pipes when laid below the cellar 
bottom shali be of a grade known as extra heavy 
cast iron pipe and fittings throughout their 
entire length. All changes in directions of 
drains when so laid, shal] be made with a Y or 
long branch T Y with clean-out in end of Y. 
Drain pipes may be covered with the exception 
of a sufficient space Jeft around the clean-outs 
at angles of drain, and at the main trap and Y at 
the wal! of building which must be left ac- 
cessible with a space of at least eighteen inches 
wide avd four feet in length measured from face 
of clean-outs in Y to inside ‘ace of wall or box. 
The spaces aroundjclean-outs may be built of 
wood, brick, stone or cement with removable 
covers of suitable material.’’ 


Add after the second clause of section 7 the 
following clause: *'In houses where the plumb- 
ing is already installed and there is a two inch 
ventilating pipe extending through the roof ot 
house, @ two inch trap vent pipe may in the dis- 
cretion of the Board of Health be connected into 
it from an additional fixture, without being re- 
stricted to the limit provided for on new work.” 

Add at the end of section 7 the following 
clauses: ‘No ventilation is required from the 
trap of the highest fixture when the connection 
from a fixture to a round trap (4 inches or more 
in diameter) does not exceed three feet; and 
the connection from the trap to the vertical line 
of pipe (which extends through the roof) does 
not exceed two feet.’’ 

“The same applies to the highest connection 
of two fixtures when the connection with the 
vertical line of pipe extending through the roof 
is made with a double Y branch. This does not 
include a water closet and any other fixture.”’ 

“No ventilation is required from the trap of 
a water closet when the connection of the same 
2s the highest connection of any vertical line of 
pipe, 4 inches or more in diameter which ex- 
tends through the roof, and the branch con- 
nection from the soil pipe to the closet con- 
nection does not exceed two icet.’’ 

“The same applies to two closets when the 
connection with the soil pipe is made with a 
double ¥Y branch.’’

The large dredger India belunging to 
the Eastern Dredging Company, which 
was anchored in the stream off the Fore 
River Works, was burned to the waters 
edge Saturday night.

No 
sooner had he got the opening lever in

The Channing steamed along side the 
burning dredger, and soon was throw- 
ing a powerful stream into the burning 
mass. The effect was 
soon apparent, and the flames gradually

gave way to their naturai enemy. It 
was a hour or more, however, before 
the fire was all out. 

The bright illumination sent hun- 


dreds of sightseers to the scene, and 
the Point bridge and surruunding shores 
were black with people. It was a grand 


sight as a vessel burning at sea is not 
often seen. 
Fortunately the dredger was so far 


out that no damage done to the 
battleships or other property of the 
Fore River Co. The members of the fire 
department however fought the flames 
as best they could and were hand 
ready to quickly: put out apy. fire, that 
might start from the flying embers. 

During the fire Joseph Mills fell and 
received painful, but not serious in- 
juries, and after being treated at the 
hospital was sent home. Mate Patrick 
Morrisey of the India was severely 
burned about the back, and Mark Myett 
of the fire department was struck on 
the head with a piece of timber and 
slightly injured. 

Along side of the dredger was a scow 
which was also badly scorched. The 
dredger was valued at $50,000 and was 
damaged from $20,000 to $30,000. The 
loss is partly covered by insurance. 

Sunday many people went down to 
the Point bridge to view the remains 
of the dredger.

“Yes, I believe I ought to say, now 
that there is no political excitement to 
distract the public attention, that the 
president of the New York Life was 
not the only such contributor. The 
officers of other great life insurance 
compames, such as the Equitable and 
the Mutual, also contributed of the 
policyholders’ funds for campaign 
purposes last year. What has been 
proved in the case of the New York 
Life will undoubtedly be proved in the 
other cases. 

“Were there an investigation of rail- 
road, manufacturing and other cor- 
porations it would be found that these 
life insurance officers were not the 
only corporation officers who put their 
hands into the treasury and took out 
moneys belonging to widows and 
orphans to help secure a_ partisan 
triumph. 

“That their acts were unlawful and 
their purposes corrupt goes without 
saying. They intended to have the 
money used, ag it was, in corrupting 
the electorate. Mr. Perkins makes 
the point that John A. McCall is a 
Democrat. Apparently he would have 
the public assume that when McCall 
unlawfully and wrongfully contributed 
these funds—the company’s share 
probably as a member of the under- 
writing syndicate—it was evidence of 
politica! virtue, rather than miscon- 
duct. 

“The truth about it is, and I say it 
without feeling, but emphatically, that 
men like McCall have no political con- 
victions that stand in the way of their 
personal advantage. Such men desine 
the triumph of’that party which will 
better serve their personal financial 
interests and will—for contributions, 
past present and future—continue to 
protect those interests by lenient leg- 
{slation and by pretense at execution 
of law which shall be tenderly blind 
to all their offenses. That party they 
espouse in the board room, and con- 
tribute to it of the moneys they hold 
in trust and occasionally a little of 
their own.

No automobile or vehicle propelled 
by other thsn animal power shall be allowed 
within any reservation except upon town or 
county roads therein and upon Hillside street 
in Blue Hills Rese:vation, Turtle Pond Road 
and Bold Knob Road in Stony Brook Reserva- 
tion, Charles River Road in Watertown in 
Charles River Reservation, the border road in 
Middlesex Fells Reservation extending from 
High'and Avenue to Summer Street in Malden, 
the driveway of the Lyna Shore Reservation, 
and the driveway of Revere Beach Reservation 
from Lynnwav to Reyere st eet; and upon the 
driveway of Revere Beach Rescivation from 
Revere Street to its intersection with Revere 
Beach Parkway during the period extending 
from September 15th to June 15th, inclusive, in 
each year aod from twelve o’clock midnight to 
ten o'clock a.

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‘COLLINS’ POPULARITY 


Yributes From Pulpits, Rezard- 
less of Creed or Race 

Boston, Sept. 18.—The funeral of the 
late Mayor Collins occurred this morn- 
ing. At the family residence prayers 
were said at 9 o’clock, only the family 
and immediate relatives being present. 
After the services at the home the 
body was taken to the Cathedral of the 
Holy Cross, where public services 
were held at 10:30 o’clock. Rev. Nich- 
olas R. Walsh, rector of the cathedral, 
was the celebrant of the mass. Arch- 
bishop Williams pronounced the abso- 
lution. The musical program was 
by the quartet and a chorus of 125 
chosen voices and the sanctuary choir 
of 70 voices. 

While the family of the late mayor 
had requested that no flowers be sent, 
many municipalities, towns, city de 
partments and organizations used this 
means of paying a last tribute. Nearly 


all of the Massachusetts cities sent 
floral designs. 

The tribute from the Boston city 
government was a beautiful design, 
representing the city seal, and was 


eight feet square. It was made on a 
plaecque which was composed of 10,000 
white asters. The seal was of purple 


asters to represent Boston harbor, 
with ships made of lilies of the valley. 
The city itself was of white violets 
and the state house dome of yellow 


orchids. There were large clusters of 
American Beauty roses on the side 
and white roses with bunches of 
orchids, gladioli and Lilies. 

In nearly every church in Boston 
and vicinity Sunday, no matter the 
creed, reference im sermon or prayer 
was made to the life and death of 
Collins. In the Roman Catholic 
churches, to which faith the deceased 
was a devout adherent, prayers were 
offered for the repose of his soul, while 
in the Hebrew congregations, espe- 
clally assembled, the ancient prayer of 
mourning was recited, and in the 
Protestant churches pastors took the 
occasion to give voice to the general 
sorrow. Numerous societies held meet- 
ings and passed resolutions and ap- 
pointed committees to attend the fu- 
neral.

Thrilling Encouner With a 
Cruiser In Lake Erie 


STRUCK OVER 30 TIMES 


Upper Parts a Mass of Wreckage 
When She Reaches Port, After 
Being Pursued Eight Miles 
Under Full Head of Steam 


Erie, Pa., Sept. 18.—The fourth of 
the fish tug incidents of the past week 
took place in mid-Like Erie Sunday, 
when the Canadian cruiser Vigilant 
riddled the big steam tug Harry G. 
Barnhurst with small shells from the 
rifle on the patrol boat. Captain Faso! 
of the tug admitted after he escaped 
that the Vigilant could have sent her 


to the bottom if Captain Dunn had so 
desired. They ran more than eight 
miles under a full head of steam be 
fore they crossed the boundary Mne 
and escaped from the Canadians. 

More than 30 shots struck the vessel 
and of these 15 of the small shells 
landed with telling effect on the upper 
parts, so the boat careened to one 
side with the mass of wreckage when 
she came Into port. 

Having been used formerly for a 
pleasure steamer, the Barnhurst is of 
large size and well fitted with steam 
equipment. The fireman, Magnus 
Johnson, fainted in the hold from over- 
exertion in keeping the steamer going 
ahead. He was reported killed, but re- 
vived after reaching shore. Two 
fishermen were cut in the face by 
spiixters shot away by the bullets. 

The Barnhurst, according to Captain 
Fasel, was about five miles over the 
line, drawing nets, when the Vigilant 
appeared. The other Erie tugs, the 
Alma, Valtant and the Boyd, were also 
over the Hne and ran away when the 
chase started. Captain Dunn ordered 
the Barnhurst to stop, but instead of 
doing so, Captain Fasel put on full 
steam and started for the line. He 
took a southwesterly direction and 
could not be headed by the Vigilant. 

It has become quite the custom for 
the Erie fishermen to cross the line 
regardless of strict orders from. the 
companies employing them and having 
exciting brushes with the Vigilant. 
They never think of surrender when 
there is a chance to run away. The 
Barnhurst lost a large quantity of nets. 


Must Return to France

It was 
on Sept. 17, 1630, that Governor 
Winthrop called the “court of assist 
ance of Massachusetts Bay colony” 
to decide what name should be given 
the colony of Tri-Movotain, and it was 
then that the smali group of dwellings 
became Boston.

New York, Sept. 18.—Fireman An 
drew P. McManus was probably fa- 
tally injured and Lieutenant Leland 
Potter was badly hurt in a collision 
between a hook and ladder truck and 
a street car. The truck was over 
turned in attempting to avoid the car 
and McManus was pinned beneath its 
six tons of weight. Four other firemen 
were less seriously injured.

On Old Order of City 
Council, 


Asking Reduction of Fares to 
Nantasket and Brockton.

Monday forenoon, says 
House representative of the 
Ledger, the Railroad Commissioners 
received a letter William R. 
Thomas, City Solicitor of Quincy, say- 
ing: 

‘Iv behalf of the City of Quincy and 
acting under the motion of the City 
Council adopted June 12, 1905, and ap 
proved by the Mayor June 15, 1905, a 
copy of which motion is hereto an- 
nexed, I would respectfully ask that a 
hearing be given by your board in re- 
lation to securing a reduction of fares 
on the line of the Old Colony Street 
Railway Company between Quincy and 
Nantasket,- and Quincy and Brockton, 
said company having advanced the rates 
of fare of long standing between these 
points during the recent summer. We 
complain that the rates now charged 
are wholly disproportionate to the 
mileage covered.’’ 

City Solicitor Thomas went personally 
to see the Railroad Cammissioners, and 
they have assigned the hearing on the 
petition for Wednesday, Sept. 27, at 
10.30 A. M. 

The commissioners have no informa- 
tion on the details of this case, but they 
do know that the Old Colony street rail- 
way company is not in the financial 
condition it should be, and that it is 
necessary for it to get more income in 
some way. For tbe last financial year, 
which ended Sept. 30, 1904, it declared 
a3 per cent. dividend only, and had 
only $16,000 left over. The total divi- 
dend paid was $204,000. 

Commissioner White, when inter- 
viewed, says that the commission has 
already told the company that it must 
make extensive improvements on its 
ruadbed. He says that the tracks are 
in bad shape all through Weymouth, 
Avon, Braintree, Brockton and vicinity 
and that it will cost more than the en- 
tire amount paid in dividends last year 
to put the tracks in@he condition they 
should be.

PUBLICITY 1N ELECTIONS 


Interest Revived In President’s 
Recommendation In the Mat- 
ter--Recent Case May Have 
Some Effect on Cortelyou 
Washington, Sept. 19.—“T’revisions 

for the publication not only of the ex- 

penditures for nominations and elec- 
tions of all candidates, but also of all 
contributions, receipts, and expendi- 

tures by political committees,” was a 


part of the legislation for the pro- 
tection of elections recommended by 
President Roosevelt in his Jast.annual 
message, a month after the presidential 
campaign. 

This becomes important now that 
the New York Life disclosures have 
projected that question into national 
politics, and efforts will doubtless be 
made this winter to secure compre- 
hensive legislation. The insurance 
companies and similar corporations 
which use the money of the public, 
would explain their course by saying 
that Republican success increased the 
market value and also the earning 
value of the investments which they 
held in trust. Nevertheless, many 
people do not want the trustees of 
their property to assume this responsi- 
bility. 

A Texans Democrat says: “I have 
been paying $1000 a year to that com- 
pany for 10 years, and now I find that 
it has been using my money to fight 
my people and my country.” This 
man, not in politics, has been a con- 
sistent supporter of the regular ticket 
in the last three presidential cam- 
paigns, on sectional issues. Many 
northern Democrats will feel the same 
way. Thousands of Republicans, who 
would be perfectly willing to con- 
tribute to party success themselves, 
think it is going too far for corpora- 
tions like this to do so. 

What effect these and similar dis- 
elosures will have upon the president's 
purpose to make Mr. Cortelyou secre- 
tary of the treasury is a somewhat de- 
batable question. It is plain that the 
Democrats are going to’ allude to the 
obligations which he assumed to large 
moneyed interests and ask whether 
these are desirable on the part of the 
nation’s finance minister. President 
Roosevelt usually stands by those in 
whom he has confidence, and he is 
likely to do so now, regardless of the 
criticism that may be expected on this 
score. 

It looks as if the Democratic Issue 
of the next presidential campaign 
would be the allegation that an alliance 
exists between the great capitalistic 
interests, which profit by special privi- 
leges and exemptions, and the domi- 
nant party. This would include all 
Zuch questions as tariff, trusts, rail- 
roads, insurance, etc., and would give 
about the basis of attack for which 
things are now shaping. 

The Republicans would meet the 
charge by showing what Republican 
control does for settled business con- 
ditions, and ask the public to take its 
choice between constructionists ‘ard 
critics of the nation’s industrial prog- 
ress.

SHOULD PROTEST. 


Boston Gets Water at Expense of 
Quincy and Other Towns. 


The statement of the Metropolitan 
water service for the month of August 
shows Boston to have used over 76 per 
cent. of all the water supplied, a larger 
per cent than last year. 

The total number of gallons used in 
the district was 115,432,800, against 

109,020,500 in August last year, and 
Boston used 87,999,600 against 82,835, - 
300 last year. 

Further Boston used 148 gallons per 
capita per day, which was 20 gallons 
per capita above the average in the 
district, and 30 gallons per capita more 
than Quincy. 

No city or town uses as much water 
per capita as Boston, and all the cities 


are below the average. 

The cities and towns in the Metropol- 
itan district should protest against Bos- 
ton’s water assessment which is much 
too small and thereby makes the assess- 
ments on Quincy and other cities too 
large. The figures for August, 1905, 
are on the actual population and are 
not so favorable to Boston as the ‘‘es- 
2 oases population which has been 
too large.

Suggests Much For The Hague 
Congress to Settle 


THREE NOTABLE TOPICS 


Need of Adjustment of American 
Propositions Has Increased-- 


What Was Accomplished by. 


the First Conference 


Washington, Sept. 20.—Six months 
will elapse, according to state de- 
partment estimates, before the second 
conference at The Hague can be as 
sembled. No definite advices as to 
the czars plans have yet been re- 
ceived here. It is assumed that most 
of this period will be necessary in 
adjusting, through correspondence or 
personal representatives regarding the 
scope of the proposed meeting. 

Three topics were suggested by this 
government in its circular letter last 
year as especially inviting discussion. 
These were the inviolability of private 
property at sea, putting it on the same 
basis as private property on land, 
long an American contention; the bet- 
ter definition of the rights and duties 
of neutrals, and further restrictions 
upon the bombardment of ports by 
ships of war. - 

The close of the Asiatic war has in- 
creased the need of an adjustment of 
these questions and also added many 
more. The use of the wireless teleg- 
raphy by neutrals in the war zone, the 
limits to which mines endangering 
general commerce way be employed, 
the settlement of contraband disputes, 
and the interned ship question are 
among the most pressing. The pro- 
posal for a permanent international 
parliament to define points of interna- 
tional law, meeting at stated intervals, 
will again be vigorously pressed. 

The previous memorable meeting 
was called on the initiative of the czar, 
who in December, 1898, through a note 
to the powers by his minister of for- 
eign affairs, Count Muravieff, pro- 
posed as the subjects of such a con- 
ference an understanding stipulating 
the non-augmentation of standing 
armies and navies for a stated period 
and the consideration of means for the 
reduction of such military forces; the 
interdiction of new firearms of all 
sorts or the invention and use of new 
explosives; the prohibition of war 
balloons and submarine boats; the neu- 
tralization of all boats used for the 
rescue of the shipwrecked during or 
after naval engagements, and.the ac- 
ceptance of tendered good offices in 
the event of international disputes 
with the alm of substitution of arbi- 
tration for war. 

President McKinley appointed An 
drew D. White, Seth Low, Stanford 
Newell, Captain Mahan and General 
Crozier delegates on the part of the 
United States. Secretary Hay, in the 
instructions given these delegates, 
committeed this government to advise 
against adherence to those _ proposi- 
tions regarding the reduction of armies 


and the discouragement of new  in- 
ventions in firearms and explosives, 
taking the view that these agencies 


tended to prevent rather than bring on 
wars. 

To those propositions, which had for 
their purpose the amelioration of war 
conditions and the employment of arbi- 
tration to settle disputes between na- 
tions, he gave unstinted support. The 
commission from the United States on 
May 18 met the delegates from 26 
countries at the “house in the wood” 
at The Hague and the conference en- 
tered on its labors. 

The most important result of the 
conference was the establishment of 
The Hague court of arbitration, which 
the American delegation from the 
start advocated with great ability. 
The conference also declared against 
balloon projectiles, dumdum bullets, 
asphyxiating gases as means of war, 
favored the appleation to maritime 
warfare of the principles of the 
Geneva conference of 1864 as to the 
Red Cross, and expressed the wish that 
there might be a revision of the Geneva 
convention. 

The conference adopted several reso- 
lutions proposing subjects to be 
brought before the conference that is 
now urged by the czar. These were 
the reduction of armies and navies, the 
improvement of present agreements as 
to the rights and duties of neutrals, 
the better definition of the immunity 
of private property on the high seas 
during war, and new regulations as 
to the bambardment of cities and 
villages during war by naval forces. 


Peace Expected to Prevail 

London, Sept. 20.—The correspond 
ent of The Times at Karstad, speaking 
of the Swedish-Norwegian negotia- 
tions, says there are some knotty 
points on which an understanding has 
not yet been reached. There is, how- 
ever, every hope that a final agreement 
will be attaind ere long.

Autopsy Performed on Body of 
Mrs Chase 


NO EXTERNAL VIOLENCE 


Analysis of Organs to Be Made 
by Harvard Professor--Inci- 
dents at Time of Woman’s 
Death Told by Her Husband 


Lynn, Mass., Sept. 20.—In response 
to public opinion District Attorney 
Peters of Essex county formally re- 
quested Joseph G. Pinkham, the med- 
ical examiner, to hold an autopsy on 
the body of Mrs. Jennie P. Chase, the 
wealthy Swampscott woman who died 
last week from gas poisoning. Dr, 
Pinkham, who is also the Chase fam- 
Uy physician, complied with the re- 
quest and had the body exhumed. 

Dr. Pinkham, when summoned to at- 
tend Mrs. Chase, who was found un- 
conscious on the kitchen floor of her 
home Sunday morning, Sept. 10, pro- 
nounced the case one of suicide. The 
police, some of Mrs. Chase's relatives 
and the public, however, were not 
satisfied with this verdict and as a 
result the autopsy was ordered. 

At the conclusion of the autopsy Drs. 
Pinkham and Newhall announced that 
all the conditions studied so far 
pointed to death by coal gas poisoning. 
The following statement was issued by 
the medical examiner: 

“No external marks of violence were 
found upon the body of Mrs. Chase, 
which was well preserved. The lungs 
show extensive changes, due to hypo- 
static pneumonia. The brain was un- 
disturbed and moderately congested. 
Pelvic organs showed two cystic 
tumors and several small fibroid tu- 
mors. The stomach, with its con- 
tents, brain, liver and kidneys, were 
placed in jars and sealed for chemical 
examination. All the signs, so far, in- 
dicate death by coal gas poisoning.” 

The result of the analysis of the or- 
gans by Professor Hill of the Harvard 
medical school will not be known for 
two weeks. 

Last week the medical examiner was 
informed that Mrs. Chase made a 
statement to a woman living in Swamp- 
scott to the effect that someone was 
secking to take her life. Chief Harris 
of the Swampscott police had a brief 
interview with the woman yesterday 
afternoon, but said afterwards that 
the result was of no importance, 

Dr. Horace Chase, the husband, says 
that on the night before his wife was 
found unconscious they had slept in 
single beds in the same room. About 
10 o'clock he rose to attend to his 
son, who was ill In another part of the 
house. His wife was then asleep. 
He was out of the room about two 
hours. It was dark when he re- 
turned, and he did not notice whether 
his wife was stilt there. When he 
awoke at 5 o'clock next morning his 
wife was missing. Upon searching for 
her, he found her lying insensible on 
the kitchen floor with the doors locked, 
the gas cocks turned on, and her pet 
birds and dog dead beside her. Dr. 
Chase said he had not made public 
the information that his wife had com- 
mitted suicide, from reasons natural 
to a man under the circumstances. Im 
referring to the considerable property 
which was in his wife’s name, Chase 
said that in June, 1900, she had made 
a will in whith she provided for both 
himself and son. 

In explaining his decision to have 
the autopsy performed, District At- 
torney Peters said: “When there is 
any serious question as to the cause 
of death I always believe that the 
greatest caution should be exercised 
by the officers charged with determin- 
ing the facts, and especially by the 
medica} examiner. I take this step so 
that there will not be any chance of 
a charge being made that this depart- 
ment was negligent; and to settle the 
question, if it can be settled In this 
way, fairly and satisfactorily. If an 
autopsy is to be performed in any case 
it should be done in a very short 
time after death. I have the utmost 
confidence as to the integrity and abil- 
ity of Dr. Pinkham.”

FAT MEN’S CLUB REVIVAL. 


Fifteen Present at Annual Meeting

He then went to Paris, France, where 
he studied six years in medical univer- 
sities obtaining his degree in Paris in 
1879. While in Paris he saw consider- 
able hospital work and gained valuable 
knowledge. 

He married first a Parisian lady who 
came to Quincy with him when he re- 
turned in 1880. That same year he 
opened an office in Quincy and took up 
the practice of medicine. His skill as 
a physician soon became known, and 
he built up a large and lucrative 
practice. 

Some time ago he took a trip to 
Europe, and it was while on this trip 
that he was taken ill, It was thought 
he could not live to return home. He 
was determined, however, iu pass his 
last days in his home surrounded by 
friends and he made the trip. 

Iie has practically been confined to 
his home since that time. 

He was a member of the Board of 
Health and its chairman in 1888. 

He was a member of the School Com- 
mittee from 1886 to 1896 inclusive, the 
first two years being under the town 
form of government. 

He was a member of St. Francis 
court of Foresters, and Quincy Council, 
Knights of Columbus, who have been 
solicitous as to his healtb. 

His second wife was Miss Mary 
Louise Conway, a teacher in the Quin- 
cy schools, whom he married Feb. 10, 
1902, and who with two sons by his 
first wife survive him.

May Throw Light on Death 
of Mrs Chase 


‘IS MUCH TO WORK ON” 


Another Note Brings “Letter 
Exhibits” In the Case Up to 
Three--Police Think Woman 
Feared Plot Against Her Life 


Swampscott, Mass., Sept. 21.—Im- 
portant new evidence has, according to 
Chief of Police Harris, been found 
with a direct bearing on the motive 
through which Mrs. Jennie Chase's 
death may have been brought about. 
Whether the new evidence strengthens 


the suicide theory or not the chief 
declines to say, but he strongly inti- 
mates that it does not. 

This, added to the alleged fear of 
Mrs. Chase that she was likely to be 
the object of a “death plot,” brings 
new interest into the mystery of the 
death of the heiress of $1,000,000. 

Chief Harris and Deputy Chief Neal 
of the state police were closeted for 
two hours last night, and each said 
that there is much to work on. 

“I am working along entirely iInde- 
pendent lines in this investigation,” 
said Chief Harris, “and I do not pro- 
pose to give away my ammunition. I 
do not object to telling you that I 
have secured ‘a great deal of informa- 
tion, but it is of such a nature that 
it would be manifestly improper for 
me to make {t public. 

“It will all be laid before District 
Attorney Peters, together’ with the re- 
port of the chemical analysis now 
being made on the stomach and other 
organs of Mrs. Chase's body. 

“Possibly, I may place this evidence 
before the district attorney in ad- 
vance of the analysis, as I under- 
stand that it will be about three weeks 
before a complete report will be 
ready.” 

Another note written by Mrs. Chase 
to her brother Leonard has come into 
the case. No mention has hitherto 
been made of this note, and the chief 
acknowledges that together with the 
two other notes and the statement of 
a certain woman, whose identity is 
known only to the chief. it forms the 
most important clue that has been 
uncovered thus far. 

The new plece of writing by Mrs. 
Chase was given to the undertaker 
on Saturday, the day of the funeral, 
with instructions to hand it to Leonard 
Phillips, which was done. 

On the following day Dr. Chase 
sent for Phillips and personally deliv- 
ered to him another note left by his 
wife, and said to have been written in 
1900 and to have contained informa- 
tion regarding a will which she had 
made. 

Chief Harris yesterday took pos- 
session of both of these notes. This 
brings three letter “exhibits” into the 
ease. The third letter is the one 
found at Mrs. Chase’s side on the 
morning when she was discovered un- 
conscious on the floor of the kitchen 
of her home, which reads, in part: “I 
do this of my own free will,” and 
is still In possession of Medical Ex- 
aminer Pinkham. 

Mrs. Mark Trask, 2 widow, who 
conducts a fashionable dressmaking 
establishment in the Pelham building, 


Boston, has made a_ statement in 
verification of the story that Mrs. 
Chase feared a plot to end her life. 


Chief Neal regards the statement as of 
the utmost importance, and will place 
it before the district attorney. 

Mrs. Trask made her statement to 
an officer yesterday just before leay- 
ing for New York. She will be called 
upon for a more complete declaration 
upon her return. 

The police are satisfied now that 
Mrs. Chase did say that she believed 
that some person was plotting for her 
life. 

Deputy Neal says that not only will 
Professor Whitney search for chloral 
in the stomach and other organs of 
Mrs. Chase, but for other poison as 
well. “There will be no cessation in 
the investigation,” said the deputy. 

Within 30 days the will left by Mrs. 
Chase, in which she is said to have 
left her entire wealth to her husband 
and adopted son, will have to be en- 
tered for probate. 

There has been a conference of the 
Phillips family and the belief is that 
when Chase attempts to probate his 
wife’s will there will be begun a 
bitter legal battle in opposition. 


The Young Court Martial 

Mare Island, Cal., Sept. 21.—The 
trial of Commander Young, U. 8. N., 
In connection with the fatal boiler 
explosion on the Bennington in San 
Diego harbor, has been resumed be- 
fore a court martial. Nothing im- 
portant developed and much of the 
testimony was ruled out.

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TALK ON INSURANCE 


Probable Object of Statesmen’s 
Visit to Sagamore Hill 
Oyster Bay, N. Y., Sept. 21.—A con- 
ference of importance was held Jast 
night at Sagamore Hill, the partici- 
pants being President Roosevelt, Sec- 


retary of State Root, Senator Lodge 
and Joseph H. Choate, former ambas- 
sador to Great.

It is not unlikely that. among other 
topics of discussion, the recent de- 
velopments in the investigation of the 
conduct of the life insurance com- 
panies received an important share of 
attention at the conference. All of the 
visitors are more or less famillar with 
the insurance situation and as_ the 
president expects to take up that sub- 
ject in his forthcoming annual mes- 
sage to congress, in the preparation of 
which he Is now engaged, It is natural 
that he should wish to consult his 
close friends and advisors about the 
matter. 

All three of the yisitors remained as 
guests of the president over night. 


Boy’s Exciting Balloon Ride 

Binghamton, N, Y., Sept. 21.—Floyd 
Wallace, 16 years old, went up in a 
captive balloon at the Oneonta fair 
grounds at 4 o’clock yesterday. The 
balloon was being pulled down in the 
regular manner, but the rope’ broke 
and the balloon and the boy rapidly 
shot up in the air and soon disap- 


peared in the clouds. The balloon 
rose over two miles high before it 
disappeared from view. The _ boy 


managed to get hold of the valve rope 
and let out the gas, so that he suc- 
ceeded in safely effecting a landing 
at Summit, 30 miles from Oneonta, at 
5:45 o’clock. 


Calis Panama Canali a Toy 

Preston, Minn., Sept. 21.—Declaring 
that the Panama canal would be an 
expensive toy that would be of little

MCALL TESTIFIES 


Says That Democrates Solicited 


Campaign Funds 


MADE HIS “LIFE WEARY” 


Andrew Hamiltor, Who Rep- 
resented New York L'fe at 
Albany, Received %235,000 
With Only Verba! Accounting 
‘New York, Sept. 21.—Political con- 

tributions of the New York Life In- 
surance company and the connection 
of Andrew A. Hamilton of Albany 
with the alleged political activity of 
the company were the points around 
which the hearing before the legisla- 
tive insurance investigating commit- 
tee turned yesterday. 

President John A. McCall of the 
New York Life Insurance company 
was the chief witness, and for several 
hours he was subjected toa fire of 
questions by Charles E. Hughes, coun- 
sel for the committee, concerning the 
money paid for political purposes. 

The climax was reached when Mc- 
Call declared that the soliciting of 
funds for campaign purposes was 
not confined to the Republican party 
in the campaign of 1904 and an- 
nounced: 

“My life was made weary by the 
Democratic candidates chasing me for 
money In that campaign. Some of 
the very men who today are being 
interviewed In the papers and de- 
nouncing men who contribute to cam- 
paigns were crossing my path every 
step I took looking for money. One— 
the candidate himself. Parker—if he 
would show up his books when he 
was chairman of the Democratic 
state committee, it would give you 
a fit. He never rejected a dollar in 
the world. He would take every dol- 
lar that was paid to him.” 

Judge Parker was chairman of the 
Democratic state executive committee 
in 1885. 

Mr. McCall's statement was greeted 
with wild cheering, which continued 
until a threat was made to clear the 
room of listeners if the crowd did 
not restrain itself. 

With great care the 
Andrew 


accounts of 
A. Hamilton with the com- 
pany were analyzed by Hughes, who 
asked McCall about every item and 
made It clear that a search was being 
made for political contributions. 

Mr. McCall stoutly maintained that 
he had given Hamilton no money to 
be used in influencing legislation at 
Albany, but the admission was ob- 
tained from McCall that Hamilton's 
expenses at Albany were paid from 
the company’s funds and that his ac- 
counts were not submitted to audit. 

It was shown that $235,000 has been 
pald to Hamilton with only a verbal 
accounting to McCall and that Hamil- 
ton now owes the company about 
$60,000; but McCall said he felt sure 
that Hamilton, who Is now in Europe, 
will repay this sum upon the com- 
pany’s demand. Hamilton received 
for legal services, McCall sald, about 
$100,000 a year from the New York 
Life Insurance company.

Ex-Judge Parker, Democratic candl- 
date for president In 10904, last night 
gave a statement concerning McCall's 
testimony relative to the soliciting of 
funds from the New York Life Insur- 
ance company by Democrats in 1904. 

“My attention has been called to 
certain testimony said to have been 
given by John A. McCall while a wit- 
ness before the insurance investiga- 
tion committee in reply to Mr. Hughes’ 
question whether he thought ‘that in 
1904 the interests of the policyholders 
were so seriously endangered that 
the company ought to contribute?’ 

“It is evident that Mr. McCall was 
laboring under great excitement in 
making his reply, for it is very in- 
coherent. But if his answer Is_ in- 
tended to convey the impression that 
In the campaign of 1004 I, either di- 
rectly or indirectly, solicited from 
him or his corporation, or any other 
corporation, any money or valuable 
things, his statement is absolutely 
false. 

“On the contrary, I repeat now 
what I said before the election, that 
I expressly notified and directed the 
chairman of the executive committee 
of the national committee that no 
money should be received from cor- 
porations.” 

William F. Sheehan's attention was 
called to the testimony of McCall, and 
he sald: “I was chairman of the 
executive committee of the Democratic 
national committee. There was not a 
single man connected with the Demo- 
cratic national campaign that solicited 
a dollar from McCall. If any such 
person made any such solicitation 
Mr. McCall should name him.” 

John A. McCall, referring to his 
testimony before the legislative com- 
mittee in relation to contributions to 
the Democratic party, said last night: 

“The meaning I intended to con- 
vey when I mentioned Judge Parker 
was this: Judge Parker, when a) 
candidate for the presidency last year, ! 
did not personally ask me for cam- 
paign funds, but friends of his did | 
so repeatedly. Judge Parker, as chair- | 
gman of the state Democratic commit- | 
tee several years ago, did, however, 
accept proferred contributions to the | 
campaign fund.”

Mayor Thompson Would 


Avoid Litigation. 


No Ground on Which 
to Proceed, 


Might Jeopardize Park Improve- 
ments in City. 


Mayor’s Office, Quincy. 
Sept. 21, 1905. 
Mr. A. W. Stetson, Secretary, Board of 
Trade, Quincy. 

Dear Sir :—1 beg to acknowledge the 
receipt of your communication of Sep- 
tember 6th, conveying to me the fol- 
lowing vote passed by the Board, name- 
ly: ‘*Voted: That it is the opinion of 
the Quincy Board of Trade that the 
rights of the citizens of Quincy have 
been invaded by the obstruction now 
existing on Crescent street; and it is 
the sense of this Board of Trade that 
the Executive should at once have the 
obstruction now existing on said Cres- 
cent street removed, in order that the 
citizens of Quincy sould no longer be 
deprived of their rights.’’ 

I will say that prior to and since 
your action this matter has been given 
careful study, the interests of the city 
involved being of sufficient importance 
to require careful consideration, and it 
being the duty of the Executive to safe- 
guard and protect such interests. 

Assuming the contention contained 
in your vote that the rights of the city 
of Quincy have been invaded and taken 
away by an authority foreign to us, 
without title or warrant, creating a 
condition grave in character which de- 
mands investigation, it becomes us to 
calmly review the motives as to why a 
responsible State Board like the Metro- 
politan Park Commission should invade 
and destroy, without the consent of the 
city’s authorities, what you have as- 
sumed is exclusively ours. 

By reference to Public Statutes in 
1894, chapter 288, we find that a board 
of Metropolitan Park Commissioners 
was created and its duties and powers 
prescribed and defined; also in the fol- 
lowing year (1895) chapter 450, its 
powers were further extended; and 
we find authority for existing condi-

‘Said commission, with the concur- 
rence of a majority of the board of 
park commissioners, if any of the city 
or town in which the property is 
situated, may, by deed executed, 
acknowledged and recorded according 
to the laws of the Commonwealth, 
accompanied by plan or survey, also 
ta,be recorded, abandon aay portion of 
the lands or rights in land taken or 
acquired by it, and said abandonment 
Shall revert the title thereof, as if never 
taken, in the persons, their heirs and 
assigns, in whom it was vested at the 
time of taking. 

“If a majority of said commission 
vote to abandon any portion of the 
lands or rights in land taken or acquired 
by it and the board of park commis- 
sioners of city or town in which such 
property is situated refuse or fail to 
concur with said commission within 
fourteen days from thé giving of 
written notice of such vote to such 
board of park commissioners, then in 
such case said commission, upon notice 
in writing af not less than seven days 
to such board of park commissioners, 
may appear before the governor and 
council and ask for the concurrence of 
the governor and council in such 
abandonment; and if the governor and 
council after a hearing thereon concur 
in such abandonment the same shall 
have full force and effect. The said 
abandonment may be pleaded in reduc- 
tion of damages in any suit therefore 
on account of such taking. 

‘*Said commission, with the concur- 
rence of the majority of the board of 


| park commissioners, if any, in the city 


or town in which the property is 
situated, may at any time sell at public 
or private sale any portion of the lands, 
or rights in land, the titles to which 
has been taken or received or acquired 
and paid for by it, and may, with the 
concurrence of such board of park com- 
missioners, execute and acknowledge a 
deed thereof, with or without covenants 
of title and warranty, all in the name 
and behalf of the Commonwealth, to 
the purchaser, his heirs and assigns, 
and deposit said deed with the treasurer 
and receiver general of the Common- 
wealth, together with a certificate of 
the terms of sale and price paid or 
agreed to be paid at such sale; and said 
treasurer and receiver general, upon 
receipt of said price and upon tile terms 
agreed in said deed, shall deliver the 
same to said purchaser. 

‘‘If a majority of said commission 
vote to sell any portion of the lands or 
rights in land taken or acquired by it 
and the board of park commissioners 
in the city or town in which such pro- 
perty or right in property is situated 
refuses or fails to concur with said 
commission within fourteen days from 
the giving of written notice of such 
vote to such board of park commission- 
ers, then and in such case said com- 
mission, upon notice in writing of not 
less than seven days to such beard of 
park commissioners, may appear before 
the governor and council and ask for 
the concurrence of the governor and 
council in such sale ; and if the governor 
and council after a hearing thereon 
concur in such sale it shall have full 
force and effect. The treasurer and 
receiver general may by the attorney- 
general sue for and collect the price aon 
enforce the terms of any such sale.’ 

The Metropolitan Park Board in its 
development of the scheme for which 
it was created both in the district and 
city made divers taking of private[prop- 
erty, public and private streets and 
ways, and it asked and obtained, as re- 
quired under the Acts 1895, chapter 450, 
the concurrence of the city government 
in its taking of that portion of Crescent 
street to which your vote refers and 
same was acted upon and concurred in 
by uur city goverment (See action 
thereon per files in city clerk’s office 
dated August 30, 1900.) 

In further elaboration of the scheme 
at the point in question, the engineers 
of the Commision have made new lines 
changing the approach to the Parkway 
from Crescent street, abandoning at 
this janction the original lines of Cres- 
cent street as traveled since it was laid 
out by the town of Quincy, and deeding 
to private parties a portion of the 
traveled way that is assumed was ex- 
clusively the property of the city and 
dedicated to public uses.

Whe property of the Winthrop Yacht 
club is situated on a long, narrow 
peninsula, which makes out into Bos- 
ton harbor. The locality is three miles 
from this city. At 5:20 o’clock last 
evening two Winthrop residents, Al- 
fred D. Allen and Randolph Pollard, 
who are members of the yacht club, 
were standing on the float near the 
clubhouse when they noticed a suit 
ease, covered with olive green leather, 
floating deep in the water. Thinking 
that it might have been lost over- 
board from a yacht, they took it from 
the water. They were unable to find 
any identifying marks on the suit case 
and the men opened it. They were 
startled to find the nude trunk of‘ a 
woman, wrapped in a strip of white 
oll cloth. There were no marks of 
identification. 

The police were immediately noti- 
fied and the suit case and contents 
were removed to the police headquar- 
ters at Winthrop. Medical Examiner 
Harris viewed the body and later it 
was turned over to an _ undertaker. 
Harris is of the opinion that the body 
had been in the water not longer than 
24 hours. 

Two cuts were found on the trunk. 


one extending from the breast bone 
down the entire length of the body, 


and another from the right side above 
the hip bone and meeting the other 
cut. There were four stitches in the 
latter cut. The intestines had been 
removed, indicating that the woman 
had been operated upon for an internal 
trouble. The body had evidently 
been dismembered by a sharp knife. 
The cuts were clean and no bones were 
broken. The police hold the opinion 
that someone acquainted with surgery 
did the work. 

The theory of those who sew the re- 
mains is that some person attempted 
an operation and, failing, decided to cut 
up the body and dispose of itin order 
that the authorities would not learn of 
the woman's death. It is thought that 
the suit case was taken on board 
some harbor steamer or a yacht, and 
dropped into the harbor, the wind and 
tide carrying the object to Winthrop. 

The police estimate that the age of 
the victim was about 34 years, and 
that the welght would be in the vicin- 
ity of 120 pounds. The body Is that of 
rather a small woman and would not 
exceed, the police think, 5 feet 4 inches 
in height. 

Chief MacNeil of the Winthrop po- 
lice summoned the aid of the state po- 
lice and both are at work on the case, 
which is one of unusual difficulty. 
While the authorities are of the opin- 
fon that the crime was probably com- 
mitted in this city, there 1s nothing 
about the dress suit case or the dis- 
membered trunk that offers the slight- 
est clue. They are hoping that the 
disappearance of the missing woman 
may lead to inquiries by friends. An 
autopsy will be made by Medical Ex- 
aminer Harris.

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RAMMED BY SCHOONER 


Bteamer Juniata Limps 
Boston Badly Damaged 
Boston, Sept. 22.—The injury of six 
passengers and two of the ship’s offi- 
cers by a collision at sea was re 
ported by the steamer Juniata of the 


Merchants and Miner’s Transporta- 
tion company, Boston for Baltimore 
and Norfolk, which put into this port 
last evening, disabled and badly dam- 
aged. The Juniata was rammed 30 
miles off Chatham by the five-mssted 
schooner Harwood Palmer, Baltimore 
for Portland, Me., with a cargo of coal. 
No one on board the schooner was In- 
jured. 

That the accident did not result In 
a general loss of life on the steamer 
is considered remarkable by - every- 
one on board. The steamer had a 
great hole stove in her starboard side 
amidships, her cabins from that point 
forward were ripped and .torn into 
kindling wood, her pilot house was 
wrecked and the foremast and smoke- 
stack were carried away. 

The Juniata returned to her dock 
here and landed her passengers, and 
arrangements were made to transfer 
the cargo. The Palmer lost her jib- 
boom, bowsprit and headgear, The 
accident occurred in a thick fog. 


Trains Crashed on Crossing 

Whitman, Mass., Sept. 22—A 
south-bound freight train crashed into 
a freight bound north here last night. 
Several cars were derailed and one 
which turned over demolished the gate 
tender’s house at a street crossing and 
carried away the telegraph line. The 
gate tender escaped. but Clarence 
Bourne was caught and pinned under 
the car for more than half an hour. 
He was severely injured. No one else 
was hurt. The cause of the accident 
is not known. 


Serious Accident Barely Averted 

Boston, Sept. 22.—Just after an elec- 
tric car had passed over the new sub- 
way excavation near Newspaper row 
last evening the tracks and top of the 
wooden framework forming the level 
of the street fell several feet. A hun- 
dred workmen were summoned and the 
entire top structure was removed a 
length of 75 feet. The wooden sup- 
ports were found to be weak and loose. 


Williams Must Stand Trial 
Burlington, Vt.. Sept. 22.—The court 
having ruled that the defendant was 
undoubtedly sane, Benjamin Williams, 
a former soldier at Fort Ethan Allen, 
has been placed on trial in the county 
court on the charge of murder. It is 
alleged that Williams shot and killed 
Patrolman James McGrath of this 
city while the latter was trying to ar- 

rest him on a charge of desertion. 


Boston Bank to Liquidate 

Boston, Sept. 22.—The officers of the 
Boylston National bank and the Mount 
Vernon National bank announce that 
arrangements have been made where- 
by the Boylston bank has acquired the 
business of the other institution and 
the Mount Vernon will go into vol- 
untary liquidation. ‘The terms under 
which the consolidation of interests is 
made have not been announcd. 


Dartmouth Student Drowned 

Hanover, N. H., Sept. 22.—By the 
upsetting of a canoe in the Connecticut 
river, Alfred D. Gere of Northampton, 
Mass., aged 21, a Dartmouth college 
student, was drowned, and his com- 
panion, Francis B. Riley, narrowly 
escaped with his life. Gere was the 
only son of Edward C. Gere, editor 
of the Hampshire Daily Gazette of 
Northampton. 


State Police Think Suicide 

Swampscott, Mass., Sept. 22.—Al- 
though still pursuing their investiga- 
tion of the death of Mrs. Jennie Chase, 
the heiress of $1,000,000, whose death 
was first declared self-destruction by 
asphyxiation and then became the ob- 
ject of a searching inquiry because of 
many mysterious circimstances, the 
state police believe the woman a sui- 
cide. 


Tobacco Farmers Lose Heavily 

Westfield, Mass., Sept. 22.—Many 
tons of tobacco through this valley 
have been damaged by continued 
damp weather, which caused what is 
commonly known as tobacco rot. The 
loss in weight to the crop in this 
vicinity is estimated at no less than 25 
percent. In some barns the leaves 
literally rotted off the stalks.

York Life Company 


A HEAVY RUNNING LOAN 


President ef Metropolitan Life 
Has It at 11-2 Percent Inter- 
est--Further Interesting ‘Dis- 
closures by Perkins 
New York, Sept. 22—George 

Perkins, vice president of the 

York Life Insurance company and 


member of the firm of J. P. Morgan | 
& Co., was on the witness stand be-|

fore the special legislative committee 
probing insurance companies’ methods 
during the greater part of Thursday’s 
Session. When an adjournment was 
taken he was still on the stand with 
a number of questions pending, to re- 
ply to which he asked permission to | 
look up the records and submit tran- | 
scriptions. 

The only development of moment 
during the day was the witness’ dis- 
closure in the New Orleans Traction 
syndicate in which the company sus- 
tained a loss of over $300,000. Ed- 
mund VY. Randolph, treasurer of the 
company, had been questioned rather 
sharply regarding this transaction 
when he was on the stand last week. 
Yesterday the matter was brought up 
when Counsel Hughes attempted to 
probe the collateral loan act. 

The bonds of the New Orleans Trac- 
tion company had been bought from 
the New York Security and Trust 
company at 55 and were subsequently 
sold at 75. Mr. Perkins testified they 
were sold on Dec. 31, 1903, to Fan- 
shawe & Co. for $937,500. Mr. Hughes 
found, under date of Jan. 5, 1905, a 
loan of that amount to Fanshawe & 
Co., and asked if the loan was made 
against these bonds. This Verkins 
said he would have to look up and 
the question was dropped for the pres- 
ent. 

It was brought out that John R. 
Hegeman, president of the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance company, was 
carrying a running loan with the New 
York Life of $50,000 at 14% percent in- 
terest. Perkins did not know whether 
this matter came before the finance 
committee and would also look that 
up. Witness could not explain why, 
after the New York Life had bought 
$4,000,000 worth of bonds from J. VP. 
Morgan & Co., $2,000,000 worth should 
pe sold back to that firm at the same 
price within two months, and no min- 
utes of the finance committee could be 
found to explain it. 

The transaction in Navigation Syndi- 
cate bonds of Dee. 31, 1903. when 
Perkins, for the New York Life, sold 
Perkins, for J. P. Morgan & Co., $S800,- 
000 in these bonds, came up = again 
when the warrant for the check of 
$800,266 was produced. These bonds 
were bought back by the New York 
Life two days later and the $266, 
Perkins testified, was for the adjust- 
ment of interest. Perkins would not 
acknowledge the transaction was a 
loan. 

The total dealings of the company 
with the Morgan firm amounted to 
$39,286,075 with a profit of $784,768.19. 
The manner of the company’s income 
was for the present dropped and the 


way of spending the money was 
probed. The agency system of the 
company was described and at this | 
point Viee President Buckner, who 


has charge of the agents, was called. 
He stated that the total salaries of 
agency inspectors were $126,000 an- 
nually. Agency directors get an aver- 
age annual salary of $3000. The lat- 
ter receive about $100,000 annually 
in bonuses. Buckner was unable to 
answer many questions without re- 
ferring to records and will be called 
again. 

Earlier In the day Perkins had been 
questioned on the “joint account” | 
transactions of the New -York Life In- 
surance company which he was unable | 
to explain last Friday. He presented 
statements of each account. Perkins 
took occasion to correct his testi- 
mony of last Friday relative to the 
navigation bonds, when he was asked 
if the object of the transaction between 
J. P. Morgan & Co. and the New York 
Life Insurance company was to re-

Eben Plympton In Most Tragic | 
Role of His Career 


| 
CHARGED WITH ASSAULT | 


Alleged to Have Inflicted Injur 
fes Upon Old Friend Which 
Resulted In Fractured Sku!! 
and May Cause His Death 


Plymouth, Mass., Sept. 22.—Eben 
Plympton, the well known actor, was 
arrested at his summer home at Silver 
Lake, 12 miles from here, brought here 
last night by Sheriff Callengwoed, and 
lodged in Plymouth jail on a charge 
of assault with intent to kill upon 
George Martin, who has been his guest 
at Silver Lake for a number of years. 
Martin ts In a Boston hospital with a 
fractured skull and his condition is 
said to be critical. 

The alleged assault occurred last 
Thursday night or Friday morning, it 
is said, but no legal action was taken 
until yesterday, when District Attorney 
French ordered Plympton’s arrest. 
The men were alone at the time of 
the assault and as Martin is in no 
condition to give his story of the quar- 
rel and Plympton will not talk it is im- 
possible to obtain the detatls of the af- 
fair. Martin is suffering from numer- 
ous injuries about the head, which are 
said to have been inflicted by some 
kind of a heavy weapon. 

Plympton was unable to furnish 
$2000 bail and will be arraigned in 
the district court here. 

The affair happened at Plympton's 
country place, where he has made a 
practice of resting each summer after 
his theatrical engagements have ended. 
Martin has long been his friend, and 
this summer. up to the time of the 
alleged disagreement, there was noth- 
ing to interfere with the serenity of 
their relations. 

Immediately after the blow was 
struck Plympton sent for Drs. Adams 
and Holmes of Kingston, and they did 
all that medical skill could suggest to 
revive Martin, who was unconsclous. 
Then it was decided to send Martin to 
the General hospital in Boston. 

Plympton, who Is a,native Bostonian, 
is one of the most prominent actors 
before the public today. His career 
has been a brilliant one and covers a 
period of 34 yearson the stage. At 
one time he was a member of the fa- 
mous Museum stock company, and 
there played a wide variety of parts, 
the best remembered of these being in 
the classic comedies. 


Big Strike Probable In Berlin 

Berlin. Sept. 22.—Trouble between 
the great electrical companies of Ber- 
lin and their employes has reached a 
critical stage. The workmen in sey- 
eral departments of the two chief com- 
panies have already gone on strike and 
the companies threaten to shut down 
their plants unless the strikers return 
to work at once. The men demand 
7 a week for the lowest class of un- 
skilled labor, an increase of 15 percent. 
The electrical companies of Berlin em- 
ploy at least 60,000 men.

Are 
the people of Ward One familiar with 
the Coddington building, and the com- 
forts (?) it affords?

Do they know that large stoves furnish 
the heat, and that those who sit near 
them have to work with overheated 
brains ? 

Do they know that for ventilation the 
windows have to be thrown open, while 
the children go through gymnastics, 
and that those unfortunate enough to 
stand near the windows, become 
thoroughly chilled in winter weather. 

The Coddington has three stories and 
isanold building at that. If a fire 
should occur what chance of escape 
would the children have? The Adams 
school has long stood in need of proper 
sanitary arrangements but not until an 
epidemic of a dread disease which car- 
ried away some of the little ones, in- 
vaded the school, did the city deem it 
necessary to make the improvements.

Should any children come to their 
death through our negligence could we 
ever atone for it? Would not a new 
building then become an everlasting re- 
buke ? 

Above the fact that the Coddington 
school building is a positive disgrace 
to the city, the cry of the need of the 
children should be heard and taken up 
and passed along till the sound pene- 
trated every part of the city. 

Don’t stand back and wait for others 
to agitate the movement, Every word 
that can be said strengthens the cause. 
Let us all pull together and demand 
what is our just due, Champion.

general of the Commonwealth, Albert 
E. Pillsbury, which is as follows: 

‘*T have your request, in behalf of 
the city of Quincy, for my opinion up- 
on the constitutionality of the pro- 
visions of St. 1894 chapter 288 and St. 
1895 chapter 450, which in substance 
purport to authorize the Metropolitan 
Park Board to take existing streets for 
parks or parkways, and to sell lands 
previously taken, the proceeds to ke 
paid into the Commonwealth’s treasury. 
I understand that the case out of which 
the question arises is briefly that the 
Board, with the concurrence of the 
local authorities as required by the 
Statutes, took parts of a street or streets 
in Quincy for a parkway, and has since 
resold a part of the land so taken into 
private ownership; in other words, the 
city’s grievance, if any, is that parts 
of its streets, which presumably it had 
to pay for, have been taken and dis- 
continued and subsequently sold for 
private uses, the Commonwealth taking 
the proceeds. 

The broad question of the power of 
the legislature to authorize the taking 
of more land than is necessary for a 
public purpose does not seem to arise. 
Neither statute purports to autborize 
this, and it would probably be difficult 
or impossible to show that more land 
was taken than might, in some aspect 
of the case, turn out to be necessary. 

There is now no doubt of the power 
of the legislature to authorize the tak- 
ing of lands in fee for public parks or 
parkways, even if already held to an- 
other public use. Further, it is settled 
and familiar in Massachusetts that the 
public highways, though provided and 
maintained by the cities and towns, do 
not belong to them as proprietors, but 
belong to the public and are under the 

control of the legislature, which repre- 
sents the public; and this control is 
practically absolute. Probably the leg- 
islature has power, at least as against 
the city, to discontinue a city street, 
‘Sell the land, and put the proceeds into 
the Commonwealth’s treasury. But 
even this question does not arise here. 
These statutes authorize the taking of 
streets, aud the subsequent sale of un- 
used lands, only with the concurrence 
of the local authorities; which concur- 
rence, as I understand, was obtained in 
this case. In other words, the city, by 
its designated representatives, which 
the legislature undoubtedly had power 
to designate, has consented to what has 
been done. 

In my opinion there is no constita- 
“tional objection to the statutes, or to 
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| the proceedings under them as described 
to me,of which the city van avail itself. 

With this presentation of facts, I will 
leave it to the fair and honest judgment 
of the Board of Trade whether any 
jadvise is wise, which, if followed, 
would involve the city in costly litiga- 
; tion, besides jeopardizing permanently 
the continuance of further development 
by the Park Commissiun in the city, a 
matter worked for by all our members 
in the legislature and every city govern- 
ment for the past ten years.

Police Get Important Clue In) 


the Winthrop Mystery 


| NOT DELIBERATE MURDER 


Belief Tnat Woman Died After 


Criminal Operation Had Been | 


Performed--Medical Examiner 


Withholds His Keport 


3oston, Sept. 23.—Although more 
than 36 hours have elapsed since two 
residents in the neighboring town of 
Winthrop discovered the nude trunk of 
a woman enclosed in a dress suit case 
in the harbor near the Winthrop Yacht 
club 
search for the perpetrator of what is 
considered one of the most mysterious 
and repulsive crimes in the history of 
Suffolk county. 

The first tangible clue in the 
came when E. J. Cummings of the firm 
of Josiah Cummings & Son, 67 Bed- 
ford ‘street, visited the state house and 
was shown the suit cause. Cum

identified it as one sold by his firm. 
It bears the firm's private mark 
stamped with a die into the leather 
bottom of the case. Cummings said 


the suit case must have been sold at 
least four years ago, because the firm 
had not carried cases of that particular 
variety in stock within that time. The 
is of dark olive brown leather 
and measures 26 inches in length by 
143-4 inches in width. It is about four 
inches longer than the ordinary dress 
suit case. 

A possible clue was received in a re- 
port last night from Lawrence, Mass., 
to the effect that John J. O’Brien, man- 
ager of an employment bureau in that 
city, was of the opinion that he knew 
the woman whose torso was found at 
Winthrop. According to O’Brien, a 
woman, belonging in Grantham, N. H., 
came to him for employment as a do- 
mestic about three weeks She 
said that she had recently been  op- 
erated upon for appendicitis. She af- 
terward left Lawrence for Winthrop, 
according to O’Brien. 
Says that the woman carried with her 
an olive green dress suit that 
was fastened with a strap. 

The autopsy of the body was con- 
ducted by Medical Examiner Harris, 
assisted by William F. Whitney, 
pathologist of the Harvard Medical 
school, and Dr. Brown, the medical ex- 
aminer’s assistant. Others present 
were Deputy Chief Neal and Detectives 
Rhoades, Keating and Grady of the 
state police. 

The autopsy was a very thorough ex- 
anination. The results, while not 
made public by the medical examiner, 
proved beyond all doubt 
that the dismemberment of the body 
took place after the woman was dead. 
Dr. Harris, at the conclusion of the 
autopsy, refused to make public his 
findings. stating that he would file the 
results of his work with District At- , 
torney Sughrue. 

While the autopsy failed to estab- | 
lish how old the woman was, the au- 
thorities are of the opinion that she 
Was between 18 and 22 years old. 

The most important point estab- 
lished is that the dead woman had 
been the victim of a criminal operation 
and that death was due to peritonitis,

Among the various standing commit- 
tees are those on Philanthropy and Ed- 
ucation, and through these committees 
—each consisting of some ten or fifteen 
women—useful work will from time to 
time be undertaken. The visiting nurse 
work has already‘been successfully initi- 
ated by the committee on Philanthropy 
and definite plans are already in hand 
for other lines of community activity. 
It is perfectly possible to devote a 
certain amount of the energy of the 
club to serious and practical ends, 
while keeping the social end likewise 
in view, and making provision for a 
suitable number of social gatherings 
and meetings whose programmes shall 
be of a recreative charater. 

And this mingling of the serious 
with the recreative in the conduct of 
the club is not only wise, but necessary 
—since the house was given by Dr. 
Brackett for club use only on condition 
that it should be made a centre for 
educational and philanthropic work— 
and only as a centre for such work can 
it remain free from taxation.

Henry R. Winthrop, as- 
sistant secretary and finance manager 
of that society, presented and swore to 
a record of syndicate participations of 
his company, also to a record of sales 
and purchases of securities for the past 
five years. He detailed as far as he 
was able the transactions of the syndi- 
cate of “J. H. Hyde and Associates.” 

One of the operations was in At- 
lantic Coast Line bonds in which “J. 
H. Hyde and Associates,” the Equit- 
able participating as a paid 
$1,376,095 on call and received $114,- 
| 500 profits. Winthrop said there was 
nothing on the Equitable to 
show who the “associates” nor 
what was Hyde's personal profit. 

The Equitable participated also in a 
Union Pacific syndicate in the name 
of J. H. Hyde, and when asked by 
what authority the society assumed the 
responsibility of Hyde’s personal op- 
erations, Winthrop produced the min- 
utes of the finance committee in July, 
1905, showing a written assignment to 
the company by Hyde of his interest 
in this syndicate. The society had 
paid into that syndicate $1.670,000. 
Much of the information desired in re- 
gard to these syndicate operations 
Winthrop said he would have to look 
up and supply later.

Mystery of the Dress Suit Case; the Norwegian and Swedish delegates 


Still Unsolved 


NO NEARER A SOLUTION 


Vigilant Search For the Missing} authoritic 


Head, Arms and Legs--Efforts 
to Locate Boston Doctor and 
Wife Who Have Disappeared 


Boston, Sept. 25.—Three days’ con- 
tinuous investigation by the police of 
the state. of Boston and of Winthrop, 
of 


searchers, has failed to unravel 
puzzling mystery of the dress sult case, 
which was taken from the waters of 


Winthrop cove last Thursday and 
which contained the nude and dismem- 
bered body of an unknown woman. 

The police acknowledge the present 
futility of their efforts and the result 
of the investigation thus far has 
merely been the fruitless conclusion of 
several clues, which, when presented, 
seemed of the utmost importance and 
hopefulness. 

Thus far every clue run desn, and 
there have been many, has failed to 
throw the faintest light on the strange 
crime, and the police apparently know 
no more of the perpetrator or of the 
victim than they did on the night the 
dismembered body was found. 

The search for the missing head, 
arms and legs of the woman is being 
carried on with unremitting vigilance. 
This inquiry has been confined to 
Winthrop and adjacent waters by the 
police, but yachtsmen and boatmen 
throughout the entire waters of Boston 
harbor and beach resorts have been on 
the lookout. Medical Examiner Harris 
has expressed the opinion that these 
may be revealed this week by the ac- 
tion of the tides, assuming that they 
too were thrown into the water. 

While the police have not aban- 
doned the theory that the suit case 
may have been‘thrown into the water 
from a rowboat, they are also devot- 
ing attention to the possibility of its 
having been cast from a trijn on the 
Boston, Revere Beach and Lynn rail- 
road, Which skirts Winthrop cove. 
The currents at the most convenient 
point would naturally bring a bundle

round to the float of the Winthrop 


Yacht club. Inquiry among the con- 
duetors and brakemen of the railroad, 
however, fail to help the police in this 
direction, although they have also 
been informed that a West End physi- 
cian was seen to take one of the trains 
last Thursday. 

The physician in question has been 
missing from his lodgings for over a 
week and his wife has also disap- 
peared. They are known to have 
quarreled. A witness has been lo- 
cated who states that he heard this 
doctor ask for the loan of a _ strap, 
as the lock of his dress suit case would 
not hold. Other neighbors assert that 
the missing doctor on several occasions 
threatened his wife’s life and gossip 
among them connects the two with the 
dress suit mystery. 

The police have found satisfactory 
information concerning two missing 
young women, whose cases. because of 
certain resembling features, had be- 
come associated with the mystery. The 
two young women in question have 
been located. The clue, which for the 
moment led the police to believe some- 
thing tangible had been discovered of 
the man with an olive green dress suit 
case rowing away from an East Boston 
wharf on the day of the ghastly find 
has also been exploded. The police 
claim to have located this man, who 
happened to own a dark green bag 
which he used to carry provisions to a 
yacht. 

Despite all these discouraging fea- 
tures, the lack of developments and the 
apparently impenetrable wall confront- 
ing them the police are unrelaxing in 
their efforts. 

It is to the dress suit case that the 
police just now are looking for 
guidance. They have learned.that it 
was manufactured by E. J. Cummings 
& Son of this city, probably not less 
than four years ago. Mr. Cummings, 
the head of the firm, has identified 
the case, and has also informed the 
police that it had been repaired and 
probably by a harness maker. On the 
case has been discerned the figure “8,” 


' which Cummings states was not on it 


when sold from his establishment, and 
it is probably the identifying mark of ; 
an expressman. The police are now 
endeavoring to locate a harness maker 
and expressman, in this way to find 
its owner.

The parishioners met the police by 
throwing stones, and two of the officers 
were struck. The police then drew 
their revolvers and overawed the 
crowd, which retired a short distance. 
The officers made six arrests, and 
while taking their prisoners to the po- 
lice station the crowd went back and 
entered the church. The officers re- 
turned shortly with reinforcements, 
and by a liberal use of their clubs 
drove the invading parishioners from 
the building. In spite of the intense 
excitement Rev. Father Kopythiewicz 
continued the service without interrup- 
tion. 

The trouble in the church first came 
to the surface several weeks ago. It 
involved the financial accounts of the 
parish, including the special collec- 
tions which are being taken for the 
new church building now nearly com- 
pleted. 

The dissatisfied element at that time 
appointed collectors of their own to 
take the places of the men appointed 
by the pastor, and had made their 
contributions to them. 

Yesterday’s trouble was foreshadow- 
ed by an assault op one of the regular 
collectors in the church at the early 
mass. The officers who were hit by 
stones were not injured. 


Attempt to Destroy Notables 


Pekin, Sept. 25.—At the Pekin rail- 
way station, as a train carrying one of 
the four missions ordered abroad to 
study political methods was leaving, a 
bomb was exploded inside a private 
car, Kliling fagr minor officials and 
wounding over 20 other persons. The 
wounded include Prince Tsai Tche, 
who heads the most important of the 
missions, and Wu Ting Fang, former 
minister to the United States, both of 
whom received slight injuries. The 
perpetrator of the outrage was blown 
to pieces. 


Train Wrecked--Engineer Killed 

Binghamton, N. Y., Sept. 25.—An 
Erie train was wrecked in a collision 
with an engine about a quarter of a 
mile east of Susquehanna, Pa., last 
night. Both engines were turned on 
their backs beneath a coal pocket. The 
collision was caused by an engine 
from the coal pocket making an at- 
tempt to cross the main line.

LATE RETURNS. 


Expected from the Can- 
cuses Tonight. 


Six Republicans All 
Confident. 


That They Will Be Nominees For 
Representatives. 


Joint caucuses are being held in all 
wards of the City today. The polls 
opened at 12 o'clock noon and will re- 
main open until 9 o’clock tonight. 

Full lists of delegates bave been filed 
by both the Republican and Democratic 
parties, for all the conventions. 

Outside of the contest for Representa- 
tives among the Republicans there is 
but one contest. That is the state 
delegation in Ward Three, The ward 
is entitled to two delegates and there 
are four names on the official ballot, 
viz: William T. Spargo, Alex, Falconer 
John C. Murray and Walter E, Piper. 

There was a contest in Ward Five 
over the same delegation but one of the 
candidates withdrew his name so that 
there is now no contest there. 

There is no contest among the Demo- 
crats for any office. 

The Socialists not having polled the 
necessary number of votes at the last 
State election to be recognized as a 
party there is no ballot for them. 

Under the Luce law a voter who 
attends the caucus today mast vote the 
same party ticket that he did at the 
caucuses last year, unless he was fore- 
sighted enough last June to have his 
party preference changed, As far as 
known however no voter did this. 

When a voter approaches the voting 
booth today he will be asked which 
party ballot he desires. As soon as he 
states his preference the caucus officer 
will consult the list and if it shows 
that he voted with the same party last 
year he will be given a ballot and he 
may pass within the rail. [f the list, 
however, shows that he voted another 
party ticket last year his ballot will be 
refused and he will have the alternative 
of voting with the same party as a year 
ago or not at all. 

All six candidates for the Republican 
nomination for Representative have a 
large force of runners out, and every 
effort is being made to get out a large 
vote. Carriages are in use in every 
ward of the city and no voter need walk 
to the polls if he desires to ride. Some 
of the mere enthusiastic candidates 
have hired automobiles to take voters 
to the polls, and if one does not care 
for a hack he can have an automobile, 
although if he rides in an auto it will 
naturally be supposed that he will vote 
favorable to the gentleman who is pay- 
ing for the auto, 

As a large vote is expected, it will be 
i1 o’clock and after before the result is 
known. 

Just who will win out is hard to for- 
tell. All of the candidates feel quite 
certain that they will win, but it is 
self evident that some one must get 
left. The campaign on the whole has 
been a very clean one.

IA PROMISING GLUE 


Dress Suit Case In Winthrop 
Mystery Is Identified 


OWNED BY PHYSICIAN 


Known to Police, but He Has 


Disappeared From Boston-- 
Package of Woman’s Bloody 


a Garments Found on the Beach 


Boston, Sept. 26.—The features of 
Monday’s investigation of the Winthrop 
dress suit mystery were the finding of 
a bundle containing several woman’s 
garments and blood-stained clothes, 
and the identification of the dress suit 
case in which was found the dismem- 


bered body of a woman near the float 
of the Winthrop Yacht club. While 
the police appear to be more or less 
sceptical concerning the value of these 
discoveries, they are, nevertheless, 
working along the lines suggested by 
them. 

The bundle was found by searchers 
lying on the shore of the Winthrop 
peninsula near that part known as 
Cottage Park, about a mile and@a half 
from the point where the dress sult 
case was found. In the bundle, which 
was enclosed with strong Manila 
wrapping paper, were a woman’s un- 
dervest, a towel, the part of a shirt, 
some absorbent cotton, and several 
pieces of cheese-cloth, blood-stained. 
On the wrapping paper was a label 
with this address: “R. O. Burnham, 2 
Dalton street, City,—from Salter Silk 
company, 125 Kingston street, Boston.” 

Shortly after midnight Captain Du- 
gan, Officer Grady of the state force, 
Inspector Douglas of Winthrop and 
Boston Inspectors Burke and Conboy 
arrived at Mrs. Burnham’s home in 
Dorchester. 

She had retired, but came down 
and admitted the officers. There was 
a conference which lasted about a 
half hour. 

Mrs. Burnham was shown the wrap- 
ping paper which bore her name. “It 
covered a package sent to me by ex- 
press last week,” she said. 

“What disposition did you make of 
the paper?” she was asked. 

Mrs. Burnham explained that she 
was the proprietor of a ‘small dry 
goods store at 2 Dalton street, and 
that the package came to that ad- 
dress. 

“I think that I threw the paper in 
the ash barrel back of the store,’’ she 
replied. Mrs. Burnham was unable to 
fix the date on which she threw . the 
paper into the barrel. 

The clue to which the police are de- 
voting close attention is the identifica- 
tion of the dress suit case, which is 
alleged to have been the property of a 
missing West End physician. Two 
persons, both having acquaintance 
with the physician, one a former em- 
ploye, the other a former landlady, 
have expressed the belief that the 
dress suit case in the possession of the 
police had belonged to the doctor. 
Both are very positive in their state- 
ments, particularly the former office 
boy. The landlady said that when she 
last saw it, some weeks ago, the 
handle was loose. This is eorrobora- 
tive of the police contention that the 
handle had recently been repaired. 

The report of Medical Examiner 
Harris to the effect that the dismem- 
bering of the body and the operation 
performed on the woman were the 
work of a skilled surgeon and the alle- 
gations of two witnesses that the 
dress suit case was the property of a 
physician have led the police to re- 
double their efforts to locate the miss- 
ing doctor. The police know the 
wanted man, but have not divulged his 
name and have instructed the wit- 
nesses to keep silence. 

The physician in question is not 
registered as such in this state and is 
lable to arrest on such a charge. He 
is a foreigner and has resided in other 
cities of this country before coming 
here. 

Search for the missing members of 
the unknown body is being rigorously 
maintained. The police are, however, 
satisfied that the head, arms and legs 
were not placed in any of the sewers, 
inasmuch as they would probably have 
reached the main pumping station Sun- 
day at the latest. 

In connection with the mending of 
the dress suit case, the local police 
have been informed that John Weeks, 
a harness maker of Camden, Me., 
about three weeks ago repaired a dress 
suit case, similar in description to the 
Winthrop one, for e young woman.

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KARLSTAD DEAL 


Is Accepted With Satisfaction 
by People of Sweden 


NORWAY NOT SO PLEASED 


Agreement Calls For Compul- 
sory Arbitration, Outsice Cer- 
tain Points, Before The Hague 
Court--New Forts Must Go 


Stockholm, Sept. 26.—Almost with- 
out a dissentient voice, the people of 
Sweden, so far as can be judged by 
the opinions of the press here and else- 
where, accept with satisfaction the 
terms of the agreement between Swe- 
den and Norway reached at Karlstad. 
The general opinion is voiced by The 
Social Demokraten, which tn Its lead- 
ing editorial this morning says: 

“Our principal objects, arbitration 
and the demolition of the frontier 
fortifications, having been attained, we 
trust that everybody in both countries 
will recognize that the two Scandi- 
navian peoples mutually need each 
other’s friendship and that the agree- 
ment will bring more happiness to 
both.” 

In an interview, Premier Lundeberg, 
who was one of the Swedish commis- 


jsioners at Karlstad, sald: 


“I am satisfied that the result of the 
conference will be satisfactory to Swe- 
den as, with certain modifications, we 
gained almost everything asked for by 
the riksdag. The result also ought to 
be satisfactory to Norway, as she 
gained the assurance of that inde- 
pendent position which has been the 
goal of all the efforts of the Nor- 
weglans. The concessions made by the 
Norwegian delegates at Karlstad were 
necessary in order to secure this re- 
sult. Considering everything, and in 
the interests of peace, it is to be hoped 
that the preliminary treaty will be 
ratified by both parliaments.” 

Expressions of pleasure are heard 
everywhere because both sides have 
recognized the humanitarian principle 
of permitting the Laplanders to enjoy 
the privileges of pasturage for their 
reindeer undisturbed. This is particu- 
larly pleasing to the Swedes from a 
sentimental standpoint, as the rights of 
the Laplanders are looked upon as 
time-honored. The settlement of the 
transit question establishes a founda- 
tion for peaceful Intercourse between 
the two countries. 


Christiana, Sept. 26.—AII indications 
point to the acceptance by Norwe- 
glans generally of the terms of the 
agreement reached at Karlstad, al- 
though at present some persons are in- 
clined to severely criticise the Norwe- 
gian commissioners for conceding so 
much to Sweden. As far as can be 
ascertained, the result meets the ap- 
proval of the great bulk of conserva- 
tive opinion. 

The press as a whole accepts the 
situation, though a few Chauvinists 
continue to voice thelr opposition to 
the agreement. The provincial press 
also appears to accept the result with 
equanimity. The Verdens Gang this 
morning says: 

“We must acknowledge that our 
delegates obtained as much as possible 
and that a large majority of the people 
of the nation agrees with the delegates 
that the question of the demolition of 
the fortifications was of secondary im- 
portance, considering the undoubted 
security obtained by Norway as the 
result of the convention.” 


The text of the protocol which was 
signed at Karlstad by the Norwegian 
and Swedish delegates appointed to ar- 
range the terms for the dissolution of 
the union of Norway and Sweden, sub- 
ject to the ratification of the riksdag 
and storthing, consists of five main 
articles and 35 sub-clauses. 

The first article deals with arbitra- 
tion; the second with the neutral zone 
and the demolition of the fortifications; 
the third with reindeer pastures, ete., 
ete.; the fourth with Iintertraffic, and 
the fifth with common waterways. 

The agreement provides for the 
compulsory arbitration before The 
Hague court of all disputes except 
matters of vital interest for the period 
of a decade, with extensions for other 
periods of 10 years unless two years’ 
previous notice is given of an intention 
to abrogate It. 

The treaty provides for a zone on 
elther side of the frontier which shall 
forever be neutral, and for the demoli- 
tion of the fortresses within that zone 
with the exception of the old portions 
of the fortifications of Fredriksten, 
Gyidenowe and Overbjerget, which 
may remain, but which are not to be 
used as fortifications. 

. A headquarters staff and garrison 
may be maintained at Fredriksten to 
the same extent as prior to the erection 
of the new fortification. No extension 
of the Kongsvinger group of fortifica- 
tions will be permitted, nor of the new 
forts erected within 10 kilometres of 
the old fortress of Kongsvinger. 


Yellow Fever From Colon 

New York, Sept. 26.—Another case 
of yellow fever is reported at the 
quarantine hospital on Swinburne Isl- 
and. Jose Macaira, aged 20, a coal 
passer of the steamer Havana, from 
Colon, is very sick and Dr. Doty con- 
siders his condition as serious. 


Japs Deny Murder Charge 
Tokio, Sept. 26.—The Russian charge 
that the Japanese committed murder 
and pillage on Sakhalin Island is ridi- 
culed by the Japanese here. It is said 
to be totally unfounded.

jtrike Breakers Attacked ang 
a Passenger Shot 

Lynn, Mass., Sept. 27.—A train for 
Beston was stopped twice within the 
city limits last night to 
conductor to summon the police for 
the purpose of quelling a disturbance 
in the smoking car over six strike 
breakers from Walton & Logan's shoe 
factory. 

The men were returning to their 
homes in Chelsea, Mass., when, just as 
the train was leaving the Lynn sta- 
tion, they were attacked by a number 
of strike sympathizers. Clubs were 
freely used and a revolver was fired, 
the bullet going through the hat and 
grazing the top of the head of Eugene 
Holmes, a passenger. 

The train was stopped and the po- 
lice carried the wounded man from 
the car, but no arrests were made, as 
no one could identify the man with 
the revolver. 

The fight, which subsided after the 
arrival of the officers, broke out afresh 
as the train started again, and this 
time Charles Breslin was the victim. 
He was trying to get away from the 
turmoil, when he was pushed off the 
moving train. He sustained several 
severe cuts and bruises. 

The train was stopped once more and 
again the policé were called, but as 
all was quiet when they arrived, no 
one was taken into custody.

State Republicans 


RUNNING MATE IN DOUBT

Draper Appears to Have Lead 
Over Goetting and Hall--Sharp 
Contest For Attorney General 
--Many Delegates Unpledged 


Boston, Sept. 27.—Although unani- 
mously in favor of Lieutenant Govern- 
or Curtis Guild, Jr., of Boston for 
governor, the 1623 delegates chosen at 
the Republican caucuses throughout 
the state are divided between three 
eandidates for the second place on the 
state ticket for the November elec- 
tion and four for attorney general. 
With many city and town delegations 
entirely unpledged, it seems as if none 
of the aspirants for office will be able 
to make a claim to the majority of 
the delegates until a poll of the con- 
vention on Oct. 7. 

That a larger number of delegates 
favor the candidacy of Eben 8. Draper 
of Hopedale than support A. H. 
Goetting of Springfield or Fred 8S. Hall 
of Taunton is indicated by the returns 
received thus far, although definite 
results are not obtainable, since so 
many of the state delegates are un- 
pledged. 

Among the four candidates for at- 
torney general—District- Attorneys 
Dana Malone of Greenfield, Asa P. 
French of the southeastern district and 
George A. Sanderson and Edgar R. 
Champlin of Middlesex county—the 
delegates are divided. Malone, how- 
ever, succeeded in carrying nearly all 
the cities and towns west of Worces- 
ter county and gained many delegates 
in Suffolk and Bristol counties. French, 
in a general way, carried the south- 
eastern section of the commonwealth. 
Champlin and Sanderson divided the 
honors in Middlesex county, in which 
both are residents, while District At- 
torney Peters of Essex county, who is 
also a candidate for attorney general, 
has support in his section. 

The results of the caucuses indicate 
that the attorney general contest will 
certainly be carried into the conven- 
tion, with the probability also that the 
lieutenant governor’s contest will be 
settled there also. Draper represents 
the rigid tariff protection wing of the 
party, while Hale’s candidacy was 
conducted on lines of tariff revision 
and Canadian reciprocity. 

Mr. Draper has developed his great- 
est strength in Boston, where he prac- 
tically swept the city, Hall winning 
but four delegates out of over 200. In 
Lowell Draper and Goetting split even 
on the 40 delegates. Draper was 
strong throughout Worcester and Mid- 
dlesex counties. 

Judge Hall carried Bristol county 
and a greater portion of Plymouth. In 
Fall River he won 22 out of the 35 
delegates and in Brockton the entire 
delegation of 21. 

Democratic caucuses were held yes- 
terday also in several cities and towns. 
With the exception of Cambridge, 
where the delegates favor John H. H. 
McNamee for governor, no preference 
was expressed for the head of the 
ticket. 


Had Enough of Curley 

Boston, Sept. 27.—A feature of the 
voting in this city was the defeat of 
Thomas F. Curley, who was a candi- 
date for the Democratic nomination for 
representative. Curley was elected to 
the legislature last year, but his seat 
was declared vacant, following his 
conviction of participation in civil ser- 
vice frauds. Curley served 60 days 
in the Suffolk county jail for the of- 
fense. He was defeated yesterday by 
19 votes. 


Policyholders In the Lurch 

Chicago, Sept. 27.—Investigation of 
the affairs of the Western Life Indem- 
nity company by a state examiner 
brought to light facts tending to show 
that claims of perhaps thousands of 
policyholders in assessment companies 
have been practically wiped out 
through company manipulation. Bx- 
aminer Frouts discovered that 28 
small insurance companies have termi- 
nated their existence by merging into 
the Western Life Indemnity. 


Old Revolutionist Dead 

St. Louis, Sept. 27.—Major Stephen 
J. Lang, 86 years old, who was one 
of the leaders of the Hungarian revo- 
lution in 1848, died at his home here 
last night from pneumonia. He was 
an aide to the rebel leader Kossuth and 
after the collapse of the revolution es- 
caped in the disguise of a Turk and 
came to the United States, settling in 
Boston. He came to St. Louis in 1869. 


Heid For Providence Police 

San Francisco, Sept. 27.—A. L. Rice 
and W. H. Gilman were arrested in 
their apartments at the Palace hotel on 
a charge of fraudulently obtaining 
$6500 from the United National bank of 
Providence. C. F. Corbett, who was 
with them when the arrests were made, 
was also taken into custody. The men 
are being held, pending instructions 
from the east. 


Swift Runner Becomes Policeman 

New York, Sept. 27.—John J. Joyce, 
the distance runner, has reported for 
duty as a police patrolman. In 1901 
Joyce won the Metropolitan cross 
country champlonship and in the three 
succeeding years won honors in 5 and 
10-mile events. This year he won the 
indoor championship 10-mile run at 
Madison Square garden.

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tHow New Treaty Is Viewed 


FACTOR FOR PEACE 


by England and Japan 


NOT MEANT AS MENACE 


An Effective Safeguard Against 
Renewal of Disturbances In 
Far East--Imposes Limitations 
Upon Germany In Shantung 


London, Sept. 27.—The text of the 
new agreement between Great Britain 
and Japan which was signed by For- 
eign Secretary Lansdowne and Baron 


Hayashi, the Japanese minister to 
Great Britain, on Aug. 12, was issued 
by the foreign office late last evening. 
The momentous document is a brief 
one, comprising lesa than 800 words, 
including eight articles and a preamble. 

Accompanying the agreement is a 
letter from Lansdowne to the British 
ambassadors at St. Petersburg and 
Paris, for transmission to the Russian 
and French governments respectively, 
in which the foreign secretary courte- 
ously reviews the agreement and 
carefully points out that the new de- 
fensive alliance is not intended as a 
menace, but rather as a guarantee of 
peace and prosperity in the Far Hast, 
in which all countries may pafticipate. 

The main features of the new agree 
ment have already been forecasted In 
dispatches from London and Paris. 
The articles of the official text, how- 
ever, bring out forcefully the tre- 
mendous importance to both countries 
of this alliance, which practically 
makes Great Britain Japan and Japan 
Great Britain for the purposes of de- 
fense “in the regions of East Asia and 
India.” This inclusion of India spe- 
cifically as a point at which any ag- 
gression by a foreign power will, call 
for the assistance of Japan finds much 
favor with the press of London, which 
welcomes the new and more extensive 
alliance of the two insular kingdoms 
west and east as giving immediate re- 
Nef from the dangerous thundercloud 
which for so many years has hung over 
the Indian frontier. 

Baron Hayashi, 
viewed after the publication 
agreement, said: 

“The new treaty forms an effective 
safeguard against the renewal of dis- 
turbances in the Far East. That is 
its object. We cannot say that a 
permanent peace has been secured— 
that is too much to be sure of, but 
we can aver that tranquillity has been 
assured for a long time tocome. This 
applies not only to Great Britain and 
Japan, but also to all powers having 
political or commercial Interests in 
that part of the world; in fact, to all 
who have been interested in main- 
taining the status quo. 

“I repeat that the treaty !s a sure 
guarantee of peace, for that is its aim 
and object. It should be clearly recog- 
nized by all that it Is not meant as 
a menace to any one. It has no ag- 
gressive intent, its only object being 
to secure the peace of the world so 
far as the Far East is concerned. The 
treaty Is so clearly worded that no fur- 
ther comment Is needed, and I am con- 
vinced that it will form, as was In- 
tended, the most powerful factor for 
peace. I hope that the people of both 
eountries will realize this and will keep 
to the spirit of the treaty for a very 
long time to come.” 

Sir Charles Dilke takes the position 
that the new treaty makes no change 
in the pre-existing status quo, but says 
it Is an inevitable consequence of the 
new conditions In the Far Hast and 
that it is certainly a stronger guar- 
antee of the maintenance of peace than 
the previous alliance. He argues that 
Russia was never really a menace to 
the Indian frontier, but merely played 
on the susceptibilities of Great Britain. 
With regard to Persia, Sir Charles 
does not believe that Russia would ever 
risk a quarrel with India. 

“In reality,” said he, “the countries 
most affected are France and Germany, 
because to both the new treaty secures 
possessions which they might have 
found it impossible to defend. To 
France the arrangement is entircly 
satisfactory. With Germany the case 
may be different, because it deals a 
blow at the aspirations which Ger- 
many is supposed to entertain with 
regard to the province of Shantung 
and because Germany's present privi- 
leged position in Shantung may be- 
eome non-existent by reason of the 
treaty. Germany, therefore, may have 
some slight feeling of irritation be- 
cause of the limitation thus imposed. 
It is only in this respect that the treaty 
is likely to give rise to any perma- 
nent unpleasantness. In all other 
respects it makes for peace.” 

While there is some criticism of the 
treaty in the Radical newspapers, it is 
only half-hearted, and as a whole, 
London, which has been anxiously 

| awaiting the breaking of official silence 
with regard to the document, heaves 
a sigh of relief and greets with great 
satisfaction the positive assurance of 
the future assistance of a powerful 
Oriental ally in all matters pertaining 
to Far Eastern policies.

shore Monday. It corresponds to the 
blonde hair found in the dress suit 
case and is said to resemble that of 
the dead woman. Important also is the 
presence of a piece of surgeon’s gauze 
in this bundle, as a piece was found 
on the torso of the victim. 

The surgeon’s gauze is likely to play 
a prominent part in the police investi- 
gation, particularly as Miss Annie EB. 
Harnett, a clerk employed by Mrs. 
Rebecca C. Burnham, admits having 
sold surgeon’s, gauze to. a. blonde wo- 
man some two weeks ago. The paper 
in which the bundle of clothes found 
at Winthrop was wrapped came from 
Mrs. Burnhain’s store at 2 Dalton 
street, in the Back Bay district. All 
these various threads of evidence lead 
the police to believe that the bundle 
and the dress suit case have close re- 
lationship in the crime and they are 
now endeavoring to locate the blonde 
Woman who purchased the surgeon's 
gauze. 

Some satisfactory progress has been 
made in tracing the dress suit case and 
the police are of the opinion that the 
last owner will soon be known to them. 
They have learned that the dress suit 
case had been purchased from a pawn- 
broker about six months ago.  Al- 
though the case appeared to have been 
positively identified by two witnesses 
as the property of a physician known 
to the police, the authorities seem to 
be dissatisfied with this identification, 
as they are prosecuting the search for 
the last owner. 

The missing physician, whose wife 
had also mysteriously disappeared, 
does not figure so prominently in the 
case, as the police claim to have lo- 
cated his wife, who, for a time, they 
were inclined to believe might have 
been the victim of the crime. 

Divers are at work searching the 
waters near the place where the dress 
sult case was found in the hope of 
discovering some trace of the other 
members of the body. Thus far their 
efforts have not been successful. This 
line of effort will be continued until 
the entire portion of the harbor has 
been explored. 

Several other pieces of cloth were 
found yesterday at Cottage Park, with- 
in 10 feet of the place where the 
bundle of clothing was found Mon- 
day. It Is supposed that this cloth had 
originally been part of the bundle.

Cleveland, Sept. 27.—Several hun- 
dred representative men of Cleveland 
called upon John D. Rockefeller at his 
home in Forest Hill and through An- 


drew Squire, an attorney, and L. E. 
Holden, proprietor of the Cleveland : 
Plain Dealer, expressed to Rockefeller 
their esteem for him as a citizen and 
as a great business man. 

The gathering included merchants, 
lawyers, clergymen, educators and men 
in humbler walks of life. Through 
Squire, every person was presented to 
and shook hands with Rockefeller. 
There were personal statements of 
good will from those who greeted 
Rockefeller, who, !n response, thanked 
each person for their kindly expres- 
sions and esteem. 

Mr. Rockefeller made a brief ad- 
dress in response to the greetings 
which had been spoken by Squire and 
Holden. His remarks were almost en- 
tirely reminiscent of his residence in 
Cleveland and of the growth of the 
city. He said, speaking especially to 
the younger men present, that there 
is something more to life than mere 
money getting.

At Sea, Sept 11, 1905. 

We are now in the Carribean Sea and 
itis very rough. Wego upon a sea 
about fifty feet and then take a 
tumble of about seventy five feet and 
ditto.

There are about twenty carpenters on 
this boat. They are from all parts of 
the United States,— New Orleans, Iowa 
Cincinnati, Baltimore, New York and 
Massachusetts. I bave got a mate from 
Gardner, Mass. There are five of us 
that are going to try and live together; 
one is from Baltimore, one from Cin- 
cinnati, one from Gardner and one from 
Maine. They are all married and have 
two children (a boy and a girl) except 
the one from Maine and he has seven. 
We ull have the same state room and 
are havirg a great time. The ship's 
doctor bas vaccinated me for smallpox, 
and is filling me full of quinine for 
malaria; Ishould sayfor a preventative. 

My ticket reads for Panama on the 
Pacific cuast but I don’t know where I 
am going. The boys in my crowd are 
going down to try and save money. 
We are going to get a house together 
and do our own cooking and washing, 
and not drink a thing. 

**Stockelberg’’ just come into my 
stateroom and we had quite a talk. 
He said that wo would probably go to 
Panama and be septsout in bunches 
from there. 

Tuesday, Sept. 12, A. M. 

I have just bad coffee. We have four 
meals on the boat. Hot coffee and rolls 
at six o’clock, breakfast at nine o’clock, 
lunch at one-thirty and dinner at six- 
thirty. We have a wireless telegraph 
outfit on board and have been sending 
and receiving messages ever since start- 
ing 

We have only seen land six hours 
since we left New York, Cuba and 
Hayti; but in about four hours we will} 
sight Colon. He have not made a 
single stop, or the engines have not 
stopped since last Wednesday noon. I 
am taking 5 gr. Quinine pills, so that 
when I strike land my blood will be 
full of it; the doctor said that the 
malaria germs will not take, if your 
blood is full of it. 

Thursday, Sept. 14. 

When we got to Colon they took me 
away from my crowd and sent me to 
Panama with five other men, out of forty- 
eight carpenters, and I am working on 
the Pacific ocean, in the U. S, Hospital. 

Yesterday I started on making coffins 
to pack away the Negroes. They are 
made of California red wood and paint- 
ed black, The ‘‘boss’’ said it was a— 
of a job to put a new man on, and I 
told him it looked very encouraging; 
but he said he would give me some- 
thing else to du as soon as he could. 

This forenoon I was sent to the 
Negroes yellow fever ward for a short 
job. This afternoon my mate and my- 
self started on putting up portable 
houses for the doctors. We have five 
to put up. They are two stories high 
and have four rooms and a kitchen. 
They come in pieces about 10x3 feet, 
and all bolt together; the only tools 
needed are a hammer and a monkey- 
wrench. My arm is sore as the deuce; 
the vaccination is taking in great shape. 

I just went to supper and who did I 
meet bat George Foster. Remember 
him? He is working on the railroad 
yards at Colon and came over on a 
freight. If I can hold this hospital 
job I will be satisfied; we are up on a 
mountain on the coast of the Pacific, 
and it is the most healthy place on the 
Isthmus.

Whiskey is $3.50 a quart in Panama} 
money which is worth half as much as 
our money. We have two. hours for 
nooning, and if a man can keep his 
health it is the biggest snap in carpen- 
tering work I ever saw. The bosses say 
don’t hurry, take your time. They are 
taking out ‘‘stiffs’’ and putting new 
ones in to take their place all the time, 
day and night. There is one grave yard 
bere called ‘*Monkey hill’’» with over 
forty-thousand buried. There is only 
one other grave yard and that is on the 
other end of the Isthmus at Colon, 
the Atlantic side.

Friday, Sept. 15. 

I am back again making coffins; they 
are behind on orders; they took a load 
this forenoon and cleaned them all out. 
If it keeps on in this way they will have 
half the carpenters making coffins; they 
are all for negroes and it is a wonder 
they are not all dead; they are so ‘‘rot- 
ten.” There are no white people sick 
here that I know of. 

Iam working in the mill; there are a 
band saw, circular saw,-etc. We have 
two hours for dinner from eleven to 
oneanid when it rains the outside men 
loaf without loss of pay, and it rains 
every day. 

Oranges and cocoanuts grow every- 
where, and bananas in Culon. 

I send in this lecter.a five cent 
Panama piece worth two and one-half 
cents in our money. We don't bave 
any U. S. money here, and when 
buy anything they give us Panama 
money in change. If you buy five cents 
worth of anything and give a ten dollar 
bill, you will get nineteen dollars and 
ninety cents change in silver, weighing 
about ten pounds. I will write again 
Sunday.

Identity of Dress Suit Case 


Torso Remains Unknown 


PERPETRATOR OF CRIME 


He May Be Eventually Appre- 
hended Through Information 
Furnished by Pawnbroker-- 
Searching For Missing Por- 
tions of Woman’s Body 


Boston, Sept. 28.—After nearly a 
week of the most untiring and diligent 
investigation by the police departments 
of this city «nd of Winthrop the 
{dentity of the unknown woman, whose 
dismembered body was found in a 
dress sult case in the waters of Win- 


throp bay, remains unknown, and no 
positive clue to the perpetrator of the 
revolting crime has been discovered. 

Considerable progress, however, has 
been made, and the police feel assured 
that the number of articles found have 
a pertinent bearing on the crime and 
will lead te the ultimate apprehension 
of the culprit. Even if arrests were 
made, the police state that they must 
be able to positively identify the dead 
woman before the case could be prose- 
cuted successfully. To this end they 
are bending their combined efforts. 

In the belief that the head, arms and 
legs of the victim may have been cast 
into Winthrop cove at the same time 
and near the same place as the dress 
suit case containing the torso, divers 
are now searching all the submarine 
territory of the bay. As yet their ef- 
forts have not been rewarded. Lest 
the missing members had been de- 
posited among ash or garbage. re- 
ceptacles, the head of the sanitary de- 
partment bas given instructions that 
everything be carefully~ scrutinized. 
While the police do not look for results 
from this avenue, they do not intend 
to neglect any possible channel. 

The police attach the greatest im- 
portance to the discovery that two 
dress suit cases were purchased last 
week in a South End pawnbroker’s 
shop. The dress suit case in the pos- 
session of the state police has been 
identified by Joseph Berkman, the 
pawnbroker, as one that a stranger 
purchased. The authorities are of the 
opinion that the missing members of 
the woman’s body were placed in the 
other dress suit case and disposed of 
in the same manner. Some, however, 
doubt than an ordinary dress sult case 
could hold the head and limbs. Mr. 
Berkman has given the police a fairly 
good description of the purchaser of 
the dress sult cases, but the probability 
is that the man has gone from the 
city and has eluded the police. 

The facts of the purchase of the 
dress suit cases in the South End, and 
the wrapping paper, which was about 
the bundle of clothes found on the 
Winthrop shore, coming from 2 Dalton 
street, have directed attention again to 
the Back Bay district and to the pos- 
sibility of the deed having been com- 
mitted there. This is somewhat 
strengthened by the allegation that a 
man brought the larger dress suit case 
to be repaired by a harness maker 
near the store of Mrs. R. O. Burnham 
at 2 Dalton street. 

Three blonde hairs promise to play 
a significant part in the investigation. 
Three finds have been made by the po- 
lice or by citizens and in each in- 
stance’a blonde hair has accom- 
panied the find. In the dress suit case 
with the woman’s torso there was a 
blonde hair, and on a man’s mackintosh 
and a bed quilt, both taken from the 
water yesterday, were blonde hairs. 
The report of the medical examiner 
contained the assertion that the woman 
was a blonde. The three hairs will 
be submitted to microscopic examina- 
tion to determine the likeness as_ to 
golor and texture. 

Additional evidence has come to light 
which tends further to direct police 
attention to the Back Bay district in 
the vicinity of Dalton street. It ap- 
pears that on Sept. 16, five days pre- 
ceding the finding of the dress suit 
case, a policeman who patrols a part of 
thé Back Bay district saw a man and 
woman alight from a street car at the 
corner of Huntington avenue and 
West Newton street. The officer recog- 
nized the man as a doctor who for 
some time has been suspected by the 
police as a practitioner of criminal op- 
erations. He formerly had an office in 
the West End and later moved to the 
South End.

Makes 1t Certain That He Will 
Be Guild’s Running Mate 
toston, Sept. 28.—Eben S. Draper of 

Hopedale is assured of the Republican 

nomination for lieutenant governor on 

the first ballot in the state convention 


as the result of the Republican caucuses, 
The total number of delegates to which 
the convention is entitled is 1612, and 
Draper will probably have nearly 1100 
of them on the first ballot.

SYNDICATE DEALS 


Further Light on Doings of the 
Equitable Life 


DEPEW A PARTICIPANT 


Senator Asked to Appear Before 
Investiga‘ors--A Case Where 
$218,100 Was Put Up, With 
No Return of Cash or Interest 


New York, Sept. 28.—Wednesday’s 
session of the legislative committee to 
investigate insurance methods was 
given over to inquiring further into the 
syndicate transactions of the Equit- 
able Life Assurance society. Henry R. 
Winthrop, assistant secretary and 
financial manager of the society, was 
again the witness, and many of his 
statements were accompanied by type- 
written documents giving the various 
transactions in detail. It was brought 
out that In one of these syndicates 
Senator Chauncey M. Depew was a 
participant to the extent of $100,000, 
and the senator was requested to ap- 
pear before the committee. 

Mr. Winthrop was unable to find 
where a record of the profits) from a 
number of the syndicate transactions 
was made, but expert accountants now 
at work on the books of the society are 
expected to unearth these later. The 
witness also detailed a number of 
loans to the Equitable Trust and Mer- 
cantile Trust company, as well as the 
sharing of these companies in syndi- 
cates with the Equitable soclety. 

Henry Greaves, who was a _ clerk 
for George H. Squire, formerly a 
member of the finance committee, was | 
called to supply some information re- 
garding the “George H. Squire, trus- 
tee,” account, and from him it was 
learned that there were a number of 
these accounts. There was, besides the , 
“George H. Squire, trustee,” account, 
the “Marcellus Hartley, trustee,” ac- 
count and another, the “J. W. Alex- 
ander, trustee,” account. Greaves pro- 
duced the bank book of the Squire ac- 
count and by means of it Mr. Hughes 
tried to trace amounts that would 
correspond to profits to this account, | 
but the witness could not remember 
the items deposited. 

Mr. Greaves, however, gave way 
temporarily to Winthrop, whom ! 
Hughes queried further regarding syn- 
dicates. Winthrop was asked to fur- 
nish a lst of the individual partici- 
pants in the syndicates, and said that! 
President Morton was preparing such 
a statement. Winthrop said he had 
no positive information of the James 
H. Hyde and associate syndicates, but | 
he expects he will have. 

Mr. Winthrop said that in the Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore and Washington 
and Long Island 4s syndicate, man- 
aged by Kuhn, Loeb & Co., there were 
two participations, one of $500,000, the 
other of $100,000. The society derived 
profits of $2386 on the $100,000, while 
J. W. Alexander, J. W. Hyde, G. H. 
Squire and W. H. McIntyre divided the 
profits on the $500,000. The Equitable | 
put up $218,100. It has received no! 
Interest, neither has the money been ! 
returned, and when asked if the matter | 
had been called to the attention of 
these men Winthrop sald: “It will be.” 

Jacob H. Schiff of Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., has been subpoenaed. Schiff will 
be asked about the transactions of his 
firm with the New York Life Insur- 
ance company, as well as with the 
Equitable Life Assurance soclety. 


Congressman’s Slayer Admits Deed 

Cienfuegos, Sept. 28.—In connection 
with the disorders which resulted in the 
killing of Congressman Villuendas and 
Chief of Police Ilance, indictments 
have been found against 12 persons, 
three of whom are held without bail 
and the remainder admitted to bail in 
$5000 each. A rural guard who Is in 
a hospital, seriously wounded, says 
that he killed Villuendas after he him- 
self had been wounded. 


Subway Tavern a Failure 

New York, Sept. 28.—The Subway 
tavern, a saloon which was opened 
with prayer by Bishop Potter a year 
ago, was closed for good last night. 
The Subway tavern ended its existence 
as a temperance experiment on thé 
first of the present month, and has 
since been running as an ordinary sa- 
loon in an effort to make it more profit- | 
able, its patronage having dwindled 
away. 


Dangerous Agitator Deported 

Havana, Sept. 28.—The Italian agita- 
tor, Jose Pinnino, was deported to 
Cartagena on board a cattle steamer. 
Pinnino desired the privilege of pay- 
ing first-class fare to New York, but 


his deportation on the first steamer 
leaving Havana, the secret police obey- 
ed the order to the letter. Pinnino 
had been expelled from Italy. 


Swap Biots Out a State 

‘Brussels, Sept. 28.—An agreement 
has been reached between the Belgian 
and Prussian governments for the ces- 
sion to Belgium of the neutral territory 
of Moresnet in exchange for a strip of 
land adjoining the town of Eupen in 
Prussia, close to the Belgian frontier. 
Thus the smallest European state has 
been blotted out. 


Nova Scotia Coa! Strike Settled 

Springhill, N. 8. Sept. 28.—The 
strike at the Springhill Coal company’s 
mines has been settled, the manage- 
ment having practically conceded all 
the demands of the men.

RIOTS AT BUDAPEST 


Hungarian Feeling Against the 
Dynasty Is Increasing 

Budapest, Sept. 28.—Between 40 and 
50 persons were injured in riots here 
last evening when Socialists and ad- 
herents of the coalition parties clashed 
opposite the Royal hotel, and for two 
hours there were scenes of tremendous 
excitement. The Royal hotel is the 
headquarters of ‘the Independence club, 
in which is the council room of the 
coalition leaders. 

At 8 o’clock about 1500 Socialists 
gathered outside the Independence 
club and announced their intention of 
entering and tearing down the council 
room. A large force of police was 
present, assisted by 150 leading citi- 
zens. 

The mob made an effort to enter, 
but was vigorously opposed by the po- 
lice. A fight ensued and amid the 
wildest clamor a number of persons 
were stabbed, but the Socialists were 
finally seattered. Fifteen minutes 
later, however, the Socialists again 
gathered. By this time adherents of 
the coalition in large numbers appeared 
upon the scene and their appearance 
resulted in a free fight between the 
two factions. Knives, sticks and 
stones were used vigorously. 

In the meantime a_ thunderstorm 
came up and vivid Nghtning lit up the 
square while the thunder added a note 
of terror. Rain fell in torrents and 
dampened the ardor of the combatants, 
who were finally dispersed by the po- 
lice. 

The general situation certainly has 
grown worse, while the feeling 
throughout Hungary against the dyn- 
asty is increasing. Revolutionary 
cries are frequently heard in the streets 
and an element of the population is en- 
deavoring to stir up the passions of 
the people. 


Monster Explosion Comes Today 

Port Said, Sept. 28.—The blowing up 
of the British steamer Chatham, 
which was sunk in the canal Sept. 6 
owing to the fact that she was on fire 
and that the flames threatened to reach 
a quantity of dynamite, which formed 
part of her cargo, will take place today. 
There are nearly 90 tons of dynamite 
and other explosives on the vessel, and 
much curiosity, not to say fear, is en- 
tertained here concerning the result of 
the explosion. 


Disease In Naval Academy 

Washington, Sept. 28.—Owing to 
cases of diphtheria among the midship- 
men at the naval academy at Annapo- 
navy an- 
nounces that the return of the midship- 
men to the naval academy, now on 
leave, will be postponed until Oct. 7. 
There are nine fully developed cases of 
diphtheria and 12 more in which there 
are symptoms of the disease. There 


| are also five cases of typhoid fever. 


Russian Loan to Be $150,000,000 

Paris, Sept. 28—Banking circles 
here are much interested In the anticl- 
pated new Russian loan. The best in- 
formed financiers place the amount of 
the loan at $150,000,000. Some bankers 
express the belief that the cost of 
bringing home the Manchurian army 
and the internal reorganization of Rus- 
sia will require more than $150,000,000. 


Death of Wheeler Peckham 

New York, Sept. 28.—Wheeler H. 
Peckham, the lawyer, died suddenly 
here in his office. Paralysis is thought 
to have caused his death. Peckham 
was born at Albany and was 73 years 
old. In 1894 he was appointed to the 
federal supreme court by President 
Cleveland. The senate refused to con- 
firm his nomination. 


Ministers Needed In Politics 

Atlantie City, N. J., Sept. 28.—Dur- 
ing the session of the Unitarian con- 
gress Rey. Dr. R. W. Boynton of St. 
Paul took occasion in his address to de- 
clare “that ministers as well as lay- 
mien should take a hand in politics 
when a state of affairs exists such as 
in Philadelphia at present.”

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SURGERY IN NAVY 


Interesting Discourse Dy a Jap- 


anese Official | 


TREATMENT OF WOUNDED 


Rendered Successful by Bathing 
and Donning of Clean Under- 
wear Before Batile--Conning 


Tower Dangerous--Gunners’ 


Eyes Carefully Inspected 


Detroit, Sept. 28.—General Suzuki of 
the imperial Japan@se navy, 
dress before the convention of mili- 
tary surgeons of the United States, 
made what was declared by Medical 
Director Wise of the United States 
navy to be the most valuable cortribu- 
tion of modern times to naval surgery. 

He described in detail the surgical 
methods used In the Japanese fleet; 
told how surgeons before every en- 
gagement carefully inspected the eyes 
of all gunners on the warships; how 
the ears of every man in the fleet 
were plugged with cotton before the 
firing began and how Admiral Togo 
fought his fleet from the compass 
bridge of the Mikasa, instead of the 
conning tower. 

“Much of our success in the treat- 
ment of wounded,” said Dr. Suzuki, “I 
ascribe to the fact that before every 
engagement I ordered each member of 
the crew to bathe and put on perfectly 
clean underclothing. In a great many 


in an ad- 


shot wounds fragments of clothing are | 


carried into the body and our insistence | 
upon clean underclothing prevented 
many cases of blood poisoning among 
our wounded. 

“Our experience during the war 
proved that the conning tower of a} 
warship is a most dangerous situa- 
tion. Fragments of shell penetrate 
through the slits in the tower made 
to furnish the commanding officer a 
range of vision, and do great dam- 
age. Realizing this fact, Admiral Togo, 
in all the naval engagements, directed 
his fleet from the compass bridge of 
the Mikasa, without receiving at any 
time the slightest wound. 

“The vision of the men who fire the 
guns of the warship must necessarily 
be of the very best if their shots are 
to count. Before every engagement 
the surgeons examined the eyes of the 
gunners. <Any of them found with! 
slight impairment of vision were| 
treated, and if the impairment was too 
grave to yield to immediate treatment 
they were transferred to another sta- 
tion and their places filled by men 
whose eyes were perfect. And, too, 
during engagements, every battery 
crew was supplied with water in which 
a 1 percent solution of boracic acid 
had been mixed to wash out their eyes 
when they became affected by powder 
smoke or dust.” 

Dr. Suzuki said that by the issuance 
of quantities of extra heavy clothing, 
gloves and boots, the crews of the 
Japanese ships were so well fortified 
against cold that, despite the winter 
operations against Port Arthur, not one | 
case of frost bite was brought into the 
surgeries of the ships. The issuance 
of large brimmed straw hats during 
the summer also, he said, prevented 
any sunstrokes among the crews of 
the fleet. 

Dr. Suzuki described the 
methods used in the Japanese navy 
which, he said, are practically the 
Same as those used by the rest of the 
world. He said the Japanese surgeons 
had discovered that it is impracticable 
during action to attempt anything but 
the most necessary first dressing of 
severe wounds. After the action is! 
over, he said, the surgery should be 
made ready for the absolutely neces- 
sary major operations, but in all cases 
where possible the wounded men 
should be hurried to a base hospital 
before being operated upon. 

Discussing the location of surgeries 
on warships, he said that the Japan- 
ese experience had been that they 
should be located below the water 
line, as locations above that point are 
too exposed to the enemy’s fire. He 
urged the necessity for removing from 
the decks of warships all objects not} 
absolutely necessary to the operation of 
the ship, and described how 23 men} 
were killed and wounded on the Mikasa | 
by fragments of a semaphore which } 
was struck by a shell.

MAN WHO HEARS COLOR 


Mistake of Surgeon In Joining 
Optic and Auditory Nerves. 


GAUSES PATIENT TO SEE NOISE 


—— 


Red Sounds Like Deep Bass, While 
Blue Is Like Bells < Locomotive 


Whistle Violet—-Sunlight Produces) 


Sound That Is Deafening—Arranges 
Bouquets by the Harmony They 


Produce. 


Recently a celebrated Berlin sur- 
geon performed in his private sani- 
tarium an operation on a man for 
brain tumor, says a Baltimore dispatch 
to the Cincinnati Commercial-Tribune. 
The opening of the skull disclosed the 
fact that the tumor was of great size 
and that its removal would necessitate 
the severing of many brain nerves. 

There was nothing else to do, how- 
ever, as it was a question of life or 
death. After the main operation had 
been successfully completed the cut 
portions of the brain were brought to- 
gether, but here a mistake was made, 
a fact disclosed only after the 2- 
tient had been conscious for some 
| time. 

The upper portion of the sight nerve 
was connected with the under portion 
of the auditory nerve, while the upper 

| portion of the auditory nerve was con- 
| nected with the under portion of the 
| visual nerve. 

The story which Herr Braun Low 
tells is worthy of a Poe or a Rider 
Haggard. During the first period of 

convalescence the patient was not con- 


scious of either light or sound impres- 
sions, and since that time the man has 
had no sense of sight or hearing im the 
real sense of the word. 

The seventh day after the operation 
he awoke in the morning and groped, 
as was his custom, for an electric but- 
ton near his bed in order to summon 
an attendant. 

The moment, however, he touched the 
button there appeared, to his boundless 
astonishment, a wide expanse of blue 
light.

Thus is explained the fact that the 
sound of the electric bell, caught by 
the auditory nerves and transmitted to 
the connected visual nerves and then 
to the visual brain tract, produced the 
impression of blue light.

At this time the sight 
nerve suture had healed, and the sec- 
ond phase of the phenomena appeared. 
| He was frequently awakened during 
the night by sensations of light, which 
were produced by the slightest noise. 

On this day he was awake long 
before daybreak. As dawn approached 


was able to distinguish various allied 
tones. The sounds, however, dismayed 
| him, especially as they increased in in- 
| tensity. Suddenly—this at the time of 
the sun’s appearance—the noises be- 
came deafening, and the man, horri- 
fied, sprang out of bed and rushed in 
the direction of the window. 

However, his trouble was only in- 
creased by this move, for, while he had 
up to that time heard only one sound, 
now from every side noises crowded 
upon him. 

If he looked at the red curtain at the 
window (which, of course, he could 
not see either as curtain or window) a 
| deep bass crashed upon him; if he 
glanced at the blue carpet delicate 
bells rang in his ears; if he looked at 
the white door a very bedlam burst 
} around him. The above facts, Herr 
Braun says, were translated into light 

sensations. 

If he looks at the heavens he is able 
to tell whether the day is clear or 
cloudy. Deep blue produces a loud, 
high and tolerably clear note, gray blue 
a deeper sound mingled with other | 
| noises and gray is represented by the 
| simultaneous humming of gentle notes.

Interesting experiments have been 
; performed with fiowers of many colors | 
which have been given the patient to 
| arrange into bouquets. 
In this case certain color combina-

, ers which he arranges by sounds is iu

The accord is interpreted as a com- 
promise in which each side secures ad- 
vantages. Chancellor Von Buelow’s 
proposition to submit Moroccan ques- 
tions to a conference is finally realized 
and Rouvier has carried his point of 
keeping France's special interests from 
the conference and restricting the re- 
maining questions within exact limits. 

The diplomats consider the result 
highly advantageous in removing 
obstacles to rapprochement between 
France and Germany. «Commenting 
on this view, the semi-official Temps 
says: “France does not want an alli- 
ance outside of that with Russia, but 
she is none the less ready to welcome 
closer relations with 
Germany's conciliatory attitude and 
final ssion of a number of con- 
tested points is attributed to a desire 
to promote a better feeling with France 
and Russia, thus counteracting on the 
continent the advantages which Great 
Britain gains through her new alliance 
with Japan.”

Premier Rouvier and Prince Von 
Radolin, the German ambassador, 
Signed the accord concerning the Mo- 
roccan conference yesterday. It is an- 
nounced that the decisions of the in- 
ternational conference will have only 


three years’ validity. The official text 
of the accord, as given out, says: 
The negotiations between France 


and Germany concerning the program 
for the conference on Morocean affairs 
has successfully terminated. Accord 
is reached upon a program comprising 


the organization of the police, the 
regulation and repression of contra- 
band arms, financial reforms, consist- 


Ing principally of the organization of a 
state bank, and also the best means of 
collecting duties, and the creation of 
new means of revenue and also the de- 
termination of principles destined to 
safeguard the economic liberty of Mo- 
rocco, 

The agreement makes a special res- 
ervation of the frontier region between 


Algiers and Morocco, where the main- 
tenance of police will be regulated di- 
rect between France and the sultan, 


without submission to the conference. 
The regulation of contraband in the 
fame region also remains for France 
to determine with the sultan. 

The two governments unite in ask-. 
ing that Spain accept Algeciras as the 
place for the conference. Upon the 
question of the recent German loan to 
Morocco, it is agreed that French 
bankers shall participate with the Ger- 
mans, and there is to be similar partici- 
pation of French firms in building the 
harbor works at Tangier if a French 
company offers terms equal to those of 
the German contractors. 

Finally the accord provides for the 
submission of the program without de- 
lay to the sultan and signatories of the 
convention of Madrid. Upon its sub- 
mission to the sultan, both the French 
and German missions now at Fez will 
return to Tangier. 


Freshies Were Victorious 

New York, Sept. 29.—Sophomores 
and freshmen of Columbia university 
waged a fierce battle at the Bronx 
casino last night on the occasion of the 
sophomore smoker, at which captive 
freshmen were forced to furnish the en- 
tertainment. The most seriously in- 
jured student was a sophomore named 
Beck, who had three ribs broken. The 
sophomores were taken completely by 
surprise and the freshmen waged a 
brief and victorious war. 

Prison Officers on the Alert 

Bridgewater, Mass., Sept. 29.—In 
fear of a general outbreak and a con- 
certed attempt on the part of the in- 
mates of the Bridgewater state farm 
to escape, the officers of that institution 
are exercising precautions such as 
have never been employed before at 
the place. One attempt on the part of 
50 of the worst criminals in the farm 
to escape under cover of night has 
been frustrated by the guards.

The blonde hairs, 
peculiar coincidence were found on

Thousands of acres of land in that | 
section have been left waste by the} 
cutting down of the timber, and as 
they are unfit for agricultural purposes 
it is proposed to utilize at least a por-} 
tion of them by starting great pre-| 
serves of elk, with a view to supplying’ 
the market with elk venison at reason- | 
able rates. The idea has already been | 
worked out to good advantage in Can- | 
ada and in a small way in the upper 
peninsula of Michigan, 

According to Mr. Fowler, the elk are 
very prolific, and with proper care the | 
elk farms, or ranches as they should} 
perhaps be called, can be made to 
yield big profits. They require very 
little care, and there has always been 
an excellent market for the venison, 
which at present commands from 50 
to 65 cents per pound. A similar move- 
ment was put on foot in New England 
several years ago, and the most grati- 
fying results have been attained, 

The elk ranchers of Canada state 
that the elk are not destructive feed- 
ers, nor do they range widely when 
properly cared for and not molested. 
They can be cared for as easily as 
cattle and give better profit. 

Mr. Fowler states that arrangements 
are practically complete for the estab- 
lishment of several ranches on proper-| 
ty owned by Chicago lumbermen. Chi- 
cago and Sault Ste. Marie capital ex- 
clusively will back the enterprise. The 
necessary animals for starting the 
business will be brought from some of | 
Mr. Fowler’s Canadian farms,

Genesis of the Lightning Rod. 

The first lightning rod was not con- 
structed by Franklin nor set up in 
Ameriea, but by a monk at Seutten- 
berg, Bohemia, named Prohop Dil- 
wisch. His apparatus was made and 
put together during the spring and 
summer of the year 1754 and was first 
set up In the garden of the cure of 
Prenditz (Moravia) on June 15 of the 
year above named. The rod attained 
as much distinction as that later made 
by Franklin and was the cause of the 
inventor being presented with much 
money and large estates. His enemies 
claimed that the rod was the cause of 
the great drought of 1757, 1758 and 
1759, and upon the matter being report- 
ed to Vienna it was ordered to be taken 
down.

The Law Quoted in Support of 
His Claim. 


Editors Daily Ledger: 

As I have expressed opinions as to 
the duty of the Commissioner of Public 
Works regarding the removal ‘of the 
obstruction on Crescent street, which 
Opinions haye been quoted in the press, 
I now desire through your paper to set 
forth my reasons for holding and ex- 
pressing those opinions. In brief, . my 
contentions are that the obstruction in 
question should never have been placed 
on Crescent street; that the act of 
placing it there is not backed by 
authority which will stand the legal 
and logical tests; that~ therefore it 
should be removed; and that its re- 
moval could not on any view of the 
situation ‘‘involve the city in costly 
litigation’’ or ‘‘ prevent further develop- 
ment’’ of the park system. 

Chapter 53, Sec. 3 of the Revised 
Laws reads as follows: ‘‘Any person 
may remove gates, rails, bars or fences 
which are upon or across a highway, 
townway, or private way legally laid 
out, or they may be removed by a 
justice of the peace, unless they have 
been placed there to prevent the spread 
of a disease dangerous to the public 
health, or unless they bave been erected 
or continued by a license of the county 
commissioners or by the selectmen or 
road commissioners or for the person 
for whose use sach private way was 
laid out.”

Danger Besets the Rate Leg- 


islation Bill 


ATTITUDE OF RAILROADS 


Says They Will Make Efforts to 
Defeat the Measure, Against 
Which Billions of Dollars Wili 
Be Arrayed 


Concord, N H., Sept. 30.—In a series 
of open letters to Edward A. Moseley 
of the interstate commerce commission, 
former Senator Chandler of New 
Hampshire defines his attitude toward 
the Esch-Townsend rate legislation bill 
to come before congress at its next ses- 
sion. 

Mr. Chandler lays great stress upon 
the attitude of the railroad companies 
and says the methods of defeating the 
measure to be put forward next win- 
ter will be by dangerous amendments 
or additions to the Esch-Townsend bill 
“under the guise of friendly improve- 
ments, but really as railroad tricks.” 

Mr. Chandler says: “You cannot 


reasonably expect that a law can be 
passed through congress which shall 


make a reasonable transportation rate 
fixed by the commission take effect im- 
mediately and remain in force until re- 
versed by the court of review when 
Samuel Spencer, in behalf of the rail- 
roads, has announced that they wil] not 
permit either of two things.” 

These two things, Chandler charges, 
are the giving of “power to the commis- 
sion to substitute in a particular case 
a rate or price which in their judg- 
ment is just or reasonable in the place 
of one judged by them to be unjust 
or reasonable” and the enactment of 
“statutes which provide that a rate of 
transportation once fixed by any au- 
thority shall remain perpetually in 
force thereafter until changed by com- 
mission or by court.” 

Mr. Chandler further charges that 
$13,000,000,000 of capital, representing 
210,000 miles of railroad, are arrayed 
against the president in his attempt to 
pass rate legislation. He also charges 
that by furnishing free transportation 
the railroads will attempt to corrupt 
legislatures, congress and the whole 
state and national government. 

Mr. Chandler asserts that lawyers, 
ministers of the gospel and newspapers 
are especially cared for by the, rail- 
roads, notwithstanding that the system 
is grossly illegal, and closes his last 
letter with an appeal to the American 
people to help the president. 


Preparing to Receive Prince 

Washington, Sept. 30.—By direction 
of the president, the state and navy 
departments have begun the prepara- 
tion of plans for the reception in this 
country of Prince Louia of Battenburg. 
The English squadron under the com- 
mand of the prince will be in United 
States waters from Noy. 1 until Noy. 
17. During the time of the stay of the 
squadron at Annapolis the prince will 
visit Washington and be received by 
the president. 


Customary “Promises” of Turkey 
Belgrade, Sept. 30.—The ‘Turkish 
minister has delivered to the Servian 
sovernment the reply of Turkey to 
Servia’s complaint on the subject of 
the arrest of Servian subjects in Tur- 


key. Turkey expresses regret and 
promises to punish the officials re- 


sponsible and adopt strict measures for 
the prevention of similar incidents in 
the future. No reply was given to 
Servia's claim for pecuniary damages. 


Monster Iceberg on Grand Banks 

New York, Sept. 30.—Passengers ar- 
riving on the Lucania from Liverpool 
last night told of sigkting a monster 
iceberg, stranded on the banks off 
Newfoundland. For more than a fort- 
night the big glacier fragment has been 
standing in the identical spot, unmoved 
by wind or wave. Officers of the Lu- 
cania declare that they sighted the big 
berg in the,same predicament on the 
last eastward passage. 


Postmasters as Art Critics 

Washington, Sept. 30.—Acting Post- 
master General Hitchcock, in a cireular 
mailed to all postmasters, has renewed 
the campaign started recently against 
objectionable postcards. He has called 
attention to the rule which bars from 
the mails every card bearing a picture 
or language that is obscene, indecent 
or improperly suggestive, and has con- 
stituted every postmaster a judge of 
this character of art. 


Hard Times Brought Peace 

Tokio, Sept. 30.—Notwithstanding 
the silence of the government, the real 
fact is disclosed that Japan made 
peace at Portsmouth in fear of a 
financial breakdown. The war proved 
more costly than had been calculated 
and the rice and cereal crops seemed 
doomed to failure. The masses of the 
people are very poor and rice is their 
bread and meat. 


Sexes Not Properly Separated 

New York, Sept. 30.—Port Collector 
Strachan has ordered the imposition of 
a fine of nearly $5000 against the mas- 
ter of steamer L’Agnitaine for viola- 
tion of the United States passenger 
act, in not having the sexes properly 
Separated in the steerage of his ship 
on a yoyage here. . 


Poles Succumb to Cholera 
St. Petersburg, Sept. 30.—It is offi- 
cially announced that 50 cases of 
cholera, of which 28 resulted fatally, 
occurred in Poland between Sept. 20 
and Sept. 27.

tric Elevator. 


The highest elevator in the world has 


been installed opposite Lucerne, 


Switzerland, at the celebrated view- 
point of Burgenstock, and the Lucer- 
nois take especial pride in pointing out 
to the American visitor that he has to 
‘boss lift’ of 
the world, says a special cable dis- 
patch from Lucerne to the New York

To reach this remarkable elevator the 
traveler takes the cog road from Kehr- 
siten on the shore of the lake to the 
Thence a most 
picturesque road cut out of the rocky 
you in 
the 


side of the mountains takes 
thirty minutes to the elevator, 
shaft of which is hidden in a grotto ex- 
cavated alongside the engine house. 

The elevator is run by electricity. 
The carriage or cage is twelve feet 
square, and its passengers are limited 
to seven. When the signal to start is 
given the cage rises for 213 feet 
through a well of masonry, then comes 

suddenly into the daylight, and for 387 
feet rises in a steel latticework to the 
landing stage, the total ascension of 
600 feet being made in less than three 
minutes. 

From the landing stagé aii open gal- 
ley leads to the summit of the Ham- 

: met-Schwand mountain 3,600 feet 
above the sea level. From this point a 
glorious view is had of the lake of the 
Four Cantons and of the Alps of Uri 
and Unterwald. 

The elevator cage 6 lifted by two 
steel cables and conti#ins an arrange- 
ment by which, in the event of the 
electric power being interrupted, it can 
be lowered by hand to the starting 
point. For those who are not subject 
to vertigo a steel ladder has been fixed 
along the whole length of the shaft.

WORM WITH FEATHERS. 


Has a Poisonous Bite, Too, as Many 
North Carolinians Can Testify. 

A feathered worm has made its ap- 
pearance in different parts of North 
Carolina, and a number of people have 
been made very ill by its bite, says a 
special dispatch from Asheville, N. C., 
to the New York Times. 

The insect is not unlike a white earth- 
worm, but has a covering of brown 
down, similar to that of a young bird. 
Its bite is so poisonous that in a few 
seconds after receiving the wound the 
victim swells enormously and displays 
symptoms not unlike those of snake 
bite. 

The worm feeds on maple trees and 
rosebushes. Its presence on the latter 
accounts for the number of women 
victims. No one is able to classify the 
insect. Several specimens are being 
prepared for shipment to Washington 
for examination to establish its iden- 
tity.
